Mr.  Weeks,  upon  taking  the  chair,  addressed  the  Senate 
as  follows : 

Senators :  Elected  by  the  vote  that  has  just  been  an- 
nounced, to  preside  over  your  deliberations,  I  should  do 
great  injustice  to  my  own  feelings  if  I  should  omit,  on  this 
occasion,  to  return  you  my  most  sincere  thanks  for  this  ex- 
pression of  your  confidence  and  kindness. 

Sensible  of  my  own  inexperience  in  legislative  proceed- 
ings, and  my  limited  knowledge  of  the  rules  and  regulations 
usually  adopted  for  the  government  of  deliberative  assem- 
blies, I  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  thai 
your  partiality  has  assigned  me,  with  great  diffidence  in  my 
own  abilities,  relying  upon  your  forbearance  and  friendly 
assistance  for  my  support.  Such  abilities  as  I  have  shall  be 
cheerfully  and  honestly  devoted  to  your  service. 

You  will  pardon  me  for  the  suggestion  that  our  principal 
official  duties  here  consist  in  devising  those  means  by  which 
we  may  the  most  eictensively  promote  the  interests  of  our 
common  constituency,  whose  partiality  has  entrusted  them 
to  our  immediate  care  and  prcitection  ;  and  while  on  the  one 
band  we  should  not  make  any  great  changes  in  the  laws 
without  great  deliberation,  and  an  honest  conviction  of  their 
public  utility,  so  on  the  other  hand,  no  blind  veneration  for 
the  opinions  of  those  who  have  preceded  us  should  prevent 
us  from  adopting  a  measure  to  remedy  any  defect  that  may 
exist  in  the  laws  upon  our  statute  book. 

During  our  lea^islative  career,  now  about  to  commence,  let 
us  endeavor  to  discharge  our  official  duties  to  the  acceptance 
of  those  whose  servants  we  are,  and  let  us  also  invoke  upon 
our  exertions  the  blessings  of   that  Providence  who  has 
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watched  over  our  beloved  country  from  its  infancy  to  its 
present  advancement  in  glory  and  prosperity.

lake  and  subscribe  the  oaths  prescribed  by  the  constitution. 

Mr.  Dame,  from  the  select  committee  appointed  to  prepare 
and  report  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
Senate  the  present  year,  reported  for  consideration  the  fol' 
lowing 

RULES  OF  THE  SENATE. 

1.  The  President  having  taken  the  chair,  and  a  qaorun 
being  present,  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read^ 
and  any  erroneous  entry  shall  be  corrected. 

2.  No  member  shall  hold  conversation  with  another  dur-' 
ing  the  reading  of  the  journal,  or  whiia  a  member  ia  speaks 
ing  in  debate. 
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3.  Every  member  rising  to  speak,  shall  address  the  Presi- 
dent, and  when  he  has  finished,  shall  sit  down. 

4.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question,  on  the  same  day,  without  leave  of  the  Senate. 

5.  More  than  one  member  rising  to  speak  at  the  same 
time,  the  President  shall  decide  who  shall  speak  first. 

6.  If  any  member  transgress  the  rules  of  the  Senate,  the 
President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order,  in 
which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  sit  down, 
and  the  Senate,  if  appealed  to,  shall  decide  in  the  case  ;  but 
if  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  President  shall  be 
conclusive. 

7.  No  member  shall  absent  himself,  without  permission, 
from  the  Senate. 

8.  A  motion  shall  be  seconded  before  it  is  debated,  and  if 
required  by  the  President  or  any  member,  it  shall  be  reduced 
to  writing. 

9.  When  ti  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
received,  but  to  adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  lay  on 
the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit  or  to 
amend,  which  several  motions  shall  take  precedence  in  the 
same  order  in  which  they  are  arranged.  And  no  motion  to 
postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  or  to  com- 
mit, being  decided,  shall  be  in  order  at  the  same  stage  of  the 
bill  or  proposition,  until  after  an  adjournment. 

10.  If  the  question  under  debate  will  admit  of  division^ 
any  member  may  have  it  divided ;  and  in  filling  blanks,  the 
longest  time  and  the  largest  sum  shall  be  put  first. 

11.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  the 
same  is  objected  to,  it  shall  be  decided  by  a  vote  of  the  Sen- 
ate, and  without  debate. 

12.  Wheu  the  ayes  and  noes  are  required,  each  member 
shall  declare  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question,  unless  for 
special  reasons  he  be  excused  by  the  Senate. 

13.  When  amotion  is  made  to  shut  the  doors  of  the  Sen- 
ate on  the  discussion  of  any  business,  which  in  the  opinion 
of  any  member  may  require  secrecy,  the  President  shall  de- 
sire the  gallery  to  be  closed,  and  the  doors  shall  remain  clos- 
ed until  the  subject  is  disposed  of. 

14.  After  a  motion  has  been  decided,  it  shall  be  in  order 
for  any  member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  or  if  the  Sen- 
ate be  equally  divided,  any  member  voting  on  the  side  pre- 
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vailing,  to  move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof,  unless  the  bill, 
resolution,  report,  amendment  or  motion,  on  which  the  vote 
was  taken,  has  gone  from  the  possession  of  the  Senate ;  bat 
no  motion  to>  reconsider  shall  be  in  order,  nnless  made  the 
same  day  on  which  the  vote  was  taken,  or  the  next  day  af- 
ter on  which  the  Senate  shall  Le  in  session;  but  no  vote 
shall  be  reconsidered  when  a  less  number  of  members  is  pre- 
sent than  when  it  passed. 

15.  Before  any  petition  or  memorial,  addressed  to  the  Sen- 
ate, shall  be  received  and  read,  a  brief  statement  of  the  con- 
tents thereof  shall  be  made  by  the  member  introducing  the 
same. 

16.  At  least  one  day's  notice  shall  be  given,  before  a  mo- 
tion for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  shall  be  in  order. 

17.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  three  times  before  its  passage; 
and  the  President  shall  give  notice  at  each  time  whether  it 
be  the  first,  second  or  third  reading ;  and  no  bill,  after  it  has 
been  read  a  secotid  time,  shall  have  a  third  reading  before  an 
adjournment. 

18.  All  resolutions  which  may  require  the  signature  of  the 
Governor,  shall  be  treated  in  the  same  manner  as  bills. 

19.  When  a  bill  shall  have  been  read  a  first  time  and  or- 
dered to  a  second  reading,  it  shall  immediately  be  read  a  se- 
cond time  by  its  title,  and  by  the  President  referred  to  the 
appropriate  standing  committee,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  Senate. 

20.  The  Senate  may  resolve  itself  into  a  committee  of 
the  whole  at  any  time,  on  motion  made  for  that  purpose ; 
and  in  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole,  the  President  shall 
leave  the  chair  and  appoint  a  chairman  to  preside  in  commit- 
tee ;  the  President  may  at  any  time  name  any  member*  to 
perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  stich  substitution  shall 
not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment. 

21.  The  last  question  upon  the  second  reading  of  a  bill 
or  resolution  shall  always  be — Shall  it  be  read  a  third  time? 
and  no  amendment  shall  be  received  or  discussed  on  the 
third  reading  of  any  bill  or  resolution,  nnless  by  consent  of 
eight  members  present ;  but  it  shall  at  all  times  be  in  order, 
before  the  final  passage  of  a  bill  or  resolution,  to  move  its 
commitment,  and  should  such  commitment  take  place,  and 
an  amendment  be  reported,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  again 
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be  read  a  second  time  aud  considered  as  in  committee  of  the 
whole. 

22.  The  (itles  of  bills,  and  such  poirts  thereof  as  maybe 
affected  by  proposed  amendments,  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journals. 

23.  All  bills,  resolutions  and  addresses,  after  passing  the 
Senate,  shall  be  signed  by  the  President ;  and  all  warrants 
and  other  processes  issued  by  order  of  the  Senate,  shall  be 
under  his  hand  and  seal,  attested  by  the  clerk. 

24.  The  following  standing  committees,  to  consist  of 
three  memb<^rs  each,  shall  be  appointed  at  the  commence- 
ment of  any  session,  with  leave  to  report  by  bill  or  other- 
wise: a  committee  on  the  Judiciary;  a  committee  on  In- 
corporations; a  committee  on  Military  Affairs;  a  committee 
on  Railroads;  a  committee  on  Roads,  Bridges  and  Canals; 
a  committee  on  Claims;  a  committee  on  Agriculture  and 
Manufactures ;  a  committee  on  Banks ;  a  committee  on 
Elections  ;  a  committee  on  Education  ;  a  committee  on  Un- 
finished Business;  and  a  committee  on  Printers'  Accounts. 

25.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  tlie  President, 
unless  a  member  requests  that  the  appointment  shall  be  by 
ballot,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  so  done. 

26.  When  the  Senate  shall  concur  with  the  House  of 
Representatives  in  the  appointment  of  a  joint  committee, 
consisting  of  not  more  than  five  members  of  the  House,  one 
member  shall  be  added  on  the  part  of  the  Senate ;  but  when 
more  than  five,  two  members  of  the  Senate  shall  be  added. 

27.  Messages  shall  bo  sent  to  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives by  the  clerk  of  the  Senate. 

28.  Messages  from  the  Governor  or  House  of  Represen- 
tatives may  be  received  at  all  times,  except  when  the  Senate 
18  engaged  in  putting  a  question,  in  calling  the  ayes  and 
noes,  in  counting  ballots,  or  in  reading  the  journal 

29.  All  questions  shall  be  put  by  the  President,  and  each 
member  of  the  Senate  shall  signify  his  assent  or  dissent  by 
answering  aye  or  rfo.  If  the  President  doubts,  or  a  divisoa 
is  called  for,  the  Senate  shall  divide ;  those  in  the  affirma- 
tive of  the  question  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats  and  stand 
till  they  be  counted,  and  afterwards  those  in  the  negative 
shall  rise  and  stand  till  they  be  counted.  The  President 
shall  then  rise  and  state  the  decision  of  the  Senate. 

30.  No  person  except  the  members  of  the  Executive,  or 
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oiecnben  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  their  officers^ 
shall  be  admitted  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  except  by 
invitation  of  the  President,  or  some  member  with  his  con* 
sent. 

31.  The  Senate  shall  adjourn  to  meet  at  ten  o'clock  in 
the  morning  and  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  each  day, 
aniess  the  Senate  shall  otherwise  order. 

32.  Motions  to  adjourn  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 
Which  were  read. 

On  the  question, 

Shall  the  report  be  accepted  and  the  foregoing  rules  be 
adopted  for  the  government  of  the  Senate  the  present  year? 
It  was  decided  in  the  affirmative.

IN  CONVENTION. 


The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  being  assem- 
bled in  convention  in  the  Representatives'  Hall,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  proceeding  in  the  elections  agreeably  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  constitution,  the  Hon.  Samuel  Dinsmoor,  Gov* 
emor  elect,  came  in,  attended  by  His  Excellency,  Jared  W. 
Williams,  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

Hon.  Samuel  Dinsmoor,  Governor  elect,  then  took  and 
subscribed  the  oaths  of  allegiance  and  the  oath  of  office,  be- 
fore the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  in  presence  of  both 
branches  of  the  legislature ;  whereupon,  Hon.  William  P. 
Weeks,  President  of  the  Senate,  made  proclamation  as  fol- 
lows ; — 

"  Samuel  Dinsmoor  having  been  duly  elected  Governor  of 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  accepted  the  office,  and  taken 
the  oaths  prescribed  by  the  constitution,  I  do  therefore  de- 
clare that  His  Excellency,  Samuel  Dinsmoor,  is  Governor  of 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  to  hold  the  office  during  the 
ensuing  political  year. 

"  And  I  here  present  your  Excellency  a  copy  of  the  con- 
stitution of  this  State  as  your  guide  in  the  discharge  of  your 
official  duties." 

His  Excellency  then  made  the  following 

ADDRESS. 

Oentiemen  of  the  Senate  and 

House  of  Rqpreseniatives : 
Profoundly  grateful  to  my  fellow  citizens  for  the  almost 
gratuitous  ooniMenoe  which  has  assigned  to  me  the  impor-

tant  and  responsible  station  I  now  occupy,  I  enter  upon  the 
duties  that  fall  to  my  share  in  the  administration  of  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  State,  with  an  anxiety,  inseparable  from  the 
position  at  all  times,  but  greatly  heightened  on  this  occasion 
by  ray  want  of  former  official  participation  in  public  affairs. 
All  I  can  venture  to  hope  is,  that  a  sacred  regard  for  the  in- 
terests and  honor  of  the  State,  and  an  honest  purpose  to 
maintain  and  advance  them  to  the  extent  of  my  ability,  may 
tjnable  me  to  pass  through  my  term  of  service,  if  not  with 
the  credit  of  having  accomplished  much  good,  at  least  with 
the  consciousness  that,  at  my  hands,  the  State  has  suffered 
no  detriment. 

I  am  the  more  deeply  impressed  with  the  solemn  impor- 
tance of  the  charge,  which  as  servants  of  the  public  we 
have  all  undertaken,  when  I  look  upon  the  happy  and  pros- 
perous condition  of  our  State  as  contrasted  with  the  lot  of 
the  suffering  and  struggling  millions  in  the  other  hemisphere. 
We  find  ourselves  in  the  tranquil  enjoyment  of  a  political 
system  based  upon  the  well-established  principles  of  popular 
sovereignty  and  equal  rights ;  with  laws  and  institutions  ad- 
mirably adapted  to  the  circumstances  of  our  position,  and 
affording  to  all,  what  is  the  great  end  of  all  good  govern- 
ment, the  most  ample  security  for  ''  life,  liberty,  and  the 
pursuit  of  happiness"  that  can  be  hoped  for  from  the  imper- 
fect creations  of  human  wisdom.  We  find  ourselves  a  well- 
fed,  well-ciotbed,  well-educated  and  contented  people,  reap- 
ing in  peace  the  abundant  rewards  of  energetic  and  well-di- 
rected industry  in  all  the  various  pursuits  of  civilized  life ; 
rich,  notwithstanding  our  rough  climate  and  rougher  soil,  in 
all  that  constitutes  the  real  and  substantial  wealth  of  a  State ; 
unembarrassed  by  a  public  debt ;  with  works  of  public  util- 
ity of  gigantic  magnitude,  and  requiring  a  vast  expenditure 
of  labor  and  capital,  either  completed  or  in  progress,  visible 
wherever  the  eye  may  range  over  our  mountains  and  valleys; 
and  with  schools  and  churches  and  other  aids  and  securities 
for  learning,  religion  and  morality,  covering  the  land.  These 
and  other  scarcely  less  striking  proofs  of  the  beneficent  in- 
fluence of  republican  institutions  upon  a  people  fitted  to  re- 
ceive them,  surround  us  on  all  sides.  A  contemplation  of 
these  signal  privileges  and  blessings  must  quicken  our  sense 
of  duty  to  that  people  who  have  committed  to  our  hands  so 
precious  a. trust. 
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In  presenting  to  your  notice,  on  this  occasion,  sach  mat' 
ters  as  are  thought  to  be  entitled  to  a  share  of  your  attention, 
I  shall  content  myself,  without  seeking  for  subjects  of  legis* 
lative  action  in  speculations  of  my  own,  with  a  brief  allusion 
to  certain  topics,  which  have  already,  to  some  extent,  occu- 
pied the  public  mind,  and  in  regard  to  which  there  are  pretty 
sure  indications  of  what  the  public  sentiment  demands,  be- 
lieving that  with  an  intelligent  constituency,  alive  to  its  in-, 
terests,  and  accustomed  to  the  free  expression  of  its  wishes 
and  opinions,  legislation  may  safely  wait  to  be  prompted  by 
the  popular  will. 

Prominent  among  the  measures  which,  there  is  reason  to 
believe,  will  be  pressed  with  earnestness  upon  your  attention 
at  the  present  session,  is  an  essential  alteration  of  the  militia 
law.  That  your  early  action  upon  this  subject  is  impera- 
tively demanded,  must  be  admitted  by  all  good  citizens, 
whether  the  friends  or  the  opponents  of  a  military  organiza- 
tion. The  time  has  arrived  when  the  system  should  be  ei- 
ther abandoned  altogether,  as  fraught  with  incorrigible  evil^ 
or  placed  upon  such  a  footing  of  efficiency  and  respectability 
as  to  command  the  obedience  and  receive  the  cordial  support 
of  the  people  throughout  the  State.  No  one,  having  a  re- 
gard for  the  dignity  of  the  State,  or  wishing  to  hold  in  re- 
spect the  character  of  our  citizens,  can  desire  to  see  repeated 
the  spectacle  now  so  commonly  witnessed  when  the  militia 
are  called  out  for  training  and  parade.  It  is  not  unusual  on 
these  occasions  to  see  large  bodies  of  men  making  a  studied 
mockery  of  a  public  duty,  furnishing  a  pernicious  example 
of  insubordination  to  the  laws,  and  bringing  into  contempt 
the  authority  of  the  State.  I  should  be  doing  great  injus- 
tice not  to  say  that  there  are  many  honorable  exceptions  to 
this  charge.  There  are  yet  to  be  seen  in  various  parts  of  the 
State  many  fine  companies,  distinguished  for  the  exactness 
of  their  discipline,  their  soldierly  ambition  and  beautiful  ap- 
pearance ;  and,  in  some  entire  districts,  the  whole  body  of 
the  militia  are,  I  am  informed,  still  animated  by  that  ancient 
spirit  which  impelled  every  man  to  perform  the  duties  of  a 
citizen  soldier  with  alacrity  and  pride.  How  long  this  por- 
tion of  the  militia  would  be  able  to  resist  the  demoralizing 
influences  which  have  wrought  so  great  a  change  elsewhere, 
it  may  not  be  difficult  to  predict. 

Various  causes  have  combined  to  produce  the  present  state 
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of  feeling  in  regard  to  the  militia  service.  There  are  those 
amongst  us,  who,  from  their  position,  education  and  char- 
acter, have  considerable  weight  and  influence,  who,  exempt 
themselves  from  the  burdens  of  the  service,  and  incapable, 
perhaps,  of  understanding  or  sympathizing  with  its  pleasures 
and  excitements,  by  constantly  depreciating  the  value  and 
importance  of  the  militia,  and  by  condemning  all  military 
display  as  a  mere  exhibition  of  puerile  vanity,  have  contri* 
buted  largely  to  bring  the  present  and  preceding  systems 
into  disrepute.  The  disappearance  from  the  stage  of  our  old 
stock  of  revolutionary  soldiers,  whose  inspiriting  example 
and  enthusiastic  and  inextinguishable  passion  for  arms  did 
so  much,  while  they  lived,  to  enkindle  and  keep  alive  the 
military  ardor  of  their  younger  countrymen,  may  also  be 
leckoned  among  the  causes  of  the  decline  of  the  military 
spirit.  Something  may  also  be  attributed  to  the  excessive 
and  fastidious  refinement  of  modern  education  and  habits, 
which  looks  with  indifference  or  distaste  upon  the  ruder  yet 
manly  exercises  of  the  olden  time.  But  I  cannot  doubt  that 
the  present  state  of  public  sentiment  upon  this  subject  is 
owing,  in  a  still  greater  measure,  to  an  opinion  now  very 
prevalent  among  citizens,  who  are  wanting  neither  in  patri- 
otism nor  manhood,  that  the  law  now  in  force  calls  upon 
duty  a  much  larger  number  than  the  exigency  of  the  State 
or  country  can  in  any  supposable  contmgency  require.  To 
whatever  causes,  however,  we  may  justly  impute  its  present 
fallen  condition,  it  mnst  be  apparent  to  all,  that  if  we  would 
preserve  the  institution  from  total  destruction,  some  remedy 
must  be  speedily  applied  before  the  process  of  disorganiza- 
tion and  decay  has  advanced  beyond  the  reach  of  curative 
skill.  I  cannot  believe  that  the  people  of  this  State  are  yet 
prepared  to  hazard  the  fearful  consequences  of  discarding 
this  ancient  and  essentially  Democratic  institution.  It  was 
one  of  the  most  solemn  admonitions  of  our  Fathers,  as  well 
as  an  emphatic  injunction  of  our  constitution,  to  establish 
and  maintain  it.  I  can  perceive  nothing  in  the  present  con- 
dition of  our  own  country  or  the  world,  or  in  the  pregnant 
signs  of  the  times,  that  would  justify  us  in  abandoning  it. 
It  is  not  less  mxw  than  ever  the  only  "  proper,  natural  and 
sure  defence  of  a  State,"  in  which  the  people  rely  alone, 
under  Providence,  for  the  preservation  of  their  liberties  and 
rights,  upon  their  own  strong  arms  and  stout  hearts.     I  am 
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not  prepared,  nor  would  I  presume  to  offer  to  you  a  digested 
plan  of  reform  ;  but  I  ardently  hope  that  your  wisdom  may 
be  able  to  devise  and  adopt  an  organization  that  shall  give 
4IS  the  command  of  a  strong  and  effective  military  force, 
easily  available  tor  all  purposes  of  protection  and  defence, 
and  especially  when  needed  to  aid  the  civil  authorities  in 
upholding  the  supremacy  of  the  laws.  The  legislature  has 
been  so  often  fatigued  by  the  discussion  of  this  "  vexed** 
and  difficult  question,  that  this  recurrence  to  it  may  be  un- 
welcome— I  hope  not  fruitless. 

There  has  never  been  wanting  in  the  people  of  this  State, 
a  just  appreciation  of  the  value  and  importance  of  their  sys- 
tem of  popular  education.  They  have  especially  regarded 
their  free  schools  as  their  only  security  for  the  moral  and  re- 
ligious character  of  their  youth,  and  as  the  chief  fountains 
of  that  intelligence  which  is  a  necessary  qualification  for  the 
performance  of  the  various  duties  of  life,  and  indispensable 
to  the  citizen  of  a  State  in  which  every  man  may  be  regard- 
ed as  a  component  part  of  the  sovereignty.  The  law  of 
1846,  creating  the  office  of  commissioner,  is  one  of  the  later 
measures  designed  to  elevate  the  character  and  extend  the 
usefulness  of  common  schools.  It  has  been  executed,  so  far 
as  I  am  informed,  with  distinguished  ability  and  zeal — alt 
has  been  accomplished  that  could  have  been  reasonably  an- 
ticipated in  the  circumstances  under  which  the  experiment 
has  been  tried.  From  the  course  of  procedure  necessarily 
adopted,  it  is  too  soon  yet  to  look  for  any  strikingly  benefi- 
cial results  directly  referable  to  its  agency.  As  an  indispen- 
sable preliminary  work,  the  earliest  efforts  of  the  commis- 
sioners have  been  directed  to  a  discovery  of  the  wants  and 
defects  of  the  schools — to  awakening  an  interest  in  their 
condition  and  management,  and  to  securing,  as  far  as  possi* 
ble,  the  active  personal  co-operation  of  the  people.  When, 
and  as  fast  as,  these  objects  are  attained,  the  progress  of  im- 
provement will  advance,  and  the  practical  benefits  of  the 
system  may  be  expected  to  appear.  In  his  valuable  report 
to  be  submitted  at  the  present  session,  the  commissioner 
enumerates,  as  among  the  encouraging  proofs  of  a  growing 
interest  in  the  cause  of  education,  the  voluntary  appropria- 
tion, during  the  current  year,  by  a  majority  of  the  towns,  of 
a  sum  nearly  one-third  greater  than  the  amount  required  by 
law  to  be  raised  for  the  support  of  schools ;  the  efforts  made 
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to  provide  a  class  of  more  thoroughly  qualified  teachers  by 
means  of  teachers'  institutes,  which  have  been  established 
and  conducted  with  great  success  in  several  of  the  counties ; 
the  erection  of  better  constructed  school  houses ;  the  exten- 
sive introduction  of  improved  school  books ;  and  the  em- 
ployment of  more  approved  methods  of  teaching.  These 
are  certainly  most  gratifying  indications  of  progress,  and 
promise  a  fulfilment,  at  no  distant  day,  of  the  best  hopes  of 
those  who  have  been  engaged  in  giving  an  impulse  to  the 
cause  of  popular  instruction.  It  would  be  an  error,  howev- 
er, to  imagine  that  any  measure  of  success  attending  an  ef- 
fort for  the  improvement  of  schools,  would  supersede  the 
further  necessity  of  vigilance.  Their  prosperity  is  so  inti- 
mately connected  with  our  welfare,  and  so  essential  to  the 
stability  of  our  civil,  religious  and  political  institutions,  that 
they  must  ever  be  regarded  as  deserving  the  unremitted  at- 
tention of  legislative  wisdom.  To  neglect  what,  if  main- 
tained in  vigorous  action,  is  productive  of  incalculable  bless- 
ings to  the  country,  would  incur  the  imputation  of  treach- 
ery to  a  cause  which  we  are  bound  by  every  obligation  of 
duty  to  cherish  and  promote.  The  commissioner  is  now 
required  by  law  to  render  to  the  State  only  twenty  weeks' 
aervice  in  the  year— a  time  within  which  it  is  manifestly 
impossible  for  him  to  accomplish  seasonably,  or  satisfacto- 
rily to  himself  or  the  public,  a  moiety  of  the  great  objects 
contemplated  in  his  appointment.  His  labors  are  so  multi- 
plied and  arduous,  the  field  of  his  operations  so  extended, 
and  the  subjects  to  which  he  can  profitably  give  his  atten- 
tion so  inexhaustible,  that  nothing  less  than  the  whole  time 
and  undiverted  energies  of  any  individual,  however  able, 
faithful  or  diligent,  are  equal  to  the  proper  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  that  office.  I  would  therefore  respectfully  invite 
you  to  consider  the  expediency  of  extending  his  term  of 
service  to  the  whole  year,  with  a  suitable  addition  to  his 
compensation. 

The  N.  H.  Asylum  for  the  Insane  is  also  an  object  of  in- 
creasing interest  and  importance.  The  eminent  success 
which  has  attended  its  management  for  the  nearly  seven 
years  since  it  was  opened,  and  the  vast  amount  of  suffering 
it  has  alleviated,  have  established  it  firmly  and  permanently 
in  the  public  confidence  and  favor.  As  the  only  State  insti- 
tution within  our  limits  dedicated  exclusively  to  charitable 
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and  benevolent  uses,  it  appeals  with  uoaaswerable  force  to 
our  pride,  as  well  as  to  our  reason  aod  our  humaDity,  for  a 
liberal  and  unstinted  support.  It  appears  from  the  later  re- 
ports of  the  Visitors,  Trustees  and  Superintendent,  that  the 
rooms  are  already  filled  to  their  utmost  capacity  with  pa* 
tients,  leaving  a  large  number  of  insane  within  our  own 
State,  equally  entitled  with  others  to  the  advantages  it  af- 
fords, against  whom  the  doors  of  the  asylum  are  of  neces- 
sity closed.  It  rests  with  you  to  determine  whether  the 
building  shall  be  enlarged  ;  for  it  is  obvious  that  if  this  is 
done  at  all,  it  must  be  done  by  the  State  alone.  All  that  is 
asked  for  is  an  appropriation  to  defray  the  cost  of  erection. 
No  further  call  upon  the  State  treasury  is  anticipated  for  the 
ordinary  expenses  of  the  establishment.  They  have  thus 
far  been  met  without  public  aid,  and  with  the  judicious 
economy  that  has  always  distinguished  its  management,  it 
may  continue  to  be,  what  it  has  hitherto  been,  a  self  sup^ 
porting  institution.  I  cannot  entertain  a  doubt,  that  when, 
fully  understood,  the  appeal  in  its  behalf  will  find  a  friendly 
response  in  the  heart  of  every  member  of  the  legislature. 
Let  those  who  hesitate,  remember  that  irreparable  mischief 
may  result  from  delay ;  that  the  opportunity  of  relieving  the 
victims  of  this  frightful  malady,  once  slighted,  may  be  lost 
forever. 

The  national  medical  convention,  at  their  late  tpeetingSy 
have  turned  their  attention  to  the  importai\ce  of  a  general 
registration,  in  the  several  States  of  the  Union,  of  the  births^ 
marriages  and  deaths,  occurring  within  their  respective  bor- 
ders, and  have  addressed  a  memorial  upon  the  subject  to  the 
different  State  governments.  The  advantages  of  this  mea- 
sure, in  its  sanitary  and  moral  effects,  as  strikingly  exempli- 
fied by  the  results  in  other  countries  and  States  where  it  has 
been  adopted,  are  urged  by  the  convention  with  great  force. 
The  deliberate  sanction  of  this  measure  by  a  body  of  gentle- 
men so  eminent  in  scientific  attainments  and  so  distinguish- 
ed for  their  zealous  and  enlightened  efforts  to  promote  the 
physical  and  moral  welfare  of  their  fellow-men,  would  seem 
to  be  sufficient  to  commend  the  subject  to  your  favorable 
consideration. 

An  act  of  tardy  justice  to  this  State  was  passed  near  the 
close  of  the  last  session  of  Congress,  by  which  provision  is 
made  for  the  settlement  of  our  claim  against  the  United  States 
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for  military  expenses  incurred  in  maintaining  jurisdiction  over 
the  Indian  Stream  settlement  in  1835-6.  The  amount  of 
the  account  as  transmitted  by  the  Governor  of  this  State  in 
1887  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  was  six  thousand 
and  twenty-eight  dollars  and  sixty-three  cents.  The  claim 
is  yet  to  be  settled  and  adjusted  by  the  second  auditor  of 
the  treasury.  The  appointment  of  an  agent  to  attend  to 
the  settlement  of  the  account  with  that  officer,  and  to  re- 
ceive for  the  State  the  amount  that  shall  be  awarded,  will 
occur  to  you  as  necessary. 

I  have  thus,  gentlemen,  briefly  adverted  to  such  matters 
of  local  interest  as  more  immediately  concern  us  as  the  agents 
of  the  people  of  this  State.  The  occasion  might,  perhaps, 
invite  to  a  wider  range  of  discussion  and  remark.  There  is 
much,  in  the  rapid  and  startling  succession  of  events  on  the 
European  continent,  to  arrest  our  attention  and  awaken  our 
sympathies  ;  and  we  are  never  without  exciting  questions  of 
national  policy,  growing  out  of  the  diversified  character,  in- 
stitutions, and  interests  of  this  great  family  of  States.  But 
upon  these  and  other  subjects,  not  coming  under  our  official 
cognizance,  my  own  views  are  too  unimportant  to  be  obtru- 
ded on  ypur  notice,  and  I  need  not  assume  to  express  the 
sentiments  of  others. 

Allow  me,  in  conclusion,  to  express  a  hope  that,  in  the 
exercise  of  the  powers  which  we  hold  in  trust  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  whole  people,  and  not  for  party,  or  personal,  or 
selfish  objects,  we  may  be  animated  by  that  conciliatory 
spirit  which  can  recognize  the  possibility  of  tolerating  a  dif- 
ference of  opinion,  without  a  sacrifice  of  principle  or  per- 
sonal independence,  and  that  we  may  be  guided  by  that  true 
and  comprehensive  patriotism  which  shall  lead  us  all  <'  to 
unite  in  common  efforts  for  the  common  good."

As  soon 
thereafter  as  the  convenience  of  me  Senate  will  permit,  they  ,  | 
will  attend  in  the  House.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  , 
be  chairman  of  the  convention,  and  shall  state  the  reason  for 
forming  the  convention.  When  the  House  and  Senate  are 
thus  formed  in  convention,  the  rules  adopted  as  the  rules  of 
the  House  shall  be  considered  the  rules  of  the  convention, 
so  far  as  they  may  be  deemed  applicable,  and  the  conven- 
tion shall  accordingly  be  governed  thereby. 

2.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  person  or  persons  as  a 
sense  of  propriety,  in  each  house,  may  determine  to  be  pro- 
per. 

3.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  either  house  to  the 
other,  it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  house  to 
which  it  may  be  sent,  by  the  doorkeeper. 

4  While  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two 
ht>uses,  they  shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  clerk  of  each 
house  respectively. 

5.  There  shall  be  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  engross- 
ing bills,  consisting  of  two  members  of  each  house.  All 
bills  that  pass  both  houses  shall  be  delivered  to  said  commit- 
tee, be  by  them  engrossed,  carefully  examined,  and  reported 
to  the  respective  houses ;  and  shall  be  signed,  first  by  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  then  by  the 
President  of  the  Senate. 

6.  There  shall  be  a  committee,  to  consist  of  three  mem- 
bers of  the  House  and  one  of  the  Senate,  on  each  of  the 
following  subjects,  to  wit : — On  all  matters  relative  to  the

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State  Library,  and  on  all  matters  relative  to  the  State  House 
and  State  House  Yard. 

7.  When  a  bill  or  resolve,  which  shall  have  passed  in  one 
house,  is  rejected  in  the  other;  notice  thereof  shall  be  given 
to  the  house  in  which  the  same  shall  have  passed. 

8.  E!ach  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on 
which  any  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  founded. 

9.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  bills  which 
have  passed  their  several  stages  in  the  house  in  which  they 
originated,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time  fixed 
on  for  adjournment. 

10.  After  each  house  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagree^ 
ment,  a  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  considered  lost.

STANDARD  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  an  act  was  passed 
requiring  the  several  County  Sealers  to  present  the  standard 
weights  and  measures  of  the  several  counties  at  the  Treasu- 
ry office  of  the  State,  and  try  and  prove  the  same  by  the 
standard  weights  and  measures  received  from  the  United 
States  government.  It  is  proper  that  the  legislature  should 
be  apprised  that  the  only  standard  weights  and  measures 
received  from  the  United  States  government,  are  the  fol- 
lowing : 

One  box  containing  avoirdupois  weights  of  the  following 
dimensions :  1  weig|it  of  50  lbs.,  1  weight  of  25  lbs.,  1 
weight  of  20  lbs.,  1  weight  of  10  lbs.,  1  weight  of  5  lbs., 
1  weight  of  4  lbs.,  1  weight  of  3  lbs.,  1  weight  of  2  lbs., 
1  weight  of  1  lb.,  and  down  to  1  oz. 

One  box  containing  troy  weights  of  different  dimensions, 
from  1  lb.  down  to  1  pwt. 

One  box  containing  the  United  States  Standard  Yard. 

No  scale-beam  has  been  received,  nor  balance  of  any  kind ; 
no  dry  measure  nor  Uquid  measure ;  nor  is  there  any  such 
article  deposited  in  this  office. 

I  have  lately  received  information  that  there  are  at  Wash- 
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ingtoD  a  half  bushel  measure,  and  a  set  of  liquid  measures, 
ready  for  delivery,  upon  the  order  of  the  Executive  of  this 
State.  A  set  of  standard  balances  is  in  course  of  prepara- 
tion. If  the  law  of  the  last  session  is  to  be  continued,  it 
would  seem  to  be  necessary  that  some  provision  should  be 
made  to  render  the  standards  complete.

A  preamble  and  sundry  resolutions  relatmg  to  slavery  and 
the  slave  trade ; 

Which  were  read  and  were  as  follows : 

The  select  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  report 
tnd  resolutions  of  the  legislature  of  Virginia,  and  also  car* 
Udn  resolutions  of  the  legislature  of  Missouri,  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  fugitive  slaves,  and  other  matters  pertaining  to  the 
institution  of  slavery,  respectfully 

REPORT  : 

That  without  entering  into  any  general  examination  of 
(be  reasoning  of  the  report  in  question,  your  committee  lure 
of  opinion  that  many  of  the  topics  therein  discussed,  are 
ioch  as  to  require  no  action  on  the  part  of  New  Hampshiie. 
This  State  has  '' commenced^'  no  "war  of  legislation 
against  the  owners  of  fugitive  slaves."  It  has  assumed  bo 
positioD  upon  which  it  may  not  rightfully  stand,  without  lo- 
12 
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olation  of  the  principles  either  of  justice,  hnmanity  or  the 
constitution.  It  has  been  actuated  by  no  '<  feigned  philan- 
thropy ;"  neither  **  irresponsible  mobs  cooiposed  of  fanatics, 
ruffians  and  fugitive  rfaves,"  nor  noiobs  in  auy  other  way 
constituted,  have  had  any  recent  existence  here.  That  "i^ 
regular  outbreaks  of  brutal  violence  and  ferocity  have  hap- 
pened in  the  free  States,"  that  *^  insane  fanatics  and  brutal 
ruffians,"  have  in  these  scenes  been  continually  violating 
the  rights  of  those  who  own  slaves,  is  asserted  in  the  report 
uader  consideration,  in  language  far  too  broad  for  truth,  and 
far  too  angry  for  that  courtesy  which  ought  to  be  observed 
in  the  intercourse  between  sovereign  States.  That  these 
pictures  are  drawn  with  more  feeling  than  fidelity,  and  are 
the  result  of  a  distempered  fancy  rather  than  an  impartial 
observation  of  facts,  our  knowledge  of  the  orderly  and  law 
observing  character  of  non-slaveholding  communities,  com- 
pels us  to  believe. 

We  trust  that  the  report  in  question,  does  a  similar  injos- 
tice  to  the  slaveholding  communities  for  which  it  speaks, 
when  it  intimates,  that  if  the  laws  are  not  modified  and  ex- 
ecuted to  their  satisfaction,  they  will  invade  the  territory  of 
the  free  States,  and  re-act  upon  their  southern  frontiers,  fo- 
rays which  occurred  upon  the  borders  of  Scotland,  in  a  semi- 
barbarous  age ! 

We  should  regret  the  occurrence  of  such  scenes.  We 
should  regret  the  attempt,  threatened  in  various  alternatives 
and  in  various  parts  of  the  report  in  question,  to  divide  this 
Union,  or  excite  an  armed  resistance  to  its  laws.  But  yet 
we  most  confidently  believe,  that  our  institutions  are  inhe- 
rent with  power  sufficient  for  their  own  jH'otection  and  that 
of  every  portion  of  the  American  people. 

The  new  legal  remedy,  asked  for  by  the  report  under  con- 
sideration, is  indeed  remarkable.  That  every  postmaster  and 
collector  in  the  free  States,  shall  be  clothed  with  the  same 
judicial  power,  over  the  rights  and  liberty  of  persons  claim* 
ed  as  slaves,  as  courts  of  the  United  States  may  now  exer- 
cise— ^that  every  member  of  this  newly  constituted  host  of 
magistrates,  may  surround  himself  with  marshals,  possessing 
every  summary  process — ^that  all  improper  acta,  occurring 
whenever  and  wherever,  in  presence  of  any  considerable 
number  of  persons,  an  alleged  fugitive  slave  is  demanded,  or 
held  in  custody,  shall  be  removed  from  the  joriadiction  U 
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Ihe  State  courts,  to  the  courts  of  the  United  States — are 
claims  so  extraordinary,  so  insulting  to  the  free  States,  that 
tbey  cannot  have  been  advanced  with  any  expectation  of 
their  meeting  with  thesaaction  of  any  Slate  where  a  regard 
to  the  interests  of  slavery  has  not  beconoe  paramount  to  ev- 
«ry  proper  appreciation  of  State  rights,  and  of  the  rights  and 
security  of  free  men. 

The  report  of  the  Virginia  legislature  complains  that  the 
New  England  States,  with  a  sterile  soil  and  ungenial  climate, 
have  become,  in  proportion  to  their  population,  the  most 
wealthy  communities  in  the  world,  while  comparative  pov- 
erty has  fallen  upon  the  south,  and  its  commerce  and  navi* 
gation  have  been  transferred  from  its  own  harbors  to  those  of 
the  north.  It  might  have  drawn  a  like  comparison  between 
Ohio  and  Kentucky,  ibet ween  free  territory  and  slave  territo- 
ry at  every  point  where  they  come  in  contact.  Is  it  strange 
that  the  .free  States,  with  these  facts  every  where  spread  out 
before  them,  should  be  unwilling  to  see  slavery  extended, 
with  its  blighting  influences,  over  territories  uow  free? 

The  committee  conclude  this  report  by  recommending  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
tii  Genteral  Court  convened,  That  opposed  to  every  form  »f 
oppression,  the  people  of  New  Hampshire  have  ever  viewed 
with  deep  regret  the  existence  of  slavery  in  this  Union ;  that 
while  they  have  steadfastly  supported  all  sections  in  their 
constitutional  rights,  they  have  not  only  lamented  its  exis- 
tence as  a  great  social  evil,  but  regarded  it  as  fraught  with 
danger  to  the  peace  and  welfare  of  th«  nation, 

2.  Resolved,  That  while  in  periods  of  excitement,  the  op- 
ponents of  slavery  have  resorted  to  measures  which  we  have 
thought  it  our  duty  to  oppose  and  censure,  on  the  other  hand 
slavehoiding  communities,  in  many  portions  of  this  confed- 
eracy, have  engaged  in  excitements,  and  resorted  to  meaa- 
nres  equally  deserving  of  the  severest  condemnation. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  stand  pledged  by  our  course  from 
the  adoption  of  the  Federal  Constitution  to  the  present  time, 
to  respect  all  the  rights  which  that  instrument  guarantees  to 
the  slave  States. 

4  Resolved,  That  while  we  respect  the  rights  of  the 
slavehoiding,  as  well  as  the  free  portions  of  this  Union< — 
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while  we  will  not  willingly  consent  that  wrong  be  done  to 
any  member  of  the  glorious  confederacy  to  which  we  b^* 
long)  we  are  firmly  and  unalterably  opposed  to  the  extenstoa 
of  slavery  over  any  portion  of  American  soil  now  free. 

6.  Resolved,  That  tbe  Americmi  Union  is  strongly  based 
upon  the  affections  of  an  overwhelming  majority  of  the 
American  people — that  we  trust  that  it  will  outlive  for  ages, 
the  threats  with  which  fanaticism  assails  it — that  in  its  hour 
of  peril,  stout  hearts  and  strong  arms  will  be  ready  in  every 
corner  of  our  land  to  defend  it — and  that  it  will  long  con- 
tinue here  a  proud  ark  of  freedom,  firm  and  enduring,  the 
time-tried  model  after  which  shall  be  fashioned  those  free 
institutions  which  are  hereafter  to  bestow  their  incalculaUe 
blessings  upon  the  whole  world. 

6.  Resolved,  That  in  our  opinion,  Congress  has  the  eon- 
stitutional  power  to  abolish  the  slme  trade  and  slavery  in  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  that  our  Senators  be  instructed 
and  our  Representatives  requested  to  take  all  constitutional 
measures  to  accomplish  that  object. 

Mr.  Preston  moved  to  amend  the  resolutions  by  adding 
the  following  resolution : 

7.  Resolved,  That  His  Excellency  the  Qovernor  be  re-

able and  pleasant,  and  less  arduous  and  difficult  than  I  had 
ever  dared  to  anticipate.  The  kind  and  generous  feelings 
that  you  have  manifested  have  placed  me  under  great  obli- 
gations, and  made  an  impression  that  can  never  be  eflkced. 

It  is  a  pleasing  reflection  that  nothing  has  occurred  during 
our  session  to  excite  any  unkind  feelings  on  the  part  of  any 
individual.  It  is  true  there  have  been  different  opinions  as 
to  measures,  but  those  ditferent  opinions  have  been  honestly 
entertained,  and  manfully  and  honorably  supported.  None 
of  us  can  claim  perfection,  for  that  is  an  attribute  that  be- 
longs to  Infinite  Wisdom,  and  not  to  man.  So  long  as  the 
work  of  man  must  necessarily  partake  of  the  imperfections 
of  his  nature,  so  long  will  his  works  be  imperfect,  and  their 
utility  sometimes  doubted.  Time  and  experience  alone 
must  determine  the  wisdom  and  usefulness  of  our  measures. 

Senators— it  will-  always  be  my  pride  and  pleasure  to  bear 
testimony  to  your  industry  and  fidelity  in  the  discharge  of 
your  official  duties,  and  as  we  are  about  to  separate,  never 
more  in  all  probability  to  meet  again  in  the  capacity  in  which 
we  have  been  so  pleasatitly  associated  the  present  session, 
permit  me  to  express  to  you  my  most  ardent  wish  for  your 
safe  return  to  your  respective  homes  and  friends,  and  nnay 
Heaven's  choicest  blessings  ever  attend  you  and  yours.

Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 
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Mr.  Ayer,  on  taking  the  chair,  addreesed  the  Ha^m  as 
follows : 

Gentlemen : — Called  to  preside  over  the  deliberations  of 
this  body,  by  the  very  flattering  vote  which  has  just  been 
announced,  I  cannot  decline  a  trust  so  generously  conferred 
— ^I  accept  it,  and  with  a  cheerfulness  which  was  a  stranger 
to  my  breast,  when  one  year  ago  I  stood  in  this  place  to 
respond  to  a  similar  manifestation  of  coafidenee  on  the  part 
of  the  House.  Let  me  assure  you,  however,  that  the  read* 
iness  with  which  I  decide  upon  assuming  the  respoDeibilities 
of  the  position  assigned  me,  results  from  no  incraased  reli- 
ance upon  my  own  abilities,  for  time,  so  far  from  iospiring 
oonfidence,  only  renders  me  more  sensible  of  my  many  im- 
perfections ;  but  from  the  knowledge  which  experience  has 
given  me,  that  the  courtesy,  kindness  and  generosity  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  New  Hampshire  render  the 
duties  of  the  chair  comparatively  light.  l*hoagh  practice 
may  have  somewhat  familiarized  me  with  parliamentary 
proceedings,  I  shall  again  be  under  the  necessity  of  soliciting 
that  forbearance  which  has  heretofore  been  so  liberally  ac- 
corded to  me. 

Assembled  here  upon  a  high  and  honorable  mission,  I  trust 
that  we  shall  enter  upon  the  varied  duties  it  involves  with  a 
due  appreciation  of  their  magnitude.  While  the  frugal  hab- 
its of  our. people  demand  of  us  to  proceed  with  all  reasona- 
ble dispatch,  we  should  be  mindful  that  hasty  legislation  is 
not  always  the  truest  economy.  While  human  imperfec- 
tions render  changes  in  the  laws  necessary,  they  should  be 
such  and  such  only  as  the  popular  interests  seem  clearly  to 
demand  ;  for  too  frequent  alterations  create  such  uncertainty 
that  to  the  great  mass  of  the  community  the  laws  under 
which  they  live  become,  in  a  measure,  a  sealed  book.  How- 
ever, we  have  only  to  take  as  our  guide  that  emanation  from

On  motion  of  Mr.  Howe  of  Rindge — 

Resolved^  That  the  House  are  ready  to  meet  the  Senate 
in  convention  for  the  purpose  of  proceeding  in  the  elections 
agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  constitution. 

Ordered^  That  the  elerk  inform  the  Senate  thereof. 
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IN  CONVENTION. 

The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  being  assem- 
bled in  convention,  in  the  Representatives'  Hall,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  proceeding  in  the  elections  agreeably  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  constitution,  His  Excellency,  Governor  Wil- 
liams, and  the  Honorable  Samuel  Dinsmoor,  the  Governor 
elect,  came  in,  attended  by  the  Honorable  Council,  and  es- 
corted by  committees  of  both  branches  of  the  legislature, 
and  the  Governor  elect  manifested  his  acceptance  of  the  of- 
fice of  Governor  of  this  State,  and  took  and  subscrrbed  the 
oaths  of  allegiance  and  oath  of  office,  before  the  President 
of  the  Senate  and  in  presence  of  both  branches  of  the  legis- 
lature, when  the  Honorable  William  P.  Weeks,  President  of 
the  Senate,  declared  His  Excellency,  Samuel  Drnsmoor, 
Governor  oif  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  the  ensuing 
political  year,  and  presented  him  with  a  copy  of  the  consti- 
tution as  a  guide  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  then  made  to  the  legislature 
the  following 

ADDRESS- 

Oentlemen  of  the  Senate  and 

House  of  Representatives  : 

Profoundly  grateful  to  my  fellow  citizens  for  the  almost 
gratuitous  confidence  which  has  assigned  to  me  the  impor- 
tant and  responsible  station  I  now  occupy,  I  enter  upon  the 
duties  that  fall  to  my  share  in  the  administration  of  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  State,  with  an  anxiety,  inseparable  from  the 
position  at  all  times,  but  greatly  heightened  on  this  occasion 
by  my  want  of  former  official  participation  in  public  aflairs. 
All  I  can  venture  to  hope  is,  that  a  sacred  regard  for  the  in* 
terests  and  honor  of  the  State,  and  an  honest  pnrpose  to 
maintain  and  advance  them  to  the  extent  of  my  ability,  may 
enable  me  to  pass  through  my  term  of  service,  if  not  with 
the  credit  of  having  accomplished  much  good,  at  least  with 
the  consciousness  that,  at  my  hands,  the  State  has  suffered 
no  detriment. 

I  am  the  more  deeply  impressed  with  the  solemn  impor- 
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tance  of  the  charge,  which  as  servants  of  the  public  we 
have  ali  undertaken,  when  I  look  upon  the  happy  and  pros- 
perous condition  of  our  State  as  contrasted  with  the  lot  of 
the  suffering  and  struggling  millions  in  the  other  hemisphere. 
We  find  ourselves  in  the  tranquil  enjoyment  of  a  political 
system  based  upon  the  well-established  principles  of  popular 
sovereignty  and  equal  rights ;  with  laws  and  institutions  ad- 
mirably adapted  to  the  circumstances  of  our  position,  and 
affording  to  all,  what  is  the  great  end  of  all  good  govern- 
meot,  the  most  ample  security  for  'Mife,  liberty,  and  the 
pursuit  of  happiness"  that  can  be  hoped  for  from  the  imper- 
fect creations  of  human  wisdom.     We  find  ourselves  a  well- 
fed,  wcli-clothed,  well-educated  and  contented  people,  reap- 
ing in  peace  the  abundant  rewards  of  energetic  and  well-di- 
rected industry  in   all  the  various  pursuits  of  civilized  life; 
rich,  notwithstanding  our  rough  climate  and  rougher  soil,  in 
ail  that  constitutes  the  real  and  substantial  wealth  of  a  State  ; 
ttDembarraissed  by  a  public  debt ;  with  works  of  public  util- 
ity of  gigantic  magnitude,  and  requiring  a  vast  expenditure 
of  labor  and  capital,  either  completed  or  in  progress,  visible 
wherever  the  eye  may  range  over  our  mountains  and  valleys: 
aod  with  schools  and  churches  and  other  aids  and  securities 
for  learning,  religion  and  morality,  covering  the  land.     These 
and  other  scarcely  less  striking  proofs  of  thd  beneficent  in- 
fluence of  republican  institutions  upon  a  people  fitted  to  re- 
ceive them,  surround  us  on  all  sides.     A  contemplation  of 
these  signal  privileges  and  blessings  tnust  quicken  our  sense 
of  duly  to  that  people  who  have  committed  to  our  hands  so 
precious  a  trust. 

In  presenting  to  your  notice,  on  this  occasion,  such  mat- 
ters as  are  thought  to  be  entitled  to  a  share  of  your  attention, 
I  shall  content  myself,  without  seeking  for  subjects  of  legis- 
lative action  in  speculations  of  my  own,  with  a  brief  allusion 
to  certain  topics,  which  have  already,  to  some  extent,  occu- 
pied the  public  mind,  and  in  regard  to  which  there  are  pretty 
sure  indications  of  what  the  public  sentiment  demands,  be- 
lieving that  with  an  intelligent  constituency,  alive  to  its  in- 
terests, and  accustomed  to  the  free  expression  of  its  wishes 
and  opinions,  legislation  may  safely  wait  to  be  prompted  by 
the  popular  will. 

Prominent  among  the  measures  which,  there  is  reason  to 
believe,  will  be  pressed  with  earnesCness  upon  your  attention 
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at  the  present  session,  is  an  essential  alteration  of  the  militia 
law.     That  your  early  action  upon  this  subject  is  imperft- 
tively  demanded,  must  be  admitted   by  all  good  citiseiK, 
whether  the  friends  or  the  opponents  of  a  military  organisa- 
tion.    The  time  has  arrived  when  the  system  should  be  ei- 
ther abandoned  altogether,  as  fraught  with  incorrigible  evil, 
or  placed  upon  such  a  footing  of  eiSiciency  and  respectability 
as  to  command  the  obedience  and  receive  the  cordial  support 
of  the  people  throughout  the   State.     No  one,  having  a  re- 
gard for  the  dignity  of  the  State,  or  wishing  to  hold  in  re- 
spect the  character  of  our  citizens,  can  desire  to  see  repeated 
the  spectacle  now  so  commonly  witnessed  when  the  militia 
are  called  out  for  training  and  parade.     It  is  not  unusual  on 
these  occasions  to  see  large  bodies  of  men  making  a  studied 
mockery  of  a  public  duty,  furnishing  a  pernicious  example 
of  insubordination  to  the  laws,  and  bringing  into  contempt 
the  authority  of  the  State.     I  should  be  doing  great  injus- 
tice not  to  say  that  there  are  many  honorable  exceptions  to 
this  charge.     There  are  yet  to  be  seen  in  various  parts  of  the 
State  many  fine  companies,  distinguished  for  the  exactness 
of  their  discipline,  their  soldierly  ambition  and  beautiful  ap- 
pearance ;  and,  in  some  entire  districts,  the  whole  body  of 
the  militia  are,  I  am  informed,  still  animated  by  that  ancient 
spirit  which  impelled  every  man  to  perform  the  duties  of  a 
citizen  soldier  with  alacrity  and  pride.     How  long  this  po^ 
tion  of  the  militia  would  be  able  to  resist  the  demoralizing 
influences  which  have  wrought  so  great  a  change  elsewhere, 
it  may  not  be  difficult  to  predict. 

Various  causes  have  combined  to  produce  the  present  state 
of  feeling  in  regard  to  the  militia  service.  There  are  those 
among  us,  who,  from  their  position,  education  and  char- 
acter, have  considerable  weight  and  influence,  who,  exempt 
themselves  from  the  burdens  of  the  service,  and  incapable, 
perhaps,  of  understanding  or  sympathizing  with  its  pleasures 
and  excitements,  by  constantly  depreciating  the  value  and 
importance  of  the  militia,  and  by  condemning  all  military 
display  as  a  mere  exhibition  of  puerile  vanity,  have  contri- 
buted largely  to  bring  the  present  and  preceding  systems 
into  disrepute.  The  disappearance  from  the  stage  of  our  old 
stock  of  revolutionary  soldiers,  whose  inspiriting  example 
and  enthusiastic  and  inextinguishable  passion  for  arms  did 
so  much,  while  they  lived,  to  enkindle  and  keep  alive  the 
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military  ardor  of  their  younger  countrymen,  may  also  be 
reckoned  among  the  causes  of  the  decline  of  the  mihtary 
spirit.     Something  may  also  be  attributed  to  the  excessive 
and  fastidious  refinement  of  modern  education  and  habits, 
vhich  looks  with  indifference  or  distaste  upon  the  ruder  yet 
manly  exercises  of  the  olden  time.     But  I  cannot  doubt  that 
the  present  state  of  public  sentiment  upon  this  subject  is 
owing,  in  a  still  greater  measure,  to  an  opinion  now  very 
prevalent  among  citizens,  who  are  wanting  neither  in  patri- 
otism nor  manhood,  that  the  law  now  in  force  calls  upon 
dnty  a  much  larger  number  than  the  exigency  of  the  State 
or  country  can  in  any  supposable  contingency  require.     To 
whatever  causes,  however,  we  may  justly  impute  its  present 
fallen  condition,  it  must  be  apparent  to  all,  that  if  we  would 
preserve  the  institution  from  total  destruction,  some  remedy 
most  be  speedily  applied  before  the  process  of  disorganiza- 
tion and  decay  has  advanced  beyond  the  reach  of  curative 
skill.    I  cannot  believe  that  the  people  of  this  State  are  yet 
prepared  to  hazard  the  fearful  consequences  of  discarding 
this  ancient  and  essentially  democratic  institution.     It  was 
one  of  the  most  solemn  admonitions  of  our  Fathers,  as  well 
^  an  emphatic  injunction  of  our  constitution,  to  establish 
and  tnaintain  it.     I  can  perceive  nothing  in  the  present  con- 
dition of  our  own  country  or  the  world,  or  in  the  pregnant 
signs  of  the  times,  that  would  justify  us  in  abandoning  it. 
It  is  not  less  now  than  ever  the  only   **  proper,  natural  and 
sure  defence  of  a  State,"  in   which  the  people  rely  alone, 
onder  Providence,  for  the  preservation  of  their  liberties  and 
rights,  upon  their  own  strong  arms  and  stout  hearts.     I  am 
not  prepared,  nor  would  I  presume  to  offer  to  you  a  digested 
plan  of  reform  ;  but  I  ardently  hope  that  your  wisdom  may 
^  able  to  devise  and  adopt  an  organization  that  shall  give 
o»  the  command  of  a  strong  and  effective  military  force, 
<5ttily  available  tor  all   purposes  of  protection  and  defence, 
and  especially  when  needed  to  aid  the  civil  authorities  in 
Upholding  the  supremacy  of  the  laws.     The  legislature  has 
heen  so  often   fatigued   by  the  discussion   of  this  "  vexed" 
and  difficult  question,  that  this  recurrence  to  it  may  be  un- 
welcome— I  hope  not  fruitless. 

There  has  never  been  wanting  in  the  people  of  this  State, 
a  just  appreciation  of  the  value  and  importance  of  their  sys- 
tem of  popular  education.     They  have  especially  regarded 
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their  free  schools  as  their  only  security  for  the  moral  and  re- 
ligious character  of  their  youth,  and  as  the  chief  fouataiw 
of  that  intelligence  which  is  a  necessary  qualificatiou  for  the 
performance  of  the  various  duties  of  life,  and  indispensable 
to  the  citizen  of  a  State  in  which  every  man  maybe  regard- 
ed as  a  component  part  of  the  sovereignty.     The  law  of 
1846,  creating  the  office  of  commissioner,  is  one  of  the  later 
measures  designed  to  elevate  the  character  and  extend  the 
usefulness  of  common  schools.     It  has  been  executed,  so  far 
as  I  am  informed,  with  distinguished  ability  and  zeal — all 
has  been  accomplished  that  could  have  been  reasonably  an- 
ticipated in  the  circumstances  under  which  the  experiment 
has  been  tried.     Prom  the  course  of  procedure  necessarily 
adopted,  it  is  too  soon  yet  to  look  for  any  strikingly  benefi- 
cial results  directly  referable  to  its  agency.     As  an  indispen- 
sable preliminary  work,  the  earliest  efforts  of  the  commis- 
sioners have  been  directed  to  a  discovery  of  the  wants  and 
defects  of  the  schools — 16  awakening  an  interest  in  their 
condition  and  management,  and  to  securing,  as  far  as  possi- 
ble, the  active  personal  co-operation  of  the  people.     WheOj 
and  as  fast  as,  these  objects  are  attained,  the  progress  of  im- 
provement will  advance,  and  the  practical  benefits  of  the 
system  may  be  expected  to  appear.     In  his  valuable  report 
to   be   submitted  at  the  present  session,  the  commissioner 
enumerates,  as  among  the  encouraging  proofs  of  a  growing 
interest  in  the  cause  of  education,  the  voluntary  appropria- 
tion, during  the  current  year,  by  a  majority  of  the  towns,  of 
a  sum  nearly  one-third  greater  than  the  amount  required  by 
law  to  be  raised  for  the  support  of  schools ;  the  eflorts  made 
to  provide  a  class  of  more  thoroughly  qualified  teachers  by 
means  of  teachers'  institutes,  which  have  been  established 
and  conducted  with  great  success  in  several  of  the  counties; 
the  erection  of  better  constructed  school  houses ;  the  exten- 
sive introduction  of  improved  school  books ;  and  the  em- 
ployment of  more  approved  methods  of  teaching.     These 
are  certainly  most  gratifying   indications  of  progress,  and 
promise  a  fulfilment,  at  no  distant  day,  bf  the  best  hopes  of 
those  who  have   been  engaged  in  giving  an  impulse  to  the 
cause  of  popular  instruction.     It  would  be  an  error,  howev- 
er, to  imagine  that  any  measure  of  success  attending  an  ef- 
fort for  the  improvement  of  schools,  would  supersede  thai 
further  necessity  of  vigilance.     Their  prosperity  is  so  inti- 
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mately  connected  with  our  welfare,  and  so  essential  to  the 
stability  of  our  civil,  religious  and  political  institutions,  that 
they  most  ever  be  regarded  as  deserving  the  unremitted  at- 
tention of  legislative  wisdom.  To  neglect  what,  if  main- 
tained in  vigorous  action,  is  productive  of  incalculable  bless- 
ings to  the  country,  would  incur  the  imputation  of  treach- 
ery to  a  cause  which  we  are  bound  by  every  obligation  of 
dntyto  cherish  and  promote.  The  commissioner  is  now 
reqnired  by  law  to  render  to  the  State  only  twenty  weeks' 
mice  in  the  year— a  time  within  which  it  is  manifestly 
impossible  for  him  to  accomplish  seasonably,  or  satisfacto- 
rily to  himself  or  the  public,  a  moiety  of  the  great  objects 
contemplated  in  his  appointment.  His  labors  are  so  multi- 
plied and  arduous,  the  field  of  his  operations  so  extended, 
ttid  the  subjects  to  which  he  can  profitably  give  his  atten- 
tioa  80  inexhaustible,  that  nothing  less  than  the  whole  time 
wd  undiverted  energies  of  any  individual,  howeve'r  able, 
ftithfui  or  diligent,  are  equal  to  the  proper  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  that  office.  I  would  therefore  respectfully  invite, 
you  to  consider  the  expediency  of  extending  his  term  of 
•rvice  to  the  whole  year,  with  a  suitable  addition  to  his 
compensation. 

The  N.  H.  Asylum  for  the  Insane  is  also  an  object  of  in- 
creasing interest  and  importance.  The  eminent  success 
which  has  attended  its  management  for  the  nearly  seven 
years  since  it  was  opened,  and  the  vast  amount  of  suffering 
it  has  alleviated,  have  established  it  firmly  and  permanently 
in  the  public  confidence  and  favor.  As  the  only  State  insti- 
tution within  our  limits  dedicated  exclusively  to  charitable 
wd  benevolent  uses,  it  appeals  with  unanswerable  force  to* 
onr  pride,  as  well  as  to  our  reason  and  our  humanity,  for  a 
liberal  and  unstinted  support.  It  appears  from  the  later  re- 
ports of  the  Visitors,  Trustees  and  Superintendent,  that  the 
n>oms  are  already  filled  to  their  utmost  capacity  with  pa- 
tterns, leaving  a  large  number  of  insane  within  our  own 
State,  equally  entitled  with  others  to  the  advantages  it  af- 
fords, against  whom  the  doors  of  the  asylum  are  of  neces- 
sity closed.  It  rests  with  you  to  determine  whether  the 
Iniilding  shall  be  enlarged  ;  for  it  is  obvious  that  if  this  is 
done  at  all,  it  must  be  done  by  the  State  alone.  All  that  is 
wked  for  is  an  appropriation  to  defray  the  cost  of  erection. 
No  farther  call  upon  the  State  treasury  is  anticipated  for  the 
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ordinary  expenses  of  the  establishment.  They  have  tbas 
far  been  met  without  public  aid,  and  with  the  judieioos 
economy  that  has  always  distinguished  its  management,  it 
may  continue  to  be,  what  it  has  hitherto  been,  a  self  sup- 
porting institution.  I  cannot  entertain  a  doubt;  that  when 
fully  understood,  the  appeal  in  its  behalf  will  find  a  friendly 
response  in  the  heart  of  every  member  of  the  legislatore. 
Let  those  who  hesitate,  remember  that  irreparable  mischief 
may  result  from  delay ;  that  the  opportunity  of  relieving  tte 
victims  of  this  frightful  malady,  once  slighted,  may  be  kwt 
forever. 

The  national  medical  convention,  at  their  late  meetings, 
have  turned  their  attention  to  the  importance  of  a  general 
registration,  in  the  several  States  of  the  Union,  of  the  births, 
marriages  and  deaths,  occurring  within  their  respective  bo^ 
ders,  and  have  addressed  a  memorial  upon  the  subject  to  the 
dijSferent  State  governments.  The  advantages  of  this  mea- 
sure, in  its  sanitary  and  moral  effects,  as  strikingly  exempti* 
fied  by  the  results  in  other  countries  and  States  where  it  has 
been  adopted,  are  urged  by  the  convention  with  great  force. 
The  deliberate  sanction  of  this  measure  by  a  body  of  gentle^ 
men  so  eminent  in  scientific  attainments  and  so  distinguidi* 
ed  for  their  zealous  and  enlightened  efforts  to  promote  the 
physical  and  moral  welfare  of  their  fellow-men,  would  seem 
to  be  sufficient  to  commend  the  subject  to  your  favorable 
consideration. 

An  act  of  tardy  justice  to  this  State  was  passed  near  the 
close  of  the  last  session  of  Congress,  by  which  provision  is 
made  for  the  settlement  of  our  claim  against  the  United  States 
%for  military  expenses  incurred  in  maintaining  jurisdiction  over 
the  Indian  Stream  settlement  in  1835-6.  The  amount  of 
the  account  as  transmitted  by  the  Governor  of  this  State  in 
1837  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  was  six  thousand 
and  twenty-eight  dollars  and  sixty-three  cents.  The  claim 
is  yet  to  be  settled  and  adjusted  by  the  second  auditor  of 
the  treasury.  The  appointment  of  an  agent  to  attend  to 
the  settlement  of  the  account  with  that  officer,  and  to  re- 
ceive for  the  State  the  amount  that  shall  be  awarded,  will 
occur  to  you  as  necessary. 

I  have  thus,  gentlemen,  briefly  adverted  to  such  matters 
of  local  interest  as  more  immediately  concern  us  as  the  agents 
of  the  people  of  this  State.     The  occasion  might,  perhaps, 
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inrite  to  a  wider  range  of  discussion  and  remark.  There  is 
much,  iu  the  rapid  and  startling  succession  of  events  on  the 
European  continent,  to  arrebt  our  attention  and  awaken  our 
sympathies ;  and  we  are  never  without  exciting  questions  of 
national  policy,  growing  out  of  the  diversified  character,  in- 
stitutions, and  interests  of  this  great  family  of  States.  Bui 
upon  these  and  other  subjects,  not  coming  under  our  official 
cognizance,  my  own  views  are  too  unimportant  to  be  obtru- 
ded on  your  notice,  and  I  need  not  assume  to  express  the 
sentiments  of  others. 

Allow  me,  in  conclusion,  to  express  a  hope  that,  in  the 
exercise  of  the  powers  which  we  hold  in  trust  for  the  wel* 
fcreof  the  whole  people,  and  not  for  party,  or  personal,  or 
relish  objects,  we  may  be  animated  by  that  conciliatory 
spirit  which  can  recognize  the  possibility  of  tolerating  a  dif- 
feence  of  opinion,  without  a  sacrifice  of  principle  or  per- 
Waal  independence,  and  that  we  may  be  guided  by  that  true 
vA  comprehensive  patriotism  which  shall  lead  us  all  ^<  to 
uuiieia  common  efibrts  for  the  common  good."

The  rules,  as  amended,  were  then  adopted  as  the  rnlei  of 
the  House  for  the  present  year,  and  are  as  follows : 

RULES  OP  THE  HOUSE. 


OF    THE    DUTY    OF   THE    SPEAKER. 

1.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  precisely  the  hour 
to  which  the  House  shall  have  adjourned,  shall  immediately 
call  the  members  to  order,  and  at  the  commencement  of 
each  day's  session  shall  cause  the  journal  of  the  preceding 
day  to  be  read. 

2.  He  ^hall  preserve  decorum  and  order ;  may  speak  os 
points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from 
his  seat  for  that  purpose ;  and  shall  decide  questions  of  or- 
der, subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House  by  any  two  members. 
Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  to  wit :  '*  As 
many  as  are  of  opinion  that,  (as  the  case  may  be,)  say  aye;" 
and  after  the  affirmative  vote  is  expressed,  -'  Those  of  a 
contrary  opinion,  say  no."  If  the  Speaker  doubts,  or  a  di- 
vision be  called  for,  the  House  shall  divide.  Those  in  the 
affirmative  of  the  question  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats  and 
stand  till  they  be  counted,  and  afterwards  those  in  the  nega- 
tive shall  rise  and  stand  till  they  be  counted.  The  Speaker 
shall  then  rise  and  state  the  decision  of  the  House. 

3.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

4.  Alt  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  un- 
less otherwise  directed  by  the  House. 

5.  The  Speaker  shall  designate  to  which  of  the  standing 
committees  all  memorials,  petitions,  accounts,  or  other  mat- 
ters shall  be  referred,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  tlM 
House. 

6.  The  Speaker  shall  vote  in  no  ease,  unle»  the  House 
be  equally  divided,  or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to  the  minor- 
ity, will  make  the  division  equal ;  and  in  case  of  such  e^psBi 
division,  the  question  shall  be  lost. 
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7.  AH  actSy  addresses  aad  joint  resolutions  shall  be  signed 
hj  the  Speaker ;  and  all  writs,  warrants  or  subpoenas  issued 
by  order  of  the  House,  shall  be  under  his  hand  and  seal,  at- 
tested by  the  clerk. 

S.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in 
the  galleries,  the  Speaker,  or  chairman  of  the  committee  of 
the  whole  House,  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the  same  to 
be  cleared. 

9.  No  person  but  the  members  and  officers  of  the  House, 
members  of  the  Council,  and  members  of  the  Senate,  the 
Secretary  of  the  State,  Treasurer,  and  clerks  of  the  Senate, 
shall  be  admitted  within  the  door  of  the  Representatives' 
chamber,  unless  by  invitation  of  the  Speaker,  or  of  some 
member  of  the  House,  with  consent  of  the  Speaker,  except 
in  public  hearings,  parties,  their  counsel  and  witnesses,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Speaker. 

10.  The  Speaker  shall  hav«  power  to  substitute  any  mem'^ 
ber  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  such  substitution  not 
to  extend  beyond  an  adjournment.  • 

or    DECORUM    AND    DEBATE. 

11.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  de» 
liver  any  matter  to  the  H(»nse,  he  shall  rise  from  his  sei^ 
aod  respectfully  address  himself  to  the  Speaker. 

12.  If  any  member  transgress  the  rules  of  the  House,  the 
Speaker  shall,  or  any  other  member  may,  call  him  to  order; 
in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immedi- 
ately sit  down,  and  the  question  of  order  shall  then  be  dis^ 
tinctly  stated  from  the  chair ;  and  in  all  cases  where  a  mem- 
ber shall  be  called  to  order  for  uttering  disrespectful  words, 
upon  the  request  of  any  member  the  words  objected  to  shall 
be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  member  so  calling  to  order; 
after  which  the  member  so  called  to  order  may  explain,  and 
the  question  shall  be  open  to  debate,  as  in  other  cases,  and 
decided  by  the  Speaker,  whose  decision  shall  be  submitted 
tO|  unless  an  appeal  be  made  to  the  House  by  a  member,  in 
which  case  the  only  question  shall  be,  ''  Is  the  Speaker's 
decision  correct  ?'' — which  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 
If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order, 
be  may  proceed  ;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case  may  require  it| 
he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  House. 
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13.  In  all  cases,  the  member  first  rising  shall  speak  first 
When  two  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Speaker  shaH 
name  the  person  to  speak. 

14.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same 
qneston,  without  leave  of  the  House ;  nor  more  than  once 
until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

15.  While  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  question,  or  address 
ing  the  House,  no  one  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  House; 
nor  in  such  case,  or  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  eate^ 
tain  private  discourse ;  nor,  whilst  a  member  is  speaking, 
shall  pass  between  him  and  the  chair ;  nor  shall  any  mem- 
ber leave  his  seat  while  the  yeas  and  nays  are  calling. 

16.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of 
which  he  is  directly  interested  ;  or  in  any  case  where  he 
was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

17.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  a 
question  is  put,  shall  give  his  voce,  unless  the  House,  for* 
special  reasons,  shall  excuse  him. 

18.  No, motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  shall  be 
seconded  and  stated  from  the  chair ;  and  when  a  motion 
shall  be  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  reduced  to  writing, 
if  desired  by  Ihe  Speaker  or  any  member,  and  delivered  in 
at  the  table,  and  read  by  the  Speaker,  before  the  same  shall 
^e  debated. 

19.  No  petition  shall  be  received  by  the  House,  unless  it 
be  presented  by  a  member  thereof,  and  upon  motion  made 
for  that  purpose,  nor  until  the  substance  of  sard  petition  be 
concisely  minuted,  and  the  name  of  the  member  and  town 
he  represents,  recorded  upon  the  back  thereof;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Speaker,  whenever  any  motion  relative 
to  a  petition  is  to  be  stated  to  the  House,  to  state,  in  the  first 
place,  the  substance  of  the  petition*,  as  minuted  on  the  back 
thereof. 

20.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  it  shall  be  in 
possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  anytime 
before  an  amendment. 

21.  When  any  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall 
be  received  but,  1st  to  adjourn  ;  2d,  to  lie  on  the  table;  3d, 
to  postpone  indefinitely  ;  4th;  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain ; 
6th,  to  commit ;  and  6th,  to  amend  ;  which  several  motions 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  Ifaeyare  arrang- 
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ed.    Motions  to  adjourn  and  lie  on  the  table  shall  be  decided 
vithont  debate. 

22.  When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same 
shall  not  be  acted  upon  duringnhe  session. 

23.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question, 
when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

•24.  A  motion  for  commitment,  until  it  is  decided,  shall 
I   '  preclude  all  amendment  to  the  main  question ;  and  all  mo- 
tions and  reports  may  be  committed  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
'  HoQse. 
j         25.  No  new  motion  shall  be  admitted,  under  color  of 

amendment,  as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  under  debate. 
j  26.  No  vote  shall  be  re-considered,  unless  the  motion  for 
re-consideration  be  made  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the 
majority,  nor  unless  notice  of  such  motion  be  given  on  the 
same  day  on  which  the  vote  passed,  or  on  the  next  day  on 
which  the  House  shall  be  in  session,  between  the  hours  of 
ten  and  twelve  o'clock. 

27.  When  the  reading  ^f  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  object- 
ed to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of 
the  House. 

28.  Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from  serving  on  any 
committee,  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  if  h^is  then  a 
member  of  two  other  committees,  who  have  not  reported. 

29.  Each  member  shall  seasonably  and  punctually  attend 
his  duty  in  the  House,  and  no  one  shall  absent  himself  from 
the  service  of  the  House,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  sick 
and  unable  to  attend. 

30.  The  Speaker  shall  appoint  a  sergeant-at-arms,  when- 
ever it  may  be  necessary  to  execute  the  commands  of  the 
Honse  and  process  issued  by  its  authority. 

OF    STANDING    COMMITTERS. 

31.  The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed 
early  in  the  June  session  : 

A  committee  on  Elections  ;  a  committee  on  the  Judiciary ; 
a  committee  on  Banks;  a  committee  on  the  State  Prison; 
^d  a  committee  on  Public  Lands — to  consist  of  ten  mem- 
bers each. 

A  committee  on  Agriculture  and  Manufactures;  acorn*' 
mittee  on  Finance  ;  a  committee  on  Military  Affairs;  acorn- 
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mittee  on  Education ;  a  committee  on  Incorporaticms ;  a 
committee  on  Towns  and  Parishes ;  a  committee  on  Bail- 
roads  ;  a  committee  on  Roads,  Bridges  and  Canals — ^to  con- 
sist of  ten  members  each  ;  a  committee  on  Unfinished  Busi- 
ness, to  consist  of  nine  members. 

A  committee  on  Bills  on  their  Second  Reading  ;  a  com- 
inittee  on  Printers'  Accounts  ;  a  committee  on  Military  Ac- 
counts ,*  and  a  committee  on  Claims — to  consist  of  seven 
members  each  ;  a  committee  on  the  Alteration  of  Namesi  to 
consist  of  five  members. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Elections  to  ex- 
amine and  report  upon  the  certificate  or  other  credentials  of 
the  election  of  the  members  returned  to  serve  in  this  House, 
and  to  take  into  consideration  all  such  petitions  and  other 
matters  in  relation  to  elections  and  returns  as  shall  or  may 
be  presented,  or  come  in  question,  and  shall  be  referred  to 
them  by  the  House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary  to 
take  into  their  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  the  jo- 
diciary'system  of  this  State ;  to  examine  wad  report  what 
laws  have  expired  or  are  near  expiring,  and  require  to  be 
revived  or  further  continued,  and  report  their  opinion  on  all 
constitutional  questions  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Banks  to  een- 
sider  all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  banks,  and  ail 
subjects  relating  to  such  institutions,  that  may  be  referred  to 
them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  State  Prison 
to  take  into  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  the  State 
Prison,  to  examine  all  reports  and  accounts  that  may  be  sub- 
mitted by  the  Warden,  and  make  such  report,  either  by  bill 
or  otherwise,  as  they  think  the  interest  of  the  State  requires. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Public  Lands  to 
consider  all  proposals  and  applications  for  the  sale  of  puUie 
lands,  and  every  matter  in  relation  to  them,  that  may  be  re* 
ferred  to  the  committee  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Agriculture  and 
Manufactures  to  take  into  their  consideration  all  matters 
concerning  the  agricultural  and  manufacturing  interests  of 
the  State,  and  the  incorporation  of  agricultural  societies,  and 
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ftctories,  that  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  to 
leport  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Finance  to  ex- 
amine and  take  into  consi4eration  the  state  of  the  treasury, 
to  report  what  sum  it  may  be  necessary  to  raise  as  a  State 
tax,  and  on  every  subject  touching  the  financial  interests  of 
the  State,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Military  committee  to  consider 
all  applications  for  altering  or  amending  laws  regulating  the 
militia  of  this  State,  and  for  the  removal  of  militia  of&cerB, 
aad  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Roads,  Bridges 

aad  Canals  to  consider  all  applications  for  the  incorporation 

of  turnpikes,  bridges  or  canals,  and  for  the  alteration  of  tolls, 

and  all  matters  relative  thereto,  that  may  be  referred  to  them

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Railroads  to  con- 
sider all  petitions  for  the  incorporation  of  railroads ;  for  al- 
I    terations ;  and  all  matters  relative  thereto,  that  may  be  re- 
!    farred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Education  to 
consider  all  subjects  relative  to  the  regulation  of  school  dis- 
tricts and  schools,  and  all  matters  concerning  education,  that 
I    oiay  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  report  thereon. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Towns  and  Par- 
iAes  to  consider  all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of 
towns  or  parishes,  for  the  alteration  of  town  or  parish  lines, 
I    that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report 

thereon. 
[-     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Incorporations 
I    fo  consider  and  report  on  all  applications  for  acts  of  incorpo- 
'    tation,  and  all  other  matters  which  may  come  in  question 
relative  to  bodies  corporate,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by 
the  House,  excepting  those  relating  to  towns,  parishes,  turn- 
pkes,  railroads,  canals,  banks,  agricultural  societies,  and  fac- 
tories. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Unfinished  Busi- 
I  nesB  to  examine  and  report  from  the  journals  of  the  last 
I  Msion,  all  such  matters  as  were  then  pending  and  undeter- 
mined. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Bills  on  their 
Second  Reading  to  take  into  consideration  all  bills  on  the 
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second  reading,  that  may  be  committed  for  amendment,  or 

otherwise,  and  to  make  such  report  thereon  as  they  may 

think  expedient. 

j  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Printers'  Ac- 

!  counts  to  examine  and  adjust  all  accounts  against  the  State 

for  printing,  and  every  subject  relating  to  such  accounts, 

;  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report 

j  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Military  Ac- 
counts to  examine,  adjust  and  report  on  all  accounts  relative 
to  the  militia,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Claims  to  audit, 
I  adjust  and  report  on  all  accounts  and  claims  that  may  be 

I  presented  for  allowance,  except  accounts  for  printing,  mili- 

I  tary  accounts,  and  accounts  for  engrossing  bills. 

I  32.  All  other  committees  shall  consist  of  three  members, 

I  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

33.  The  standing  committees  shall  attend  at  their  respec- 
tive committee  rooms  two  hours  before  the  meeting  of  the 
House  in  the  morning,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  House 
shall  order ;  and  no  committee  shall  sit  during  the  sitting  of 
the  House,  unless  when  the  Speaker  shall  consider  it  to  be 
necessary. 

34.  The  first  named  member  of  any  committee  appointed 
by  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  shall  be  chairman ;  and  in 
case  of  his  absence,  or  being  excused  by  the  House,  the  next 
named  member,  and  so  on  as  often  as  the  case  shall  happen, 
unless  the  committee,  by  a  majority  of  the  number,  elect  a 
chairman.  And  when  any  committee  shall  report  otherwise 
than  by  bill,  they  shall,  if  the  subject  admit  of  it,  subjoin  to 
their  report  a  resolution,  making  such  disposition  of  the  mat- 
ter committed  to  them  as  to  the  committee  shall  seem  expe- 
dient. 

36.  Whenever  it  shall  not  be  convenient  for  any  standing 
committee  to  attend  promptly  to  all  the  business  which  may 
properly  be  referred  to  it,  the  Speaker  may,  on  a  vote  of  the 
House  to  that  effect,  appoint  an  additional  committee  upon 
the  same  subject,  to  consist  of  the  same  number  of  members 
as  the  original  committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  in- 
to consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  that  subject  which 
shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 
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ON    BILLS. 

36.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  motion  for  leave,  or 
by  an  order  of  the  House,  on  the  report  of  a  committee  ;  and 
DO  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  any  member,  (except  on  the 
report  of  a  committee,)  unless  he  shall  have  given  at  least 
one  day's  notice  of  his  intention,  and  of  the  object  of  the 
bill  to  be  introduced. 

37.  Every  bill  shall  have  three  several  readings  in  the 
House  previous  to  its  passage ;  the  first  reading  shall  be  for 
information,  and  thereupon,  when  the  bill  shall  have  been 
iotrodaced  by  a  committee,  if  not  rejected  or  otherwise  dis- 
posed of,  a  time  shall  be  assigned  for  a  second  reading ;  and 
QpoD  the  second  reading,  if  not  rejected,  or  otherwise  dis* 
posed  of  by  the  House,  a  time  shall  be  assigned  for  a  third 
readiog.  When  a  bill  shall  have  been  introduced  by  a  mem- 
ber upon  leave,  or  by  message  from  the  Senate,  and  read  a 
fot  time,  if  it  be  not  rejected  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by 
the  House,  the  question  shall  be,  Shall  the  bill  be  read  a  se- 
cond time  ?  and,  if  ordered  to  a  second  reading,  it  shall  im- 
mediately be  read  a  second  time  by  its  title,  and  be  by  the 
Speaker  referred  to  the  appropriate  standing  committee,  un- 
less otherwise  ordered  by  the  House.  No  bill,  after  it  has 
been  read  a  second  time,  shall  have  a  third  reading  until  af- 
ter an  adjournment.  The  time  assigned  for  the  second  and 
third  reading  of  bills  and  resolutions  shall  bell  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon,  and  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  unless  other- 
^i«e  ordered   by  the  House. 

38.  No  amendment  shall  be  made,  but  upon  the  second 
reading  of  a  bill  or  joint  resolution,  and  all  resolutions  shall 
be  in  writing,  with  the  name  of  the  member  and  the  town 
he  represents,  on  the  back  thereof. 

39.  All  bills  and  all  votes  and  resolutions  that  are  neces- 
«ry  to  be  carried  to  the  Senate  for  their  concurrence,  may 
be  sent  by  the  assistant  clerk. 

OF  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE  HOUSE. 

40.  The  House  may  resolve  itself  into  a  committee  of  the 
whole  House  at  any  time,  on  the  motion  of  a  member  made 
for  that  purpose ;  and  in  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole 
House,  the  Speaker  shall  leave  the  chair,  and  a  chairman  to 
P^de  in  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker. 
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41.  Upon  bills  and  resolutions  committed  to  a  committee 
of  the  whole  House,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  first  read 
throughout  by  the  clerk,  and  then  again  read  and  debated  by  I 
clauses,  leaving  the  preamble  of  the  bill  to  be  last  consider- 
ed :  the  body  of  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  not  be  defaced  or  i 
interlined,  but  all  amendments,  noting  the  page  and  line, 
shall  be  duly  entered  by  the  clerk  on  a  separate  paper,  as  the 
same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  committee,  and  so  reported 
to  the  House.  After  report,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  again 
be  subject  to  be  debated  and  amended  by  clauses,  before  a 
question  to  pass  it  to  a  third  reading  be  taken. 

42.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  the  House  shall  be  ob- 
served in  a  committee  of  the  whole  House,  so  far  as  tbey 
may  be  applicable,  except  the  rule  limiting  the  times  of 
speaking. 

43.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  House  shall  be  re- 
scinded without  one  day's  notice  being  given  of  the  motion 
therefor ;  nor  suspended,  unless  by  a  vote  therefor  of  two* 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  OF  TBE  BAT. 

44.  As  soon  as  the  journal  is  read,  the  Speaker  shall  call 
for  petitions  from  the  members  of  the  House.  The  petitions 
having  been  presented  and  disposed  of,  reports,  first  from  the 
standing,  and  then  from  the  select  committees,  shall  be  call- 
ed for  and  disposed  of.  And  the  above  business  shall  be 
done  in  no  other  part  of  the  day,  except  by  permission  of 
the  House. 

45.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  House  was  en- 
gaged at  the  last  preceding  adjournment,  shall  have  the  pre- 
ference overall  other  business,  except  the  general  order  of 
the  day  ;  and  no  motion  on  any  other  business,  except  the 
general  order  of  the  day,  shall  be  received,  without  special 
leave  of  the  House,  until  the  former  is  disposed  of.

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JOINT  RULES  OP  THE  SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OP 
REPRESENTATIVES. 

1.  When  a  convention  of  the  two  houses  is  to  be  foroded, 
whether  by  requirement  of  the  constitution,  or  by  a  vote  or 
resolve  of  the  two  houses,  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  the 
House  of  Representatives  to  the  Senate,  giving  notice  when 
the  House  will  meet  the  Senate  in  convention.  As  soon 
thereafter  as  the  convenience  of  the  Senate  will  permit,  thef 
will  attend  in  the  House.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  shall 
be  chairman  of  the  convention,  and  shall  state  the  reason  for 
forming  the  convention.  When  the  House  and  Senate  ait 
thus  formed  in  convention,  the  rules  adopted  as  the  rules  of 
the  House  shall  be  considered  the  rules  of  the  convention, 
so  far  as  they  may  be  deemed  applicable,  and  the  conven- 
tion shall  accordingly  be  governed  thereby. 

2.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  person  or  persons  as  a 
sense  of  propriety,  in  each  bouse,  may  determine  to  be  pro- 
per. 

3.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  either  house  to  the 
other,  it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  house  to 
which  it  may  be  sent,  by  the  doorkeeper. 

4.  While  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two 
houses,  they  shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  clerk  of  each 
house  respectively. 

6.  There  shall  be  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  engross- 
ing bills,  consisting  of  two  members  of  each  house.  AK 
bills  that  pass  both  houses  shall  be  delivered  to  said  commit- 
tee, be  by  them  engrossed,  carefully  examined  and  reported 
to  the  respective  houses ;  and  shall  be  signed,  first  by  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  theu  by  the 
President  of  the  Senate. 

6.  There  shall  be  a  committee,  to  consist  of  three  mem- 
bers of  the  House  and  one  of  the  Senate,  on  each  of  the 
following  subjects,  to  wit : — On  all  matters  relative  to  the 
State  Library,  and  on  all  matters  relative  to  the  State  House 
and  State  House  Yard. 

7.  When  a  bill  or  resolve,  which  shall  have  passed  in  ooe 
house,  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given 
to  the  house  in  which  the  same  shall  have  passed. 

8.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on 
which  any  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  founded. 
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9.  Each  hoQse  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  bills  which 
have  passed  their  several  stages  in  the  honse  in  which  they 
originated,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time  fixed 
on  for  an  adjournment. 

10.  After  each  house  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagree- 
ment; a  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  considered  lost.

The  qualifications  of  teachers  are  usnalty  graduated  by 
public  opinion.     Where  there  is  a  demand  for  professional 
knowledge  and  skill,  it  is  seldom  difficult  to  find  men  who 
possess  them.     With  the  increase  of  intelligence,  the  stand- 
ard of  tutorial  excellence  is  always  elevated.     An  enlight- 
ened public  opinion  will  not  tolerate  illiterate  or  inconOpetent 
teachers.     Professional  schools  are  the  result  of  a  high  state 
of  intellectual  culture.     In  the  past  history  of  education, 
whenever  any  department  of  study  has  flourished,  school? 
have  been  established  to  increase  and  perpetuate  the  knowl- 
edge peculiar  to  it.     In  those  nations  where  the  priesthood 
were  the  only  depositaries  of  knowledge,  colleges  of  priests^ 
schools  of  prophets,  and  societies  of.hierophants  were  set 
up  to  strengthen  the  power  and  transmit  the  knowledge  of 
the  sacerdotal  order.     In  the  middle  ages,  monasteries  and 
cathedral  schools  were  founded  by  the  catholic  church,  for 
the  education  of  clergymen  and  statesmen ;  for  most  of  the 
eminent   statesmen  of  that  period  were  "  learned  clerks."" 
The  colleges  of  Europe,  in  their  infancy,  were  professional 
schools  for  the  clergy.     Scholastic  learning  was  then,  prin- 
cipally, confined  to  the  priesthood ;  and  those  who  cultivat- 
ed the  sciences  or  philosophy  were,  for  the  most  part,  private 
adventurers  upon  **the  great  ocean  of  truth."     But  when 
other  professions  began  to  acquire  influence  among  the  peo- 
ple, and  the  love  of  letters  became  more  common,  new  de- 
partments of  study  were  added  to  these  schools  of  theology, 
till,  by  enlarging  the  circle  of  research,  the  simple  "  Inn"  ot 
"  Hall,"  became  a  "  University,"^embracing  all  those  branch- 
es of  learning  which  were  deemed  essential  to  the  well-be- 
ing of  society.     In   more  recent  times,  the   same  process 
of  enlargement  has  kept  pace  with  the  growth  of  new  sci- 
ences and  the  increased  deiiiand  of  the  public  for  more  lib- 
eral instruction.     Besides  these  general  provisions  for  educa- 
tion, independent  professional  schools  have  been  founded  aod 
largely  endowed  for  the  exclusive  cultivation  of  professional 
learning.     The  three  great  professions  of  law,  theology,  and 
medicine,  are  amply  provided  for  in  our  own  land,  by  schools- 
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of  the  highest  order,  and  teachers  of  unquestioned  ability, 
his  now  generally  conceded  that  these  schools  are  indispen- 
sable to  the  attainment  of  professional  eminence;  that  able 
jurists,  theologians,  and  physicians,  cannot  be  trained  to  meet 
the  wants  of  the  age  without  these  schools.     It  is  also  fast 
beceming  the  popular  sentiment  that  an  efficient  system  of 
poHic  instruction  in  the  elementary  branches  of  knowledge 
cannot  be  secured  without  seminaries  expressly  designed  for 
the  training  of  teachers.      The  office   of  ^an  instructor  of 
youth  is  not  inferior  in  importance,  (though  it  may  be  in 
dignity  and  honor,)  to  that  of  any  other  profession.     No 
station  demands  qualifications  more  varied  or  extensive.     A 
good  school-master  should  possess  a  rare  combination  of  ex- 
cellent qualities.     He  needs  all  those  exalted  virtues  which 
a^orn  the  faultless  ruler,  while  he  must  exhibit,  in  practice, 
the  patient  industry  and  unquestioned  fidelity  of  his  hum- 
Nest   servitor.     In   him,   profound    knowledge   should  be 
Wended  with  legislative  prudence,  judicial  wisdom  and  exe- 
cutive energy.     To  him  are  committed  the  dearest  interests 
of  the  comnaunity.     The  head,  the  heart,  and  the  health  of 
the  young  are  entrusted,  almost  unconditionally,  to  his  care. 
He  moulds  the  affections,  manners,  tastes,  and  intellecual 
character  of  his  pupils.     It  is  certainly  important  that  we 
should  have  virtuous  and  intelligent  rulers,  but  it  is  vastly 
more  important  that  we  should  have  a  virtuous  and  intelligent 
people.     It  is  the  duty  of  freemen  to  see  to  it,  that  those 

"Who  govern  men  and  gaide  the  State/* 

Aould  be  distinguished  for  their  integrity  and  skill.  It  is 
certainly  no  less  their  duty  to  see  to  it  that  those  who  train 
^P  the  young,  both  for  the  councils  of  State  and  for  the  du- 
ties of  the  citizen,  should  be  wise  men,  and  ready  for  every 
good  work.  The  subject  of  education,  therefore,  underly- 
iogf  as  it  does,  the  entire  superstructure  of  our  political  edi- 
fice^  very  appropriately  claims  the  attention  and  fostering 
care  of  the  legislature.  The  establishment  of  seminaries 
for  the  training  of  teachers,  expressly  for  the  education  of 
the  people,  is  a  fit  subject  for  legislation.  The  appropria- 
tion of  a  portion  of  the  people's  money  for  the  support  of 
soch  schools,  is  the  dictate  of  sound  wisdom  and  prospective 
economy.  Their  advantages  are  open  to  all.  They  con- 
template the  elevation  and  improvement  of  the  whole  com- 
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munity.  They  are  entirely  free  from  the  objections  nsually 
urged  against  other  professional  schools,  on  account  of  their 
exclusive  devotion  to  a  particular  department  of  learning. 
The  Normal  School  is  for  no  class  or  sect.  It  will  patronize 
no  party  or  creed.  It  is  equally  open  to  the  rich  and  the 
poor.  It  is  like  the  bounties  of  Heaven,  pure  as  light,  and 
free  as  air.  In  its  character  and  influence  it  is  entirely  dem- 
ocratic. It  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  people.  Every  man 
who  has  a  child  to  educate,  has  an  interest  in  it.  Everf 
town  which  has  a  citizen,  and  every  father  who  has  a  son 
that  wishes  to  prepare  himself  for  the  business  of  teaching, 
may  enjoy  its  advantages.  Its  design  is  to  qualify  teachers 
for  our  free  schools ;  and,  by  the  aid  of  the  State,  to  provide 
them  with  gratuitous  instruction.  There  can  scarcely  be  a 
doubt  that  the  intelligent  freemen  of  the  State,  who  do  so 
well  appreciate  and  support  our  common  school  system,  will 
sustain  their  representatives  in  a  judicious  appropriation  for 
so  worthy  an  object. 

The  uniform  success  which  has  ever  attended  the  estab- 
lishment of  Normal  schools,  places  their  utility  beyond  a 
doubt,  and  leaves  the  matter  no  longer  one  of  trial  and  ex* 
periment.     The  system  has  been  proved,  and  found  fully 
equal  to  the  expectations  of  its  friends.     The  high  degree  of 
excellence  to  which  the  the  Prussian  common  school  system 
has  attained  is  owing,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  admirable 
system  of  Normal  schools.     A  highly  educated  people  are 
constantly  calling  for  higher  qualifications  in  their  teachers. 
Thus  schools  and  teachers  act  reciprocally  on  each  other. 
The  elevation  of  the  former  necessarily  involves  the  eleva- 
tion of  the  latter.     As  teachers  in  Prussia  are  subjected  to 
the  most  rigid  ordeal  of  examination,  the  government  has 
taken  care  to  leave  them  inexcusable  for  incompetency,  by 
providing  schools  of  the  highest  grade,  for  their  exclusive 
benefit.     Without  such  schools  in  our  own  country,  the  of- 
fice of  teacher  can  never  be  raised  to  the  rank  of  one  of  the 
learned  professions.     If  any  employment  on  earth  requires 
profound  learning  as  well  as  skill  and  tact  in  imparting  it,  it 
is  that  of  teaching. 

Most  of  the  enlightened  nations  of  Europe  have  estab- 
lished Normal  schools.  In  all  those  countries  where  the  ed- 
ucation of  the  people  is  the  settled  policy  of  the  government, 
these  schools  have  been  deemed  a  sine  qua  nan  of  success. 
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firen  the  autocrat  of  all  the  Russias  has  so  far  sympathized 
with  the  onward  march  of  improvement  as  to  establish,  at 
St.  Petersburg,  "a  model  school  for  the  education  of  teach- 
ers of  every  grade,  and  for  all  parts  of  the  empire."  Other 
governments  of  Europe,  that  have  not  directly  established 
teachers'  seminaries,  have  indirectly  fostered  those  which 
philanthropists  have  ^et  up.  Several  of  the  sovereign  States 
of  our  own  confederacy  have  adopted  the  Normal  school  sys- 
tem, and  always  with  success.  Normal  schools,  when  properly 
sustained  and  managed,  have  never  failed  to  answer  the  end 
01  their  creation.  But  time  is  required  for  the  maturity  of 
any  plan  which  proposes  for  its  object  the  elevation  and  im- 
provement of  the  whole  community.  We  cannot  expect*to 
seethe  mature  results  of  any  legal  enactments  for  the  moral 
and  literary  benefit  of  the  people,  in  a  single  year.  Nor  may 
we  presume  that  a  single  school  will  furnish  a  tithe  of  the 
teachers  which  the  wants  of  the  State  now  require.  Still 
the  establishment  of  such  a  school  would  prepare  the  way 
for  the  mare  efficient  action  of  future  legislatures,  and  call 
forth  the  efforts  of  the  friends  of  education  throughout  the 
Stale,  to  found  similar  schools  by  private  benefactions.  Such 
tschool  would  furnish  an  opportunity  for  those  whose  tastes 
and  intellectual  endowments  incline  them  to  adopt  the  pro- 
fession of  teaching,  to  cultivate  their  powers  to  the  utmost, 
Wid  prepare  themselves  to  engage  in  their  favorite  pursuits, 
with  the  fairest  prospects  of  success.  Some  men  have  a 
natural  fitness  for  interesting  children,  and  winning  their  af- 
fections. Those  who  are  "apt  to  teach,"  should  be  encour- 
aged to  devote  their  lives  to  this  profession,  both  by  legisla- 
tive enactments  and  the  prospect  of  a  suitable  reward. 

The  existence  of  a  single  Normal  school  in  this  Stale,  by 
furnishing  teachers  of  a  higher  order,  would  soon  elevate  the 
standard  of  qualifications  in  other  seminaries,  and  tend  di- 
rectly to  enhance  the  dignity  and  importance  of  the  teach- 
er^s  office.  The  great  object  of  the  Normal  school  is  to  fit 
tn^n  to  become  teachers.  Hence  the  thorough,  practical, 
and  demonstrative  study  of  all  the  branches  usually  taught 
in  onr  common  schools,  should  constitute  the  leading  busi- 
ness of  the  school.  The  teacher  himself  should  be  a  model 
in  bis  profession ;  able  to  give  specific  directions,  at  every 
step,  respecting  the  best  method  of  inculcating  each  lesson 
apon  children  of  different  capacities  and  temperaments.     Pu- 
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should  be  admitted  only  at  a  mature  age,  when  well* 
grounded  in  the  principles  and  elements  of  all  the  branches 
of  a  common  school  education.  The  time  devoted  to  the 
course  of  study  ought  to  equal  that  required  by  other  pro- 
fessions. Those  who  have  already  acquired  a  liberal  educa- 
tion are  expected  to  devote  three  years,  at  least,  to  the  ac- 
quisition of  professional  knowledge. 

In  the  ordinary  trades  and  handicrafts  of  life,  a  journey- 
man would  hardly  be  deemed  adequate  to  his  task,  who  had 
not  served  an  apprenticeship  of  three  years ;  and  shall  the 
man  who  wields  the  hammer,  piios  the  awl,  or  shoves  the 
plane,  be  required  to  devote  more  time  to  the  acquisition  of 
shill  and  dexterity  in  the  use  of  his  hands,  than  is  required 
by  parents,  of  those  who  learn  the  difficult  art  of  teaching? 
No  man  will  entrust  a  favorite  horse  to  an  unskilful  driver, 
and  yet,  thousands  of  men,  whom  the  world  call  wise,  will 
entrust  their  children,  during  the  most  susceptible  period  of 
life,  when  the  soul  receives  impressions  which  can  never  be 
eflfaced,  to  men  of  whose  character  they  know  comparative- 
ly nothing,  and  whose  competency  has  never  been  tested,  ei- 
ther by  themselves  or  their  agents.  A  certificate  of  qualifi- 
cations, from  a  well-conducted  Normal  school,  would  place 
the  character  and  acquirements  of  the  candidate  for  the 
teacher's  office  above  suspicion.  Men  of  untarnished  char- 
acter and  undoubted  attainments,  and  they  alone,  should 
be  installed  in  the  responsible  station  of  teachers  of  the 
young. 

The  art  of  teaching  is  supposed  to  be  thoroughly  taught 
in  a  Normal  school ;  hence  the  necessity  of  connecting  a 
model  school  with  a  teachers'  seminary.  This  model  school 
will  furnish  the  theatre  for  the  first  essays  of  the  Normal 
school  pupils  in  teaching,  under  the  eye  of  their  professor. 
Good  rules  for  teaching  may  be  imparted  by  skilful  educators, 
still  the  pupil  may  not  possess  the  requisite  tact  to  reduce  them 
to  practice.  A  good  lecturer  is  not  necessarily  a  good  instruc- 
tor. A  profound  scholar  may  lack  the  ability  to  commcmi- 
cate  his  knowledge  to  others.  A  man  can  acquire  skill  and 
facility  in  tjeaching  only  by  practice.  If  the  young  teacher 
commences  his  professional  duties  under  the  eye  of  his  su- 
perior, there  is  then  an  opportunity  for  commending  what  is 
excellent  and  correcting  what  is  faulty,  both  in  his  instruct 
tion  and  the  method  of  imparting  it.     His  words  and  acts 
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may  be  subjected  to  the  severest  scrutiny,  and  his  future  suc- 
cess or  failure  predicted  with  great  certainty.  The  art  of 
governing  a  school  is  an  essential  concomitant  of  the  art  of 
teaching.  This,  also,  may  be  learned  by  frequent  trials  in  a 
model  school.  Many  of  the  most  important  processes  of 
teaching  can  be  learned  only  by  experience.  Hence  the  ne- 
cessity of  associating  a  subordinate  school  with  every  Nor- 
mal school,  to  afford  to  young  teachers  an  opportunity  to  ap- 
ply their  knowledge  as  they  acquire  it.  A  thoroughly  edu- 
cated instructor  will  accomplish  far  more  for  his  employers 
than  a  mere  sciolist.  A  mechanic,  well  versed  in  his  art, 
will  perform  double  the  labor  of  an  unskilful  pretender.  In 
both  cases,  knowledge  and  experience  must  be  united  to  pro- 
duce the  greatest  results.  To  show  what  success  has  at- 
tended the  establishment  of  Normal  schools  in  Massachu- 
setts, I  will  quote  a  passage  from  the  last  report  of  the  Mass. 
Board  of  Education  : 

"Those  young  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  resort  to  these 
schools,  find  them  so  beneficial  that  many  of  them  continue 
a  longer  time  than  the  terms  of  admission  require.  They 
find  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  schools  with  higher  wages 
than  they  have  before  received  or  the  districts  paid.  In 
some  parts  of  the  State,  female  teachers,  especially,  receive 
twice  as  ranch  as  formerly,  so  that  a  young  lady,  in  one  year 
after  leaving  the  Normal  school,  can  "almost  defray  the  ex- 
pense of  a  year's  attendance,  by  the  extra  pay  she  receives- 
The  more  we  see  of  the  benign  eflects  of  the  system  of  Nor- 
mal schools,  the  more  fully  aro  we  persuaded  that  the  estab- 
lishment of  them  was  wise  and  judicious.  They  exert  a 
beneficial  influence  upon  teachers  that  do  not  attend.  The 
pupils  at  these  schools  have  come  from  every  county  and 
from  almost  half  the  towns  in  the  State.  Through  them, 
many  others  become  acquainted  with  improved  modes  of 
teaching  and  the  best  mode  of  illustrating  a  particular  sub- 
ject, and  make  nse  of  them  in  their  schools." 
The  Hon.  Horace  Mann,  in  his  last  report,  remarks: — 
"On  a  careful  review  of  all  that  has  been  done  within  the 
last  twelve  years  to  improve  our  common  schools,  and  of  the 
special  instrumentalities  by  which  these  improvements  have 
been  efl^ected,  I  cannot  refrain  from  assigning  the  first  place, 
in  adaptedness  and  efficiency,  to  our  State  Normal  schools. 
Without  these  all  other  labors  and  expenditures  would  have 
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Ordered^  That  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  committee 
on  Agriculture  and  Manufactures. 

Mr.  Bedel  presented  the  remonstrance  of  Samuel  H.  Went- 
trorth  and  others,  against  the  division  of  the  town  of  Som- 
ersworth.

The  seleet  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of 
the  message  of  the  Governor  as  relates  to  the  New  Hamp*' 
shire  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  have  given  to  the  subject  such 
attention  as  time  would  permit,  and  the  importance  of  the 
institution  to  the  State  and  the  cause  of  humanity  demands; 

For  many  years  it  has  been  the  settled  policy  and  practice 
of  the  legislature  of  this  State  to  make  appropriations  for 
the  relief  of  indigent  deaf  and  dumb,  and  more  reeetftiy 
something  has  been  done  for  the  blind,  and  it  isi  believed 
these  legislative  manifestations  of  sympathy  with  those  uft- 
foitianate  classes  of  our  fellow-oitiseas  have  always  recelv^sd' 
the  entire  approval  of  the  people  of  the  State.  Although 
net  shut  out  from  society,  but  enjoying  many^of  its  com- 
forts, their  almost  helpless  condition  claimed,  and  receivwi^'' 
a  large  share  of  public  commisseration,  and  much  has  beesi> 
dene  for  their  relief  and  preparation  for  useftilaess.  No  oMf 
regrets  that  so  much  has  been  done — many  i^^ould  have  $ifh 
proved  a  more  extended  liberality;  no  one  wishes* tbotb^- 
charities  diminished — all  will  approve  of  their 'beHl|;  iacMO* 
ed  with  the  ability  of  the  government. 

The  sympathy  of  the  legislature  with  the  deaf  and  dMA* 
has  beea  kept  in  active  eperatien  by  ibeexhiUMoM^f  ttto 
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impmvemeiit,  which  for  more  than  tw^Aity-five  ]re«rs  have 
oecanoDalijr  been  witnessed  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of' 
RepfeeeDtfttivee.  The  good  effects  resulting  from  those  a{>* 
propriatioDS  have  been  seen  and  realized,  and  little  else  was 
reqiired  to  ensnre  a  renewal  of  the  charity* 

Sadly  different  was  the  case  of  that  more  numerous  and 
moie  unfortunate  class  of  persons  deprived  of  their  reason. 
The  nature  of  their  maladies  deprived  them  of  society  and 
its  comforts,  and  in  most  cases  they  were  feared  and  shunned, 
exoe{>t  by  their  near  relations.  Some  were  confined  in  conn- 
tyjaiU---6ome  in  apartments  prepared  to  restrain  them  like 
bsttts— some  were  kept  with  town  paupers,  while  others 
.^wm  suffered  to  roam  at  large,  as  the  best  method  of  getting 
rid  of  them,  objects  of  repulsion  to  all  who  came  near  them. 
They  were  around  us,  among  us,  with  us,  but  yet  separate, 
alone,  outcast  and  wretched.  Under  such  circumstances 
littie  could  be  done  for  their  restoration,  and,  as  might  be 
expected,  few  were  restored  to  reason  and  society. 

The  onward  course  of  Christian  sympathy  at  length  dis* 
covered  that  something  could  be  done,  even  for  this  unforN 
Umate  and  degraded  class,  not  only  to  relieve  them  from 
their  corporeal  degradation,  but  with  a  fair  prospect  of  re»- 
toring  them  to  reason  and  usefulness.  In  this  good  work 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  engaged,  and  successfully  com- 
pleted what  individual  benevolence  commenced.  The  Asy- 
lum has  been  in  operation  several  years,  and  all  have  seen 
its  happy  results.  The  misery  it  has  removed — ^the  suffer-  • 
ing  it  has  alleviated — ^the  comfort  it  has  provided,  and  the 
feason  and  usefulness  it  has  restored,  are  beyond  calculation* 
The  present  number  of  its  inmates,  and  the  pressure  at  its 
gates  for  admission,  indicate  the  strong  hold  it  has  taken  on 
the.best  feelings  of  the  people  of  the  State,  and  unerringly 
point  to  the  course  the  legislature  will  be  expected  to  pui^ 
me. 

The  whole  expense  of  the  lands  and  bnildiogs  belonging 
to  the  Asylum  has  been  about  $38,000.  Of  this  sum  indi- 
ndoais  contributed  about  $14,000,  and  the  State  $24,000. 
Accommedationa  were  provided  for  one  hondied  patients, 
but  ao  great  has  been  the  pressuf e  for  admittance  that  the 
proper  bound  has  been  overpast,  and  the  number  is  now  onei 
hundred  and  nineteen,  all,  with  two  exceptions,  inhabitants 
of  this  State.    Unless  fortbee  aooommodaftiona  ace  pro vkied, 
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no  others  eaa  be  reoeiFed,  and  some  already  there  ORMt  be 
removed.  PressiDg  applications  have  been  made  for  the  ad* 
mission  of  fourteen  others,  and  the  applications  will  increase. 
The  number  of  insane  in  the  State  is  known  to  be  over  five 
hundred,  and  although  all  do  not  apply  for  admission  to  the 
Asylum,  humanity  requires  that  those  who  do  apply  should 
not  be  denied  admittance. 

The  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  necessary  to 
erect  a  wing  on  the  north  end  of  the  present  building,  ex* 
tending  back  so  far  as  to  afford  accommodations  for  fifty 
patients,  making  one  hundred  and  fifty  in  the  whole— that 
it  is  also  necessary  to  build  a  wood-house,  of  which  the 
Asylum  is  almost  entirely  destitute— and  to  enlarge  the 
wash-house  and  barn — and  they  instruct  me  to  report  a  bill 
for  that  purpose. 

Said  bill  is  entitled  '^An  act  to  provide  for  the  enlargement 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane  ;"

iatiog  to  the  subject  oi  slavery,  made  the  following 

REPORT  : 

That  without  eoteriog  into  any  general  examination  of 
the  reasoning  of  the  report  in  questioti,  your  committee  are 
of  opinion  that  many  of  the  topics  therein  discussed,  am 
ioeh  as  to  require  no  action  on  the  part  of  New  Hampshire. 
This  State  has  "commenced"  no  ^'  war  of  legbiation  against 
the  owners  of  fugitive  slaves.^'  It  has  assumed  no  position 
iipoD  which  it  may  not  rightfully  stand,  without  violation  of 
die  principles  either  of  justice,  humanity,  or  the  constitution. 
Ithas  been  actuated  by  no  "feigned  philanthropy  ;"  neither 
"irresponsible  mobs  composed  of  fanatics,  ruffians  and  fugi* 
tire  slaves,"  nor  mobs  in  any  other  way  constituted,  have 
had  any  recent  existence  here.  That  "  irregular  outbreaks 
of  brutal  violence  and  ferocity  have  happened  in  the  free 
States,"  that  "  insane  fanatics  and  brutal  ruffians,"  have  in 
these  scenes  been  continually  violating  the  rights  of  those 
who  own  slaves,  is  asserted  in  the  report  under  considera* 
tioo,  in  language  far  too  broad  for  truth,  and  far  too  angry 
for  that  courtesy  which  ought  to  be  observed  in  the  intercourse 
between  sovereign  States.  That  these  pictures  are  drawn 
with  more  feeling  than  fidelity,  and  are  the  result  of  a  dis^ 
temiered  fancy  rather  than  an  impartial  observation  of  facts, 
our  knowledge  of  the  orderly  and  law  observing  character  of 
■OD-slaveholdiog  communities,  compels  us  to  believe. 

We  trust  that  the  report  in  question  does  a  similar  injue- 
tiae  to  the  riaveholdiog  communities  for  which  it  speaks, 
when  it  intimates,  that  if  the  laws  are  not  modified  and  ewr 
eeuted  to  their  satisfaction,  they  will  invade  the  territory  of 
the  free  States,  and  re-act  upon  their  southern  frontiers,  fo* 
nys  which  occurred  upon  the  borders  of  Scotland,  in  a  semi- 
hvbarous  age  I 

We  dioutd  regret  the  oocurreqce  of  such  scenes.  We 
should  regret  the  attempt,  threatened  in  various  alternatively 
^in  various  parts  of  the  report  in  question,  to  divide  this 
Ottoo,  or  excite  an  armed  resistance  to  its  laws.  But  yet 
we  most  confidently  believe  that  our  institutions  are  inbereat 
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with  power  safictent  for  their  own  protaclimi  and*  thai  of 
erery  portion  of  the  American  people. 

The  new  legal  remedy  asked  for  by  the  report  onder  coa- 
sideration,  is  indeed  remarkable.  That  every  postmaster  and 
collector  in  the  free  States,  shall  be  clothed  with  the  same 
jndicial  power,  over  the  rights  and  liberty  of  persons  claim- 
ed as  slaves,  as  courts,  of  the  United  States  may  now  exe^ 
cise — that  every  member  of  this  newly  constituted  host  of 
magistrates  may  surround  himself  with  marshals,  possessing 
every  summary  process — ^that  all  improper  acts,  occnrring 
whenever  and  wherever,  in  presence  of  any  coneiderabk 
number  of  persons,  an  alleged  fugitive  slave  is  demanded, or 
held  in  custody,  shall  be  removed  from  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  State  courts,  to  the  courts  of  the  Uniti^d  States— are 
claims  so  extraordinary,  so  insulting  to  the  free  States,  that 
they  cannot  have  been  advanced  with  any  expectation  of 
their  meeting  with  the  sanction  of  any  State  where  a  regari 
to  the  interests  of  slavery  has  not  become  pararooant  to  ev* 
ery  proper  appreciation  of  State  rights,  and  of  the  rightsand 
security  of  free  men. 

The  report  of  the  Virginia  legislature  complains  that  tbi 
New  England  States,  with  a  sterile  soil  and  ungenial  climatt, 
have  become  in  proportion  to  their  population  the  moat 
wealthy  communities  in  the  world,  while  comparative  pov- 
erty has  fallen  upon  the  south,  and  its  commerce  and  navi- 
gation have  been  transferred  from  its  own  harbors  to  those  of 
the  north.  It  might  have  drawn  a  like  comparison  betweae 
Ohio  and  Kentucky,  between  free  territory  and  slave  tecit* 
tory  at  every  point  where  they  come  in  contact.  Is  it  strange 
that  the  free  States,  with  these  facts  every  where  spread  oat 
before  them,  should  be  unwilling  to  see  slavery  extended, 
with  its  blighting  influences,  over  territories  now  free  ? 

The  committee  conclude  this  report  by  reeommending  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : — 

1.  Resolved,  That  opposed  to  every  form  of  oppression, 
the  people  of  New  Hampshire  have  ever  viewed  with  deep 
regret  the  existence  of  slavery  in  this  Union  ;  that  while  they 
have  steadfastly  supported  all  sections  in  their  eonstitotioaal 
rights,  they  have  not  only  lamented  its  existence  as  a  great 
social  evil,  but  regarded  it  as  fraught  with  dat^r  to  the 
peace  and  welfare  of  the  nation. 

2.  Resolved^  That  while  in  periods  of  excitement|  the  op- 
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ponents  of  slavery  have  resorted  to  measotes  which  we  have 
thought  it  our  duty  to  oppose  and  censare,  on  the  other  hand 
abreholdiDg  communities,  in  many  portions  of  this  confed- 
fiiaey,  have  engaged  in  excitements,  and  resorted  to  measures 
equally  deserving  of  the  severest  condemnation. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  stand  pledged  by  our  course  from 
the  adoption  of  the  Federal  Constitution  to  the  present  time, 
to  respect  all  the  rights  which  that  instrument  guarantees  to 
the  slave  States. 

4  Hesolvedf  That  while  we  respect  the  rights  of  tfaf 
siaveholding,  as  well  as  the  free  portions  of  this  Union^> 
while  we  will  not  willingly  consent  that  wrong  be  done  to 
aoy  member  of  the  glorious  confederacy  to  which  we  be- 
loog,  we  are  firmly  and  unalterably  opposed  to  the  extension 
ef  slavery  over  any  portion  of  American  soil  now  free. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  American  Union  is  strongly  based 
upon  the  affectimis  of  an  overwhelming  majority  of  the 
American  people— that  we  trust  that  it  will  outlive  for  ages 
the  threats  with  which  fanaticism  assails  it — ^that  in  its  hour 
of  peril,  stout  hearts  and  strong  arms  will  be  ready  in  every 
coruer  of  our  land  to  defend  it — and  that  it  will  Long  con- 
tioDe  here  a  proud  ark  of  freedom,  firm  and  enduring,  the 
time-tried  model  after  which  shall  be  fashioned  those  free 
isstitutions  which  are  hereafter  to  bestow  their  incalculable 
blessings  upon  the  whole  world. 

6.  Resolved,  That  in  our  opinion,  Congress  has  the  con- 
stitotional  power  to  abolish  the  slave  trade  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  that  our  senators  be  instructed  and  our  rep- 
Yieseotatives  requested  to  take  all  constitutional  measures  to 
accomplish  that  object.

Mr.  Wetmore,  from  the  select  committee  appointed  to  in* 
Testigate  the  affairs  of  the  State  Prison,  by  leave,  made  the 
following 

REPORT  : 

The  committee  on  the  State  Prison,  who  wefe  directed 
by  a  resolution  of  the  House  to  inquire  into  the  discipline 
of  the  Prison,  beg  leave  to  report  thai  they  have  atleoded 
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to  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  for  the  purpose  of  procuring 
iofortnation  have  informally  examined  all  testimony  offered 
in  relation  thereto. 

/This  examination  has  elicited  some  information  in  regard 
to  the  past  and  the  present  discipline  which  may  not  be  un- 
acceptable to  the  House.     It  appeared  in  the  course  of  the 
examination,  that  the  discipline  of  the  institution  under  the 
ex^Warden  was  neither  as  strict  or  severe  as  under  the  pres- 
ent Warden ;  and  the  committee  were  not  a  little  surprised 
to  learn  that  corporeal  punishments  were  inflicted  by  Mr. 
Benry,    the   late   Warden.      The   committee   regret   to  be 
obliged  to  report  that  such  practices  still  exist,  and  that  such 
puaishments  were  inflicted  with  marked  severity  within  the 
past  year,  and  more  particularly  for  the  first  eight  months. 
The  committee  understand  the  Warden  and  Deputy  Warden 
both  to  assume  that  such  punishments  are  necessary — that 
the  matter  rests  upon  a  broader  ground  than  expediency — 
that  good  order,  without  such  punishment,  would  never  pre* 
vail — that  obedience  to  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Prison,  could  not  be  enforced ; 
and  this  opinion  is  endorsed  by  several  of  the  watchmen 
and  overseers  connected  with  the  institution,  thus  repudiat- 
ing the  idea  which  of  late  has  generally  prevailed,  and  which 
found  confirmation  in  the  report  of  the  officers  of  similar  in- 
stitutions in  the  neighboring  States,  as  well  as  our  own.   As 
these   opinions  are  now  contradicted,  the  committee  feel 
only  authorized  to  state  facts,  without  presuming  to  intrude 
their  own  opinions  upon  the  House. 

All  the  witnesses  examined  by  the  committee,  who  pro- 
fess to  be  cognizant  of  the  facts,  agree  that  more  than  the 
usual  number  of  punishments  have  been  inflicted  the  past 
year,  on  the  whole,  but  not  more  for  the  last  four  months; 
and  also  that  those  punishments,  although  unusually  severe, 
were  merited  and  beneficial.  The  whole  niimber  of  whip- 
pings at  the  Prison  was  not  proved,  but  admitted  to  he 
twenty-eight.  The  whole  number  of  persons  punished  in 
that  way,  fifteen.  The  most  severe  cases  are  those  of  two 
individuals  who  received  respectively  16  and  18  lashes  upon 
the  bare  back,  administered  by  the  Deputy  Warden  with  a 
raw  hide.  Both  of  these  persons  are  under  sentence  to  hard 
labor  for  life.  One  of  them  was  whipped  for  insolence,  one 
for  disobedience  of  orders.  The  causes  of  punishment  of 
this  character,  in  the  28  cases,  are  as  follows,  viz :

The  Warden's  practice  is  in  all  cases  to  strip  the  prisoner 
to  a  state  of  nudity  all  the  upper  part  of  the  body,  and  to 
whip  with  a  raw  hide  until  he  elicits  a  promise  that  the  aet 
shall  never  be  repeated. 

The  Warden  has  not  personally  punished,  except  in  one 
instance,  and  that  one  for  insolence.  The  present  warden, 
on  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  in  the  exercise  of 
his  legal  privileges,  so  far  changed  the  discipline  as  to  forbid 
all  overwork  and  traffic  between  the  prisoners  themselves, 
and  between  the  prisoners  and  the  under  officers.  It  ap- 
pears that  these  practices  prevailed  rather  extensively  under 
the  late  Warden,  amounting  to  an  abuse,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  present  Warden,  needing  correction.  As  this  was  his 
discretionary  right  the  committee  are  not  aware  thai  any 
party  complain  or  feel  aggrieved  thereby. 

The  female  prisoners,  two  in  number,  are  locked  up  at 
night,  and  are  admitted  into  the  Warden's  family,  in  accord- 
ance with  former  practice,  for  taking  their  food  and  for  other 
purposes.  The  committee  are  convinced  that  the  practice 
of  whipping  has  been  quite  common  for  the  past  year,  and 
at  least  in  some  instances  quite  severe.  Of  the  necessity  of 
such  a  mode  of  punishment,  the  committee  will  not  judge. 
The  statutes  prescribe  the  duties  of  the  Warden  and  the 
punishments  of  the  prisoners  who  violate  the  law,  and  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  prison  are  by  the  statute  autho^ 
ized  and  defined.  The  committee  believe  that  in  this  pai^ 
ticular  the  laws  of  the  State  have  been  disregarded,  partic- 
ularly on  the  part  of  the  Deputy  Warden,  and  that  such  dis- 
regard of  law  on  the  part  of  our  public  officers  deserves  the 
censure  of  the  legislature. 
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With  these  statements  and  views  now  submitted,  the 
committee  have  instructed  me  to  report  the  following  reso* 
lotion.

And  I  am  the  more  grate- 
ftil  when  I  reflect  that  no  merit  of  mine  has  called  forth  such 
generosity.     If  any  degree  of  success  has  attended  my  ef- 
forts to  serve  you,  it  is  to  be  attributed,  in  a  great  measure, 
to  your  kind  forbearance  and  timely  aid  ;  while  whatever 
errors  I  may  have  committed,  are  all  my  own.     Let  me  as- 
sore  you — every  member  on  this  floor — that  your  kind  de- 
portment has  made  an  impression  on  my  heart  which  time 
can  never  efface. 

Gentlemen — the  grateful  emotions  produced  by  your  reso- 
lutions are  not  unalloyed  with  regret ;  for  we  are  reminded 
that  the  session  and  its  interesting  associations  are  drawing  to 
a  close.  Though  your  labors  have  been  arduous,  they  have 
not  been  unpleasant.  While  in  the  discharge  of  your  duty,  dif- 
ferent views  have  been  taken  and  been  maintained  with  abili- 
ty and  spirit,  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to  the  cour- 
teous demeanor  and  personal  good  will  which  have  charac- 
terized all  your  proceedings.  However  painful  your  separa- 
tion, you  have  the  pleasing  reflection  that,  in  addition  to  the 
assenting  voice  of  your  own  consciences,  you  are  about  to 
return  to  your  constituents  to  receive  that  meed  of  approba- 
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tion  which  hoDesty  of  purpose  and  laborious  ezertiom  in 
their  behalf,  so  richly  merit. 

Gentlemea — with  the  close  of  the  present  session  termi- 
minates  my  connection  with  the  legislature.  In  retiring,  I 
rejoice  to  be  able  to  bear  with  me  the  unalterable  couFiction, 
derived  from  a  membership  of  several  years,  of  the  honesty, 
integrity  and  patriotism  of  the  great  mass  of  the  men  who 
come  up  here  to  do  the  people's  bidding,  however  widely 
they  may  differ  in  opinion,  and  to  whatever  section  or  party 
they  may  belong.  1  cannot  but  entertain  the  hope  that  so 
long  an  association  with  such  men  may  not  be  without  its 
influence  in  enabling  me  more  faithfully  to  discharge  those 
duties  which  every  citizen  owes  to  the  State.

JUNE  SESSION,  1849. 


REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  VISITORS. 


The  Visitors  of  the  N.  H.  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  having 
visited  the  Institution,  and  given  to  its  examination  as  much 
time  and  attention  as  the  recent  organization  of  their  Board 
would  permit,  respectfully  report  that  the  internal  condition 
and  management  of  the  Asylum  seem  to  them  to  deserve 
all  the  commendation  bestowed  upon  its  administration  in 
previous  years.  The  Visitors  obtained  nothing,  in  a  careful 
survey  of  the  whole  establishment,  to  raise  a  doubt  of  the 
fidelity,  economy,  humanity  and  skill  with  which  it  is  con- 
ducted. They  noticed,  with  satisfaction,  the  degree  of  or^ 
der,  neatness,  quiet  and  comfort  that  prevailed  throughout 
the  apartments  occupied  by  the  patients,  and  do  not  hesitate 
to  express  their  belief  that  the  design  of  the  Institution  has 
been,  thus  far,  fully  carried  out  to  the  utmost  extent  of  its 
means  of  accommodation. 
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The  rooms,  however,  are  now  all  filled,  and,  without  an 
enlargement  of  the  buildings,  no  more  patients  can  be  re- 
ceived until  some  of  those  now  under  treatment  are  dis- 
charged. The  Visitors  concur,  therefore,  with  the  Saperin- 
tendent  and  Board  of  Trustees  in  renewing  the  recommeir 
dation  of  their  predecessors,  that  an  appropriation  be  made 
for  such  additional  accommodations  as  are  required  to  meet 
the  just  claims  of  those  of  oar  insane  who  are  now  denied 
admittance  to  the  Institution,  and  in  furtherance  of  its  origi- 
nal design.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


T\)  ike  Hon.  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire: 
The  Trustees  of  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the 
lusane  respectfully  present  this,  their  eighth  annual  report. 
Another  year  has  been  added  to  the  annals  of  the  N.  H. 
Asylum  for  the  Insane,  during  which  nothing  has  occamd 
to  interrupt  the  uniform  course  of  prosperity  which  has  char- 
acterized its  history  during  this  period.  No  epidemic  of  any 
kind  has  prevailed  among  the  patients,  and  with  a  singk 
exception,  ooticed  in  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Sa- 
perintendent,  no  case  of  sudden  death  has  occurred  ia  the 
Institution. 

An  examination  of  the  report  submitted  by  the  Tieaaorer 
will  show  the  present  condition  of  fhe  finances  of  the  Asy* 
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Jum.  Some  unusual  but  necessary  expenditures  for  feoees 
and  the  introduction  of  water,  have  bean  unavoidably  in** 
curred,  but  the  benefits  secured  bj  them  are  of  a  permanent 
nature.  Setting  aside  these,  notwithstanding  the  price  of 
board,  which  has  been  fixed  at  rates  almost  unprecedentedly 
low,  to  accommodate  patients  of  limited  resources,  its  re^ 
ceipts  have  been  sufficient  to  meet  its  current  expenses. 

The  number  of  patients  at  present  in  the  Asylum  is  one 
hundred  and  seventeen,  a  greater  number  than  has  ever  be- 
fore been  at  the  Institution  at  any  one  time.  These  are 
from  difierent  sections  of  the  State,  and  although  their  num* 
ber  may  perhaps  appear  large,  yet  there  is  good  reason  to 
believe  that  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  insane  within  the 
limits  of  our  State  have  ever  yet  been  inmates  of  this  or  any 
other  Insane  Asylum.  Indeed,  we  have  little  doubt  tbtft 
were  measures  taken  to  ascertain  with  certainty  the  number 
and  condition  of  this  unfortunate  class  of  our  people,  facts 
would  be  elicited  not  only  surprising  but  startling  to  any 
person  whose  attention  has  not  been  particularly  directed  to 
this  subject. 

In  addition  to  the  annual  visit  made  by  the  Board  in  June, 
the  Trustees,  with  a  few  exceptions,  have  made  separate 
visits  to  the  Asylum  (rom  time  to  time  during  the  past  year, 
for  the  purpose  of  examining  its  condition.  In  every  in- 
stance, they  are  happy  to  state,  they  have  found  the  chairs 
of  the  Institution  judiciously  and  economically  managed. 
Order  and  neatness  have  been  clearly  apparent  throughout  all 
its  wards,  and  the  patients  have  appeared  as  comfortable  and 
happy  as  the  distressing  nature  of  their  malady  would  allow  ; 
and  the  Trustees  take  pleasure  in  expressing  to  the  Legislar 
lure  their  admiration  of  the  untiring  exertions  of  the  Supei^ 
inteudent,  Dr.  McFarlaud,  to  alleviate  the  sufferings  of  the 
large  number  entrusted  to  his  care,  and  their  entire  eoofi- 
dence  in  his  prudence  and  professional  ability.  To  bis  con- 
stant and  devoted  efforts  the  success  of  the  Institution  is  to 
be  in  a  very  great  degree  attributed.  They  have  also  no* 
ticed  with  great  satisfaction  the  fidelity  and  assiduity  of  Dr. 
Stevens,  in  discharging  the  delicate  and  arduous  duties  in* 
cumbent  upon  him  as  Assistant  Physician. 

Considerable  inconvenience  has  been  experienced  hereto* 
fore  from  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  a  supply  of  water  ade- 
quate to  the  wants  of  the  Asylum.     This,  we  are  happy  tf> 
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e,  is  now  entirely  removed.  At  the  suggestion  and  under 
the  direciioo  of  the  Superintendent,  a  permanent  dam  has 
been  constructed  across  Bow-brook,  which  passes  through 
the  lands  of  the  Asylum,  a  few  rods  westerly  of  the  build- 
ings, by  which  a  small  pond  is  produced  and  a  fall  gained  of 
sufficient  power  to  keep  in  constant  operation  a  Montgolfier 
Water-Ram,  capable  of  forcing  some  fifteen  hundred  gallons 
of  water  every  twenty-four  hours  into  such  parts  of  the 
Asylum  as  may  be  desirable.  By  this  a  very  great  desidera- 
Imu  has  been  attained,  and  at  the  moderate  expense  of  about 
four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Considerable  has  been  done  the  past  year  to  increase  the 
productiveness  of  the  farm.  Some  twenty-five  acres  are 
DOW  in  a  good  state  of  cultivation,  and  the  crops  of  the  last 
Summer  and  Autumn  exceeded  those  of  any  former  year. 
It  may  perhaps  seem  as  though  but  little  had  as  yet  been 
done  to  improve  the  other  grounds  connected  with  the  Asy- 
lum ;  and  indeed  such  is  the  fact.  The  garden  and  the  arti- 
ficial pond  before  mentioned,  together  with  a  walk  or  two 
by  its  borders,  have  changed  their  appearance  somewhat,  but 
their  natural  capabilities^  which  are  extensive,  have  never 
•s  yet  been  but  partially  developed.  Under  the  direction  of 
a  skillful  landscape  gardener  they  might  be  made  of  great 
beauty,  in  a  very  few  years.  The  importance  of  their  still 
further  improvement  has  been  sensibly  felt  by  every  mem« 
ber  of  this  Board,  but  a  regard  to  economy  and  the  limited 
means  at  command  have  induced  the  belief  that  such  changes 
only  should  at  present  be  made  as  could  be  effected  at  a  very 
small  expense,  and  mostly  by  the  labor  of  those  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  Asylum,  during  seasons  of  comparative  leisure. 
Were  they  rendered  more  attractive,  and  traversed  with 
pleasant  roads  and  walks,  the  patients  could  take  their  daily 
exercise  within  the  enclosures  of  the  Institution,  and  spend 
more  of  their  time  in  the  open  air  than  they  now  do,  by 
which  means  their  physical  health  would  be  greatly  pro- 
moted ;  while  the  quiet  beauty  of  the  scenery  iAmediately 
about  them  would  tend  greatly  to  produce  that  state  of  con- 
tent so  essential  to  the  speedy  recovery  of  the  insane,  and 
to  relieve  them  for  a  portion  of  their  time  at  least  from  the 
distressing  vagaries  to  which  they  are  so  often  subject. 

The  thanks  of  the  Asylum  are  due  to  John  Williams, 
Esq.,  of  Hanover,  for  a  donation  of  two  hundred  dollars 
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made  by  him  a  few  months  since  to  the  Instiintion,  by 
tiii^ans  of  which  a  conservatory,  long  needed,  has  been  erect- 
ed in  the  garden. 

The  trustees  have  intimated  in  former  reports  their  belief 
that  the  time  was  not  very  far  distant,  when,  in  conformity 
to  the  original  intention  of  its  founders,  it  would  be  neces- 
flary  to  enlarge  the  Asylum.  They  had  noticed  from  year 
to  year  the  gradual  but  constant  increase  of  the  number  of 
patients,  and  felt  quite  confident  that  as  a  knowledge  of  the 
benefits  resulting  to  the  insane  from  the  modern  Asylum 
treatment  became  more  generally  diffused  throughout  the 
State,  the  present  accommodations  would  be  insufficient. 
The  experience  of  the  past  year,  and  the  present  condition 
of  the  Asylum,  have  fully  confirmed  this  opinion. 

As  before  stated,  there  are  now  at  the  Asylum  one  hun- 
dred and  seventeen  patients.  This  is  a  considerably  larger 
number  than  can  be  well  accommodated.  The  Asylum  as 
aC  present  constructed  has  sixteen  rooms  attached  to  each 
ball,  making  ninety-six  in  all.  These,  together  with  six- 
teen more  at  the  cottage,  which  are  intended  only  for  the 
▼lolent  insane,  constitute  the  whole  number.  If,  therefore, 
it  should  happen,  as  it  never  yet  has  happened,  that  the  sev- 
en) classes  into  which  the  patients  are  divided  by  the  Su- 
perintendent should  be  exactly  equal,  every  room  in  the 
Institution  would  be  filled  by  one  hundred  and  twelve  pa- 
tients. The  classes  however  are  constantly  varying  in  num- 
bers, not  only  from  the  frequent  changes  taking  place  in  the 
mental  condition  of  those  composing  them,  but  from  new 
patients  being  admitted  from  time  to  time,  and  from  old 
ones  being  discharged.  It  is  readily  seen,  therefore,  that 
the  number  of  rooms  should  exceed  the  number  of  patients, 
on  account  of  the  inequality  of  the  classes ;  otherwise 
while  some  of  the  halls  are  but  partially  filled,  others  will 
be  overflowing.  Such  in  fact  has  to  a  certain  extent  been 
the  case  diiring  the  year  past,  and  the  Asylum  has  been  con- 
tinually crowded.  Two  patients  in  some  instances  have 
from  necessity  occupied  a  room  designed  for  but  one,  and 
other  inconveniences,  resulting  from  a  want  of  sufficient 
room,  have  been  often  experienced  both  by  the  Superintend- 
ent and  the  patients. 

Knowing  such  to  be  the  condition  of  the  Asylum,  and 
baving  reason  to  believe  that  the  number  applying  for  ad- 
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mission  would  be  likely  ia  future  to  iacrensei  tke  Trosteai 
feel  that  they  would  be  unfaithful  to  the  important  tniit 
committed  to  them  by  the  State  did  they  not  make  kaown 
these  &cta  to  the  Legislature^  together  with  their  sincere 
belief  that  the  period  has  now  arrived  when  a  coasidersble 
enlargement  should  be  made  to  the  Asylum.  The  measun 
of  success  which  has  thus  far  attended  ic  has  more  thas 
equalled  the  hopes  of  its  warmest  friends.  The  amount  of 
good  it  hss  already  accomplished  can  be  fully  appreciated 
only  by  those  who,  having  been  admitted  within  its  walls, 
suffering  from  various  attacks  of  mental  derangement,  have, 
after  a  few  months  or  years,  returned  to  their  friends  aod 
society  wholly  restored.  And  there  are  many  such.  Bat 
there  are  others  yet  to  apply  who  must  be  denied  admittance 
unless  the  accommodations  of. the  Asylum  are  increased. 
The  present  building  was  erected  with  reference  to  the  fu- 
ture addition  of  wings  at  the  north  and  south.  But  oas, 
liowever,  seems  to  be  needed  at  this  time,  and  plans  aod 
estimates  of  such  an  addition  have  been  procured.  Msay 
improvements  have  been  introduced  into  the  construction  oif 
Insane  Asylums  during  the  last  few  years,  and  it  has  bees 
the  desire  of  the  Trustees  to  adopt  such  of  them  as  seemed 
to  contribute  most  essentially  to  the  comfort  and  more  see- 
cessful  treatment  of  the  patients. 

In  closing  their  report  for  the  year  just  ended,  the  Besid 
would  make  known  to  the  Legislature,  under  whose  fostering 
care  the  Asylum  has  ever  been,  their  earnest  deaire  that  they 
would  give  this  subject  an  early  consideration,  and  take  sucb 
action  in  reference  to  it  as  the  present  exigencies  of  the  In- 
stitution may,  in  their  view,  require.

Gentlemen :  The  lapse  of  nearly  seyen  years  since  the 
Institution  was  opened  for  the  admission  of  patients,  renders 
it  proper  to  present  a  more  lengthened  summary  of  results 
than  the  reports  have  hitherto  contained.

In  the  infancy  of  the  Asyhim,  when  its  success  was  a 
matter  awaiting  the  result  of  experiment,  and  the  pecniiari' 
ties  of  such  an  institution  and  the  principles  upon  which  it 
was  to  be  conducted,  were  subjects  upon  which  the  public 
lacked,  and  perhaps  required  information,  much  space  was 
allotted  in  our  reports  to  the  details  of  domestic  managetteot, 
and  the  diffusion  of  that  species  of  information  which  is 
supposed  necessary  in  order  to  popularize  a  new  enterpriae. 

That  period  in  the  history  of  the  Asylum  has  pasaed. 
Time  has  so  far  perfected  its  working  machinery  that  little 
of  incident  distinguishes  one  year  from  another,  and  we  may 
now  term  that  year  the  most  successful  which  presonts  few* 
est  points  that  demand  notice.  The  usual  average  nina- 
ber  of  admissions  and  discharges  is  seea  by  our  tables  to 
have  occurred,  and,  taking  into  consideration  the  large  nnBH 
ber  of  old  cases  that  remained  at  the  close  of  our  fomier 
year,  and  have  been  admitted  during  the  present,  the  usual 
curative  success  has  been  experienced. 

In  view  of  these  circumstances,  many  details  with  whiel 
you  are  already  familiar,  will  be  omitted,  as  they  may  to 
found  by  referring  to  former  reports,  and  only  those  special- 
ties  noted  which  the  experience  of  the  year  has  faraiihML 

•  lis,  •»  ttia  nport  §h§  to 
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Althongh  the  year  has  been  marked  by  little  of  change, 
We  think  it,  nevertheless,  to  ha\re  been  a  year  of  progress. 
All  those  in  the  immediate  charge  of  the  patients,  with  a 
solitary  exception,  still  occupy  the  same  positions  as  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Board.  An  addition  to  the  wages  of 
those  employed,  as  proposed  in  the  last  report,  has  had  the 
effect  to  retain  in  the  service  of  the  Institution,  experience 
which  must  otherwise  have  been  turned  into  more  profitable 
channels.  Hence,  with  the  exception  of  one  suicide,  which 
will  be  again  alluded  to,  no  accident  has  occurred  worth  no- 
ticing, and,  what  is  somewhat  remarkable,  when  so  many 
are  engaged  in  out  ot  door  employments,  but  a  single  elope* 
ment,  and  that  of  a  person  nearly  recovered. 

The  embarrassments  anticipated  in  the  last  two  reports,  as 
likely  to  arise  from  want  of  space,  have  been,  during  the 
year,  more  than  realized,  and  the  straight  to  which  we  have 
been  reduced  for  want  of  room,  has  often  times  been  painful 
in  the  extreme.  Unlike  a  hotel  or  other  place  of  public  as* 
sociation,  which  can  never  be  said  to  be  absolutely  full  so 
loog  as  superficial  space  exists,  a  Lunatic  Hospital  has  a 
specific  limitation,  to  extend  beyond  which,  is  trifling  with 
prudence,  and  often  with  health  and  life.  Repletion  is  al- 
ways dangerous.  There  is  hardly  a  spectacle  more  repulsive 
to  humanity  than  a  crowded  Insane  Hospital.  The  bare 
idea  implies  a  contradiction.  The  prima  facie  supposition 
which  is  ever  attached  to  snch  an  Institution  is,  that  within 
its  walls  is  a  recess,  where  the  overcharged  mind  may  vent 
its  agony  in  solitude,  and  find  that  tranquility  and  attention 
necessary  to  mental  and  physical  restoration. 

An  Asylura  constructed  like  this,  is  already  too  full  when 
the  number  of  patients  is  barely  equal  to  the  number  of 
TDOHiis.  To  those  who  are  familiar  with  the  subject,  and 
understand  the  importance  of  proper  classification  as  an  es- 
sential to  successful  treatment,  this  needs  no  explanation. 
ft  is  qnite  often  the  case  that  not  more  than  two-thirds  of 
the  number  which  one  of  our  halls  will  accommodate,  are 
proper  persons  to  be  placed  in  it,  without  trespassing  upon 
the  measure  of  quiet  which  it  is  desirable  to  maintain  to 
carry  out  the  designs  of  treatment.  It  is  obvious,  then,  that 
some  other  class  or  ward  must  be  over-peopled  in  order  to 
accommodate  this  excess.  This  is  of  almost  daily  occpr- 
feoce.     If  the  principles  of  classification  were  neglected,  all 
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parts  of  the  Aaylam  would  be  equally  qiiietf  but  all  mfttlij 
unfit  for  the  reception  of  patients  expected  to  recover.  It 
would  be  desirable  if  a  complete  suite  of  rooois  could  al- 
ways be  vacated  in  succession,  to  admit  of  frequent  clean- 
ing, painting  and  ventilating,  in  order  to  become  rid  of  the 
peculiar  taint  which  apartments  long  occupied  by  the  ioaaae 
are  apt  to  contract.  To  contemplate  but  one  way  to  be  free 
from  the  embarrassments  under  which  we  labor  for  want  of 
space,  would  be  out  of  the  question,  so  long  as  the  doors  of 
the  Institution  are  open  for  the  reception  of  all  insane  pa- 
30US  in  the  State  without  discrimination. 

The  erection  of  an  additional  wing  to  the  building  is  the 
only  measure  which  the  urgency  of  the  case  seems  to  admit 
To  limit  the  admission  to  a  certain  class,  imposes  on  es  a 
power  of  discrimination  by  no  means  to  be  coveted. 

It  was  obviously  the  design  of  the  projectors  of  the  Asf- 
lum  building,  that  it  should,  when  fully  completed,  form 
three  sides  of  a  parallelogram.  This  would  form  a  symmet* 
rical  and  convenient  building,  sufficiently  commodious  to  n^ 
ceive  two  hundred  patients,  as  many  as  should  ever  be  com- 
mitted to  one  institution,  but  not  more,  as  is  evident  from 
some  investigations  upon  the  subject,  than  the  State  will 
ultimately,  and  even  very  soon,  furnish,  if  the  accustomed 
annual  appropriations  are  made  for  the  relief  of  the  ioeaoe 
poor.  The  fourth  side  would  be  occupied  by  the  L^Kige,  al- 
ready erected,  and  the  Laundry  and  Wood*shed,  the  want  of 
both  of  which  is  strongly  felt. 

Among  the  less  important  reasons  why  a  ne w  wiog  shoakl 
be  erected  may  be  mentioned  the  fact,  that  in  the  constme- 
tion  of  the  buildings  as  now  occupied,  the  natural  desire  to 
^onomize  iu  space,  led  to  the  omission  of  many  couvem- 
ences,  and  even  essentials,  the  absence  of  which  we  daily  re- 
gret. 

It  is  important  that  each  hall  should  have  attached  ose 
room  of  large  size,  well  ventilated  and  lighted,  for  a  commos 
9itting  room.  In  all  recently  constructed  AsyluinS)  theae 
'^  Day  Rooms,"  as  they  are  termed,  are  deemed  of  the  at* 
most  consequence.  Solitary  habits  among  the  insane,  ei* 
cept  in  particular  instances,  are  to  be  discouraged.  If  aUoir* 
ed  free  access  to  their  sleeping  rooms,  the  more  demented 
patients  soon  acquire  vicious  and  uncleanly  habits,  to  say 
nothing  of  atmospheric  contamination,  which  must  be  iUt 
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in  a  room  of  necessarfly  limited  cubic  space,  if  constantly 
occupied. 

A  long  ball,  where  the  rooms  are  kept  closed  on  this  ac- 
count, thus  shutting  off  all  light  from  the  side  windows,  caD 
only  be  lighted  by  those  at  the  extreme  ends  of  the  hall, 
wtiich  are  too  small  for  the  purpose.  This  gives  our  wards 
too  dark  an  appearance,  and  from  the  instinctive  necessity 
for  light,  which  even  the  lowest  forms  of  vegetable  life  man- 
ifest, we  usually  see  the  patients  clustering  around  these 
-vrindowsto  obtain  a  supply  of  this  first  want  of  nature.  If 
a  supplementary  wing  could  be  attached  according  to  the 
proposed  plan,  this  painful  lack  would  no  longer  be  felt,  as 
day  rooms  could  be  supplied  without  infringing  upon  neces- 
sary space  or  architectural  symmetry. 

The  difficulty  which  was  dwelt  upon  at  some  length  in 
the  last  report,  as  arising  from  the  want  of  bathing  conveni- 
ences, is  stilt  felt  in  an  increasing  degree.  With  no  bath 
room,  save  at  the  wash  house,  a  small,  cold,  and  ill-adapted 
building,  detached  from  the  halls  of  the  patients,  this  impor- 
tant hygienic  measure  is,  in  the  cold  season,  resorted  to  un- 
der so  many  embarrassments  as  almost  to  defeat  its  otherwise 
excellent  effects.  The  bath,  so  natural,  so  simple,  so  cheap, 
and  yet  so  invaluable  an  adjunct  to  every  curative  means, 
must  be  supplied  us  during  the  year  ensuing,  even  if  we  in- 
fringe upon  the  limited  space  which  the  building  now  affords. 

A  Lunatic  Asylum,  the  buildings  and  grounds  of  which 
are  inalienable  from  that  special  use  by  being  public  proper* 
ty,  must  stand  for  along  time  a  monument  and  an  index  of 
the  advance  which  science  and  humanity  have  made  at  the 
particular  period  at  which  it  was  erected.  Hence  the  im- 
portance of  being,  in  all  the  additions  which  may  ever  be 
made  to  the  Institution,  in  the  front  rank  of  improvement, 
that  posterity,  in  judging  of  the  age  of  the  building  by  its 
internal  convenience  and  external  architecture,  may  not  as- 
sign it  too  great  an  antiquity. 

Should  additions  be  made  to  the  Asylum,  as  contemplated, 
ril  the  more  modern  improvements  which  science  has  de- 
vised, and  experience  tested,  might  be  made  available,  witk 
no  comparative  addition  to  the  cost  of  construction. 

The  increase  of  patients  in  this,  as  in  all  other  hospitals 
for  the  insane,  arises  from  the  increasing  number  of  resident 
patients  who  remain  with  us  year  after  year,  with  little  pros* 
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p0Ct  oX  an  early  remoFal,  and  ooany  wilh  an  inplied  perpeir 
ual  residence.  No  one  who  reflects  upon  the  comfort  which 
an  Asylum  affords,  compared  with  that  usually  extended  to 
the  insane  elsewhere,  doubts  the  propriety  of  sheltering 
these  unfortunate  individuals.  They  demand,  and  I  think 
receive,  at  our  hands,  the  same  attentions  extended  to  moie 
hopeful  cases ;  and  our  labors  are  frequently  repaid  by  be* 
holding  the  clouds  breaking  away  from  minds  before  ceo- 
sidered  hopelessly  darkened. 

The  comfort  of  all  the  inmates  of  the  institution  has  beea 
much  promoted  by  a  more  abundant  supply  of  water  thaa 
heretofore.  About  the  time  of  the  last  annual  report,  ana^ 
tificial  pond  was  constructed  by  throwing  a  dam  across  the 
brook  known  as  '^  Bow  Brook,"  which  runs  through  the 
grounds  about  twenty  rods  in  the  rear  of  the  buildings,  and 
thus  flowing  six  or  eight  acres  of  nearly  worthless  meadow. 
Water  taken  from  the  bottom  of  the  dam  is  raised  by  aieans 
of  that  ingenious  device  called  the  Hydraulic  Ram,  into  ths 
attic  of  the  building,  a  height  of  ninety  feet.  From  thence 
it  is  conveyed  by  pipes  into  the  halls  of  the  patients,  as  well 
as  supplying  the  barn  and  wash-bouse.  Although  all  ths 
potable  water  is  still  derived,  as  formerly,  from  otlier  sources, 
yet  a  supply  of  this  description  is  of  great  value  io  washing, 
bathing,  and  keeping  the  water-closets  and  sewers  in  a  clean 
and  unobstructed  condition. 

Better  means  of  warming  the  south  wing  have  been  sup* 
plied  in  the  erection  of  a  new  and  improved  hot  air  furnace. 
The  same  improvement  in  warming  the  north  wing  may  be 
necessary  during  the  year  ensuing. 

An  unusually  large  extra  expenditure  has  been  called  for 
in  repairs  of  aqueduct  pipes  and  the  supply  of  new  wate^ 
closet  fixtures.  Ail  the  apparatus  by  which  water  has  been 
supplied,  as  well  as  all  the  somewhat  complicated  coatri* 
vances  by  which  an  inoffensive  sewerage  is  effected,  frosa 
the  necessarily  hurried  manner  in  which  they  were  laid 
down,  have  ever  been  imperfect,  and  although  still  so  to 
some  extent,  have  been  much  improved  during  the  present 
year. 

Much  more  than  the  usual  outlay  has  been  made  in  the 
construction  of  new  fence  upon  various  parts  of  the  fam, 
and  building  gate-ways  and  new  picket-fence  io  the  immedi- 
ate vicinity  of  the  buildings.     The  cost  of  a  Conservatory, 
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wlHch  will  be  in  future  years  an  additional  attritction  to  the 
garden,  has  been  defrayed  by  a  timely  donatioD.  It  will  be 
seen  that,  in  consequence  of  these  seireral  expenditures,  the 
item  of  Improvements  is  a  much  larger  one  in  the  Treasury 
report  than  in  any  previous  year,  it  should  be  remarked 
that  all  such  expenditures  are  made  only  with  the  full  belief 
in  their  necessity,  and  no  improvements  are  made  except  in 
the  most  lasting  manner. 

It  must  still  be  several  years  before  the  Asylum  farm  be- 
comes all  that  we  expect.  It  is  known  to  many  that  at  the 
lime  of  its  appropriation  to  its  present  use,  although  of  ac- 
knowledged capability,  its  condition  was  in  the  highest  de* 
gree  forbidding.  With  the  exception  of  the  portion  to  the 
East  and  South  of  the  buildings,  it  was  little  else  than  a  faw 
ten  waste.  During  the  first  year  of  its  occupation  for  ila 
present  purpose,  three  or  four  tons  of  hay,  and  that  mostly 
of  a  poor  quality,  were  obtained.  The  yield  of  hay  the 
past  year  was  about  thirty-five  tons ;  of  potatoes,  about  a 
thonsand  bushels ;  of  corn,  three  hundred  and  fifteen  bush- 
els; of  rye,  about  one  hundred  bushels,  and  a  proportionate 
amount  of  other  crops.  Should  the  return  the  ensuing  year 
be  commensurate  with  the  outlay  of  ground  and  labor,  the 
prcMluce  of  the  farm  will  be  much  greater  than  in  any  previ- 
oos  year.  About  twenty-five  acres  of  land  are  this  year 
under  tillage.  It  is  unnecessary  to  bring  again  before  the 
Board  the  necessity  for  another  barn,  or  an  addition  to  the 
present  one.  It  is  only  by  constructing  temporary  sheds  that 
we  can  possibly  store  the  crops,  and  this  necessity  becomes 
annually  more  pressing. 

The  number  of  deaths  has  been  about  in  the  usual  ratio 
to  the  number  m  the  Asylum.  As  in  former  years,  a  large 
proportion  of  these  have  been  cases  in  which  severe  and  fatal 
bodily  disease  existed  at  the  time  of  admission.  Bach  year» 
however,  witnesses  the  end  of  some  of  those  who,  from 
their  first  admission,  know  no  other  home  than  the  shelter 
of  the  institution,  and  that  natural  termination  of  insanity, 
which  we  term  Marasmus,  for  want  of  a  better  appellation, 
sooner  or  later  appears  and  closes  the  scene. 

When  we  take  into  account  the  disadvantages  under  which 
life  18  sustained  during  violent  and  protracted  mental  derange- 
ment— the  exhaustive  influence  upon  the  nervous  force,  of 
long  continued  mental  excitement — the  successive  days  and 
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-nigbts  of  sleeplessfiess  —  the  irregularity  in  takiiig  foelt 
which,  with  all  our  appliances,  is  often  unaroidftMe,  and  lit 
harassing  effect  of  hallucinations,  roerely  in  the  lighter  forms 
ef  insanity — so  far  from  being  surprised  that  the  average  d«^ 
mtion  of  life  is  so  short  among  the  insane,  we  are  astonisM 
that  nature  does  not  sooner  succumb  to  such  depressing  in* 
fluences. 

It  falls  to  our  lot  this  year  to  record  the  only  case  of  thM 
appalling  termination  of  insanity,  suicide,  that  has  ocewred 
in  the  institution  for  nearly  fi\re  years.  It  occurred  in  tke 
case  of  a  female  who  had,  previous  to  admission,  exhibiiri 
some  indications  of  the  suicidal  propensity,  and  who,  wbes 
here,  was  surrounded  by  all  the  safeguards  that  are  usually 
sufficient  to  prevent  the  consummation  of  the  design.  By  t 
reach  of  art,  of  which  the  insane  are  sometimes  in  an  eini* 
Bent  degree  possessed,  she  obtained  possession  of  a  pair  ii 
scissors,  with  which  a  fatal  wound  was  inflicted  after  retiring 
to  her  room  at  night.  It  is  worth  remarking  that,  as  is  not 
unusually  the  case,  for  some  days,  while  in  secret  possesaami 
of  the  instrument,  she  seemed  uncommonly  cheerful,  doi 
carried  the  dissimulation  so  far  as  to  congratulate  herself  ap* 
on  the  prospect  of  a  better  night's  sleep  than  nsoal,  wh^ 
bidding  her  attendant  a  good  night  for  the  last  time. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  inclination  to  suicide  9 
sometimes  epidemically  prevalent,  and  thisepidemic  propea* 
sity  has  been  uncommonly  rife  in  this  State  within  the  (MbH 
year.  Six  or  eight  suicides  must  have  occurred  within  thi^ 
ty  miles  of  the  Asylum  smce  the  last  annual  report,  andevBB 
while  writing,  (May  26th,)  the  paper  comes  to  hand  vbieil 
reports  two  additional  cases  of  this  natural  relief  of  the  in- 
sane mind.  A  remarkable  instance  of  this  mental  epidefliie 
prevailed  during  the  summer  of  the  year  1837,  within  tte 
limits  of  the  present  county  of  Belknap.  Although  some- 
thing is  doubtless  to  be  attributed  to  the  suggestive  influence 
of  one  successful  suicide  in  the  production  of  others,  raaeb 
most,  nevertheless,  be  laid  to  the  charge  of  that  mysterioil 
and  unexplained  agency  which  presides  over  all  epidem]e& 

The  instances  of  admission  of  suicidally  disposed  persons 
to  the  Asylum  during  the  year,  has  been  large  beyond  pre- 
cedent, and  the  fact  that  but  one  instance  has  occurred  where 
such  cases  would  naturally  accumulate,  may  be  received  as 
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pfoof  that  Ibe  safeguards  which  an  Asylam  tfords  are,  i4i*a 
§|iaat  degree,  preventative  of  this  melancholy  tragedy* 

A  most  respectable  and  worthy  gentleman  with  this  pnw 
paosity,  was  brought  to  us  during  the  year,  whom  we  could 
jMt,  from  the  crowded  state  of  the  Asylum,  receive  and  fus- 
nish  the  quiet  accommodations  which  his  case  appeared  to 
US  to  demand.  Painful  to  relate,  he  committed  suicide  9bo\xt 
two  weeks  after  his  visit  to  the  Asylum. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  again  to  state,  that  especial  ad- 
vantage is  derived  from  the  regular  and  careful  system  of  u»- 
apection  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  two  years  since. 
The  expected  visit  of  one  higher  in  authority  than  ibe  pby- 
aieian  of  the  Institution,  furnishes  a  large  class  who  are  the 
.recipients  of  imaginary  injuries  and  grievances,  an  appeal, 
which  affords  them  satisfaction,  although  their  grievanees 
may  be  altogether  illusory.  A  wrong  is  already  half  made 
right,  when  its  recital  is  patiently  listened  to. 

We  are  liable  again,  as  formerly,  to  suffer  vexation  from 
the  presence  of  patients  whose  insanity,  though  apparent  to 
those  who  understand  the  complex  forms  which  the  malady 
assumes,  is  yet  of  doubtful  existence  in  the  minds  of  those 
who  expect,  in  all  cases,  some  striking  and  infaililile  test  of 
mental  aberration.  No  Asylum  is  withoutpatients  whocan, 
by  a  moving  narration  of  wrongs,  enlist  the  sympathies,  but 
wtK>  are,  when  unrestrained  by  motives  for  dissimulatioDi 
highly  insane  and  dangerous. 

It  has  been  our  practice  till  somewhat  recently  to  admit, 
with  little  discrimination,  those  whom  curiosity  has  led  to 
see  the  interior  of  the  institution.  This  practice,  although 
from  our  knowledge  of  its  ill  effects,  always  repugnant  to 
our  feelings  of  propriety,  has  been  conformed  to  until  the 
erowdod  condition  of  the  wards  has  made  some  restriction 
imperatively  necessary.  Accordingly,  for  the  past  year,  with 
the  very  proper  exception  of  those  having  some  especial  in- 
terest in  the  insane,  or  holding  some  position  where  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  Asylum  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  dis^ 
charge  of  official  duties,  we  have  generally  induced  visitors 
to  forego  the  gratification.  Parties  of  pleasure,  visitors  upon 
pablic  days,  and  all  whose  motive  has  been  the  indulgence 
of  an  idle  curiosity  merely,  have  been  excluded. 

Those  who  place  themselves  or  their  friends  in  the  imagi- 
nary position  of  insane  persons,  and  fancy  the  effects  of  the 
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gaze  of  a  thonghtless  spectator,  who  beholds  in  the  too  coA- 
scious  object  of  wretchedness,  not  a  theme  for  the  exerene 
of  sympathy,  bat  a  **  sight"  whose  novelty  may  amnae  him, 
will  not  question  our  motives,  or  the  propriety  of  drawing 
the  veil  over  an  unfortunate  class  that  shrink  from  the  slight- 
est  exposure  of  a  Providential  infliction. 

If  it  is  contended  that  such  establishments  must  always 
have  open  doors  lest  they  become  corrupt  instniments  of  op- 
pression, it  may  be  replied,  that  every  receptacle  for  the  in- 
sane that  values  its  reputation,  fortifies  itself  by  the  regular 
visitation  of  a  Board  of  Inspectors,  whose  interest  is  promo- 
ted by  discovering  and  relieving  the  slightest  offence,  while 
the  throng  of  casual  visitors  behold  but  the  surface  of  things, 
and  actual  abuses  might  lie  in  their  very  path  without  dete^ 
tion.

It  will  be  observed,  by  comparing  the  report  of  the  pie- 
sent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year,  that  less  remains  to  the 
credit  of  the  institution  by  the  sum  of  $966  98.  A  glance 
at  the  items  of  expenditure  will  exhibit  the  cause  of  this  de- 
ficiency. 

The  erection  of  the  hydraulic  works  for  the  supply  of 
water,  which  already,  in  the  increased  comfort,  cleanliness 
and  healthfulness  of  the  establishment,  have  repaid  us  their 
cost,  and  which  are  put  down  in  the  most  durable  manner; 
the  construction  of  new  fence,  which  was  imperatively  de- 
manded, together  with  the  supply  of  a  new  furnace  for  the 
south  wing,  and  the  necessary  and  somewhat  extensive  re- 
pairs of  the  old  aqueduct,  with  the  painting  of  window 
blinds,  created  the  outlay  of  $1,321  54. 

The  increase  to  the  compensation  of  those  employed  in 
tlie  Asylum,  as  recommended  in  the  last  report,  makes  an 
addition  to  the  item  of  wages  of  $588  00.  This  additional 
expense  we  by  no  means  regret,  as  it  is  more  than  repaid  as 
in  the  increased  efficiency  and  experience  of  those  employed 
in  the  care  of  the  patients.  This  will  be  a  permanent  lo- 
crease  in  our  annual  expenses,  but  will  be  about  covered  by 
recent  modifications  in  the  rates  of  board. 

It  is  believed  that  no  large  expenditures  will  be  demanded 
the  year  ensuing,  for  improvements,  as  all  parts  of  the  estab- 
lishment appear  to  be  in  good  repair. 

We  close,  and  submit  this  report,  with  the  bnildings  of  the 
Asylum  crowded  beyond  their  proper  capacity.  The  arriral 
of  a  patient  is  now,  we  regret  to  say,  an  event  that  adds  to 
our  perplexity,  by  creating  a  demand  for  space  whieh  we 
cannot  supply.  We  anticipate  a  year  of  embarrassment  froiil 
this  source,  from  which  we  see  no  extrication.  The  number 
of  applicants  for  admission  is  now  large.  Shall  our  doors  be 
open,  as  heretofore,  for  the  admission  of  all  who  demand 
curative  treatment,  or  closed  save  to  the  more  urgent  casM, 
rests  upon  the  prospect  of  being  in  possession  of  space  fer 
the  accommodation  of  this  most  suffering  class  of  onf  M' 
lorw  beings.

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REPORT 

OP   THE   SELECT  COMMITTEE   ON  THE   NEW 
HAMPSHIRE  ASYLUM  FOR  THE  INSANE. 


The  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of 
the  message  of  the  Governor  as  relates  to  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Asylum  for  the  Insane,  have  given  to  the  subject  such 
attention  as  time  would  permit,  and  the  importance  of  the 
iostitution  to  the  State  and  the  cause  of  humanity  demands. 
For  many  years  it  has  been  the  settled  policy  and  practice 
of  the  legislature  of  this  State  to  make  appropriations  for 
the  relief  of  indigent  deaf  and  dumb,  and  more  recently 
something  has  been  done  for  the  blind,  and  it  is  believed 
these  legislative  manifestations  of  sympathy  with  those  nn- 
fortuoate  classes  of  our  fellow  citizens  have  always  received 
the  entire  approval  of  the  people  of  the  State.     Although 
not  shut  out  from  society,  but  enjoying  many  of  its  com* 
fortSy  their  almost  helpless  condition  claimed,  and  received, 
«  large  share  of  public  commiseration,  and  much  has  been 
done  for  their  relief  and  preparation  for  usefulness.     No  one 
regrets  that  so  much  has  been  done — many  would  have  ap- 
proved a  more  extended  liberality;  no  one  wishes  those 
charities  diminished — all  will  approve  of  their  being  increas- 
ed with  the  ability  of  the  government. 

The  sympathy  of  the  legislature  with  the  deaf  and  dumb 
bas  been  kept  in  actire  operation  by  the  exhibitions  of  their 
improvement,  which  for  more  than  twenty-five  years  have 
.occasionally  been  witnessed  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of 
S^presentatives.  The  good  effects  resulting  from  those  ap- 
jyropriatioos  have  been  seen  and  realized^  add  little  else  was 
^-^qnired  to  ensure  a  renewal  of  the  charity. 

Sadly  different  was  the  case  of  that  more  numerous  and 

^OCBore  unfortunate  class  of  persons  deprived  of  their  reason. 

^^X^he  nature  of  their  maladies  deprived  them  of  society  and  its 

^^^ymforts,  and  in  most  cases  they  were  feared  and  shunned, 

^^ceept  by  their  near  relations.  Some  were  confined  in  coun- 

jails— «ome  in  apartments  prepared  to  restrain  them,  like 
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beasts — some  were  kept  with  town  paupers— while  others 
were  snffipred  to  roam  at  large,  as  the  best  method  of  getting 
rid  of  them,  objects  of  repulsion  to  all  who  come  near  them. 
They  were  around  us,  among  us,  with  us,  but  yet  separate, 
alone,  outcast,  and  wretched.  Under  such  circumstances  lit- 
tle could  be  done  for  their  restoration,  and,  as  might  be  ez« 
pected,  few  were  restored  to  reason  and  society.  . 

The  onward  course  of  Christian  sympathy  at  length  dis- 
covered that  something  could  be  done,  even  for  this  unfortu- 
nate and  degraded  class,  not  only  to  relieve  them  from  their 
corporeal  degradation,  but  with  a  fair  prospect  of  restoring 
them  to  reason  and  usefulness.  In  this  good  work  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  engaged  and  successfully  completed 
what  individual  benevolence  commenced.  The  Asylum  hsi 
been  in  operation  several  years,  and  all  have  seen  its  happy 
results.  The  misery  it  has  removed — the  suffering  it  has  al- 
leviated— the  comfort  it  has  provided,  and  the  reason  and 
usefulness  it  has  restored,  are  beyond  calculation.  Tbe  pre- 
sent number  of  its  inmates,  and  the  pressure  at  its  gates  for 
admission,  indicate  the  strong  hold  it  has  taken  on  the  best 
feelings  of  the  people  of  the  State,  and  unerringly  point  to 
the  course  the  legislature  will  be  expected  to  pursue. 
.  The  whole  expense  of  the  lands  and  buildings  belonging 
to  the  Asylum  has  been  about  $38,000.  Of  this  sum  indi- 
viduals contributed  about  $14,000,  and  the  State  $24,006. 
Accommodations  were  provided  for  one  hundred  pattenft; 
but  so  great  has  been  the  pressure  for  admittance,  that  the 
proper  bound  has  been  overpast,  and  the  number  is  now  oie 
huncired  and  nineteen  ;  all,  with  two  exceptions,  inhabitanto 
of  this  State.  Unless  further  accommodations  are  provided, 
no  others  can  be  received,  and  some  already  there  moat  be 
removed.  Pressing  applications  have  been  made  for  tbe  at* 
mission  of  fourteen  others,  and  the  applications  will  increaie. 
The  number  of  insane  in  the  State  is  known  to  be  over  in 
hundred,  and  although  all  do  not  apply  for  admission  to  tbe 
Asylum,  humanity  requires  that  those  who  do  apply  shodd 
not  be  denied  admittance. 

The  committee  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  necessary  to  erect 
a  wing  on  the  north  end  of  the  present  building,  exteodiDg 
back  so  far  as  to  afford  accommodations  for  fifty  patiealii 
making  one  hundred  and  fifty  in  the  whole — that  it  is  also 
necessary  to  build  a  wood  house,  of  whicb  the  Asyluoi  is  al- 
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most  entirely  destitute,  and  to  enlarge  the  wash  house  and 
bam,  and  they  instruct  me  to  report  a  bill  for  that  purpose.

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The  result  of  the  operations  of  the  Prison  siqcq  July  laal 
has  not  been  as  prosperous  as  desirable.  The  past  has  beeu 
a  hard  year  for  business  generally,  and  this  institution  is 
ever  more  or  less  aflfected,  as  business  is  good  or  bad« 

On  entering  upon  the  duties  of  my  office  there  was  not  a 
dollar  on  hand  to  purchase  supplies  or  to  carry  on  business, . 
nor  were  any  of  the  convicts  under  contract.  One  of  the 
contractors,  however,  continued  to  eoiploy  about  a  dozen 
convicts  in  the  shoe  shop.  The  rest  were  upon  our  hands, 
without  any  organized  business,  without  an  adequate  supply 
of  tools  and  without  stock.  It  was  desirable  not  to  set 
them  at  work  on  account  of  the  State  if  it  could  be  avoided ; 
but  as  no  one  was  ready  to  contract  for  them,  there  was  no 
other  alternative  left.  On  the  1st  of  August  the  convicts 
employed  in  the  cabinet  shop  were  put  under  contract,  and 
those  in  the  smith  shop  in  E>ecember.  Owing  to  the  causes 
above  stated,  it  could  be  hardly  possible  to  avoid  a  diminu- 
tion in  the  income.  To  prepare  tools,  shop,  &c.,  for  a  new 
business,  and  give  it  up  soon  after,  is  almost  always  insepara- 
ble from  loss.  The  prices  of  provisions  and  other  articles 
of  consumption  have  generally  ranged  high.  Potatoes  in 
particular  have  been  unusually  high.  These  causes  have 
been  beyond  the  ken  or  control  of  any  one,  and  it  is  thought 
that  with  this  explanation  will  be  satisfactory. 

The  past  year  there  has  been  bought  about  eight  acres  of 
land,  adjoining  that  before  owned,  in  rear  of  the  prison.  In 
the  whole,  there  is  now  about  ten  acres,  half  of  which  has 
been  highly  manured  and  planted  to  potatoes,  and  will  pro- 
duce (if  a  good  crop)  all  that  will  be  required  for  our  con- 
sumption. The  work  upon  this  land  is  performed  by  con- 
victs, and  no  account  has  been  made  of  it  or  the  seed  a^d 
manure  used  upon  the  land,  to  the  value  of  at  least  $160. 

The  convicts  are  mostly  under  contract  for  a  portion  of 
the  coming  year,  and  it  is  believed  that  it  will  be  the  desire 
of  all  the  contractors  to  continue. 

By  a  strict  adherence  to  rules,  and  promptly  bringing  any 
violation  of  them  to  the  notice  of  the  convict,  I  have  heexk, 
enabled,  without  any  unusual  severity,  and  very  little  of  . 

gmishment,  to  preserve  a  discipline  to  me  satisfactory,  and    . 
r  which  I  am  largely^  indebted  to  my  deputy,  to  whom  i#    - 
committed  the  more  immediate  oversight  o(  the  police,  of  , 
the  Prison.

It  is  beKered  that  the  management,  order  and  internal 
police  have  never  been  better.  The  reports  of  the  Physi- 
cian and  Chaplain  embody  such  information  as  comes  appro- 
priately within  their  respective  offices,  and  to  which  you  are 
referred,  being  fuller  and  better  than  I  could  communicate. 
Perhaps  there  is  no  prison  in  the  world  where  the  convict 
is  better  provided  for,  where  his  physical,  moral^  intellectual 
and  religious  requirements  are  so  well  supplied  as  in  this ; 
and  probably  no  prison  has  better  convicts,  many  improving 
in  intelligence,  mechanism  and  science.  And  it  is  believed 
there  are  some  actually  the  better  off  for  their  acquaintance 
with  this  institution.  The  Prison  Library  now  consists  of 
some  six  hundred  volumes,  suitable  for  the  use  designed. 

Having  had  no  previous  experience  in  the  duties  required 
of  me  in  this  office,  I  may  have  committed  errors,  but  I 
tntst  will  be  found  to  be  of  no  great  magnitude,  and  to 
originate  rather  in  inexperience  than  in  neglect.

PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellmey  the  Ch^enwr  and  the  Hon.  CwncU : 

GiBNTLEiRif — With  the  termination  of  another  year,  it  be- 
eomes  my  duty,  as  the  Physician  to  the  N.  H.  State  Prison, 
to  report  to  you  the  condition  of  the  infirmary  department 
of  that  institution. 

As  during  the  preceding  year,  so  also  during  the  past,  a 
good  state  c^  health  has  generally  prevailed ;  there  has  been 
but  one  case  of  typhoid  feoer^  and  that  of  a  mild  character. 
During  the  warm  part  of  the  season  of  1848^  hiUotis  diar- 
rhaa,  and  other  kindred  diseases,  proved  troublesome,  but. 
in  moet  cases  were  of  a  character  so  mild  as  to  detain  the! 
patient  from  his  labor  for  a  short  time  only. 

During  the  latter  part  of  winter  and  early  in  the  spring  J 
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the  ^idemie  h^fhienza  was  quite  rife,  so  that  for  two  or 
three  weeks,  during  its  height,  several  prisoners  were  labor- 
ing under  its  influence  at  the  same  time,  disqualifying  them 
for  labor  for  two,  three,  and  in  a  few  instances,  for  several 
days. 

There  are  several  cases  of  chronic  diseases  now  existing, 
contracted  before  entering  the  prison,  many  of  which  are  aa- 
soming  a  milder  character,  and  probably  some  will  eventually 
recover  a  tolerable  degree  of  health.  These  are  able  to  per- 
form a  good  share  of  labor,  for  the  roost  part  of  the  time. 
There  is  one  case,  however,  of  a  chronic  affection  of  the 
lungs,  which  has  existed  for  twelve  to  fifteen  years,  and  for 
ten  or  twelve  before  entering  the  prison,  and  which  during 
last  autumn  confined  the  prisoner  for  several  weeks,  that 
will,  in  all  probability,  eventually,  terminate  fatally ;  but  he 
has,  during  the  winter  and  spring,  been  able  to  perform  a 
small  amount  of  light  work. 

During  the  year  there  has  occurred  one  death,  and  that  of 
consumption^  Jephtha  Wood,  who  was  committed  in  Nov., 
1847,  died  January  13th,  1849,  aged  57,  having  been  in  the 
prison  a  little  more  than  fourteen  months.  When  he  enter- 
ed he  was  affected  with  a  severe  cough,  which  had  been 
more  or  less  severe  for  a  long  time,  and  from  which  he  never 
recovered. 

For  general  health  and  freedom  from  disease,  I  think  the 
New  Hampshire  State  Prison  will  not  suffer  by  a  comparison 
with  kindred  institutions  in  most  of  the  States  of  this  Union. 
A  rigid  adherence  to  cleanliness  and  whatever  tends  to  en- 
gender disease,  and  aggravate  it  when  existing,  so  strictly 
and  judiciously  observed  by  the  Warden  and  other  officers^ 
has  a  great  and  salutary  influence  in  preserving  the  health  so 
generally  enjoyed  by  the  prisoners  \  while  the  untiring  pa- 
tience and  faithful  assiduity  of  an  experienced  and  long-tried 
nurse  contributes  very  essentially  to  mitigate  the  suffering 
and  shorten  the  period  of  sickness,  as  well  as  to  very  mate* 
liaUy  lessen  the  labors  and  anxiety  of  the  Physician.

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CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  Gbaplttin,  to  whom  is  committed  the  intellectual, 
motai  and  religious  inslructioi)  of  the  convicts,  begs  leave  to 

REPORT : 

I.  In  relation  to  the  plan  of  instmotion  pursued. 

Ist.  Our  religious  services  have  been  held  every  Sabbath 
dutiBg  the  year,  and  also  on  Thanksgiving  and  Fast  days. 
The  great  truths  which  lie  at  the  foundation  of  Christianity, 
and  which  are  essential  to  form  the  Christian  character,  have 
been  urged,  leaving  each  man  to  retain  his  peculiar  views  in 
relation  to  what  is  not  essential  to  the  reclaiming  of  the 
wanderer,  or  the  salvation  of  the  soul. 

2d.  Our  bible  classes  promise  much  for  the  convicts,  most 
of  whom  attend.  The  study  of  the  sacred  scriptures,  aided 
by  intelligent  teachers,  must,  by  the  divine  blessing,  greatly 
improve  both  the  intellect  and  the  heart.  We  are  much  in- 
debted to  several  young  gentlemen  of  the  Methodist  Biblical 
Institute  for  their  efficient  services  as  teachers. 

3d.  Each  man  has  been  supplied  with  a  good  newspaper 
once  a  week,  care  being  taken  to  select  such  as  a  good  roan 
would  be  willing  to  introduce  into  his  family.  All  papers 
earned  in  are  carefully  examined,  and  any  thing  improper  to 
meet  the  eye  of  any  convict,  kept  out. 

4th.  Much  pains  has  been  taken  to  excite  a  love  for  read- 
ing, by  the  weekly  selection  of  such  books  as  are  suited  to 
the  testev  understanding  and  wants  of  each  convict. 

Sth.  Personal  and  private  conversation  is  also  deemed  in- 
dispensable.  The  Chaplain  should  know  every  man.  He 
muflt^  with  a  sincere  and  generous  sympathy,  enter  into 
every  one's  peculiar  griefs  and  wants,  and  the  prisoner  must 
know  that  his  past  history  and  present  state  are  sought  oat, 
not  for  the  unworthy  purpose  of  curiosity,  but  that  instruc' 
tion  and  comfort  may  be  shed  forth  on  the  dark  mind  and 
the  sad  heart.  And  no  testimonials  of  this  intention  need 
be  added  to  a  kind,  Christian  spirit.     Such  a  position  will 
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enable  the  instructor  to  act  understandingly  and  efficiently 
in  ail  his  efforts  to  improve  tfie  intellect  and  the  heart. 

II.  Of  the  results  of  the  labor  of  the  past  year,  we  can- 
not, of  course,  speak  with  certainty.  A  uniform  seriousQess 
and  evident  attention  manifested  by  all,  encourage  the  be- 
lief that  religion  is  at  least  respected,  and  there  are  not 
wanting  proofs  that  the  gospel  of  Christ  has  been  (even  in 
oar  congregation)  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation. 

The  aged  man  who  died  in  January,  departed  in  great 
peace  of  mind,  most  confidently  commending,  with  his  dy- 
ing breath,  his  soul  into  the  hands  of  his  Redeemer.  Sev- 
erid  who  a  year  since  were  unable  to  read  but  imperfectly, 
or  not  at  all,  are  reading  with  much  satisfaction  and  profit 
the  bible  and  other  good  books. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  writing,  arithme- 
'  tic,  &c.,  by  several.  Probably  in  no  prison  in  our  United 
States  are  there  found  so  few  who  are  unable  to  read  or 
write.  There  seems  to  be  an  increasing  degree  of  hope  or 
confidence  on  the  part  of  our  convicts,  and  the  idea — I  in&y 
yet  (after  all  that  is  past)  be  somethings  do  something j  the 
favor  of  God  and  man  may  yet  be  secured — ^is  more  gener- 
ally entertained. 

The  sum  of-  $60  appropriated  June,  1848,  has  been  ap- 
plied to  the  purchase  of  newspapers,*  books  of  elementary 
instruction,- stationery  for  such  as -are  learning  to  write,  and 
a  few  select  books  for  the  library. 

In  conclusion,  your  Chaplain  would  express  his  gratitnde 
for  the  assistance  rendered  him  in  his  labors  by  the  officers 
of  the  Prison,  and  would  commend  to  the  wise  counsels  of 
oar  respected  rulers  and  the  sympathies  of  our  communities, 
our  poor  brethren  who  in  prison  are  suffering  the  eonse- 
qaences  of  misfortune  or  of  crime.

4he  amount  of  ordnance,  ordnance  stores,  iustrumauts  of  j^- 
aie,  4&c.y  now  in  the  care  of  the  seveod  regimeats  and  ofrtbe 
Commissary  General  at  Portsmouth,  the  Deputy  QoigasmHff 
General  at  Lancaster,  and  also  of  the  Adjutant  General  it 
Concord.

Much  has  been  done  by  the  wisdom  of  the  legislator^ 
during  the  last  two  years,  to  remedy  the  obstacles  and  dit- 
coumgements  that  have  been  thrown  in  the  way  by  the  op- 
ponents of  the  militia,  and  were  well  adi4)ted  to  dampen  the 
aidori  and  check  the  zeal  of  thoee  who  have  labored  bard 


«ad  long  to  elevate  thS  militia  system  to  that  stand  which  it 
merits,  and  to  which  it  is  so  desirable  it  should  attain. 

While  its  opponents  have  spared  no  pains  to  array  public 
opinion  against  our  whole  military  system,  they  have  failed, 
entirely,  to  present  a  substitute,  honorable  to  the  State,  adap- 
ted to  its  wants,  or  that  should  meet  with  public  favor.  On 
the  contrary,  their  opposition  has  only  served  to  stimulate  its 
I  friends  to  greater  efforts  and  more  determined  zeal  in  its  be- 

I  half.     That  our  military  system  has  many  defects,  its  warm- 

I  est  friends  do  not  deny.     To  remedy  these  defects  and  place 

the  system  upon  a  more  efficient  and  permanent  basis,  should 
be  the  aim  of  legislation. 

A  regular  standing  army,  in  time  of  peace,  is  wholly  in- 
consistent with  our  free  institutions,  and  with  our  character 
«8  a  free  people ;  and  we  must  rely  upon  our  citizen  soldiery 
to  repel  invasion  from  abroad,  or  to  quell  riotous  assemblidli 
at  home*  Upon  the  fields  of  Mexico,  our  volunteers  and 
militia,  by  their  unflinching  valor  and  indomitable  courage^ 
have  done  all  that  could  have  been  expected  at  the  hands  of 
veteran  troops,  and  have  not  only  won  imperishable  honor 
for  themselves,  but  have  nobly  sustained  the  flag  and  credit 
of  their  country. 

The  late  riots  in  New  York,  and  other  unlawful  assem- 
.blies  which  frequently  occur  in  our  large  cities,  not  only  de- 
note the  utility  and  necessity  of  maintaining  a  well  organ- 
ized and  efficient  military  force,  but  demonstrate  the  fact 
that  our  institutions  and  civil  liberties  are  safe  in  their  hands. 
Among  the  causes  that  have  contributed  to  bring  the  militia 
and  the  militia  system  into  ill  repute,  to  strengthen  its  ene- 
^mies  and  discourage  its  friends,  none,  perhaps,  have  operated 
.  inore  strongly  than  the  want  of  competent  officers.  Hon^ 
iocompetent  soever  a  private  may  be  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  company  or  regimental  drill,  it  will  not  in  the  least  degree 
disqualify  him  from  perceiving  at  a  glance  any  want  of  qual- 
ification, on  the  part  of  his  officers;  and  when  an  officer  ap- 
pears, on  parade,  jgnorant  of  his  duty,  wholly  unacquainted 
with  the  most  simple  requisites  of  military  discipline,  and  to- 
U^ly  deficient  in  the  very  elements  of  military  tactics,  is  it 
atpuige  that  he  should  be  subjected  to  the  reproach  of  the 
comn^unity,  or  that  the  least  intelligent  of  bis  command, 
^.ev/9n^  should  look  upon  the  whole  system  as  a  farce  ? 

,Tpe  mbpolof  instractioa  is  well  adapted,  in  some  degreci 
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to  remedy  these  defects,  and  if  properly  sustained,  will 
greatly  assist  all  those  who  may  enjoy  its  benefits  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  respective  duties.  The  act  passed  at  the  last 
special  session  of  the  legislature,  though  its  provisions  have 
not  been  tested,  will,  I  doubt  not,  accomplish  all  that  is  ex- 
pected. It  is  my  opinion,  however,  that  in  pursuance  of  this 
act,  officers  should  be  required  to  hold  their  respective  com- 
missions six,  instead  of  four  years.  An  approved  work  on 
military  tactics  is  quite  a  desideratum  at  the  present  time. 
By  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  June,  1829,  Gen.  Low  was 
authorized,  and  in  pursuance  of  that  act,  procured  and  dis- 
tributed Scott's  Abstract  of  Infantry  Tactics  to  the  several 
officers  in  the  State  entitled  thereto.  This  work,  however, 
has  fallen  into  disuse. 

«    The  work  now  used  by  our  drill-masters  at  their  schools       1 
of  instruction,  and  which,  it  seems  to  me,  should  be  placed       J 
in  the  hands  of  every  commissioned  officer  of  the  State,  is  a 
work  entitled,  '<A  concise  system  of,  and  regulation  for  the 
militia  and  volunteers  of  the  United  States,"  prepared  by 
Capt.  S.  Cooper,  and  highly  recommended  by  Gen'ls  Worth,       . 
Cadwalader,  Patterson,  and  other  distinguished  officers  of      ^ 
the  United  States  army. 

During  the  past  year  the  duties  of  this  department  have 
been  somewhat  more  arduous,  requiring  greater  attention  and 
oare  than  heretofore.  To  look  after  the  military  property,  as 
well  in  the  arsenal  at  Portsmouth  as  scattered  throughout 
the  State,  has  been  no  small  accession  to  the  ordinary  labor  ff 
imposed  upon  and  required  of  the  Adjutant  General.  In  pur-  1 
suance  of  acts  in  favor  of  the  artillery  companies  in  the 
14th,  19th,  and  24th  regiments,  which  were  passed  at  the 
June  session  of  last  year,  authorizing  and  'instructing  the 
Adjutant  General  to  furnish'said  companies  with  suitable 
ordnance,  three  brass  pieces,  with  appendages  complete,  have 
been  furnished,  at  an  expense  of  $1,749  18,  leaving  a  bal- 
ance of  the  appropriation  for  that  purpose,  of  $50  82,  which 
has  been  expeudcd  in  transporting  the  pieces  to  their  respec- 
tive destinations,  as  my  accounts  and  vouchers  will  show. 

More  than  a  year  ago  my  attention  was  called  by  the 
Commissary  General  at  Portsmouth,  to  the  condition  of  the 
arsenal  and  the  State  property  under  his  care.  The  atten- 
tion of  the  legislature  was  called  to  the  subject  at  the  June 
session  of  last  year,  and  at  the  November  session,  in  pnnni- 
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aoee  of  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Military  Affairs,  it 
was  ^'  Resolved  that  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject 
be  referred  to  the  Adjutant  General,  and  that  hebe  requested 
to  investigate  the  same,  and  report  at  the  next  session  of  the 
legislature." 

Agreeably  to  said  resolution,  I  embraced  the  earliest  oppor- 
tonity  to  visit  Portsmouth,  and  examine  somewhat  carefully 
as  to  the  condition  of  the  arsenal,  and  the  repairs  necessary 
to  be  made  for  the  better  security  of  the  State  property. 
The  roof  of  the  building  having  been  shingled  some  years, 
begins  to  show  signs  of  decay,  but  by  a  small  expense,  it 
may  answer  the  purpose  for  a  few  years  longer ;  yet  to  slate 
the  roof,  would,  it  seems  to  me,  so  far  as  permanency  and 
economy  are  concerned,  be  much  better,  and  the  property 
would  be  more  secure,  both  from  fire  and  dampness.  TI^ 
building  is  destitute  of  water  conductors  and  glass  windows, 
which  it  seems  to  me  should  be  provided.  The  State  guns 
have  usually  been  kept  packed  away  in  chests,  provided  for 
that  purpose,  where  they  are  Very  liable  to  gather  dampness. 
Were  tbMiy  provided  with  racks  around  the  walls,  exposed  to 
the  free  admission  of  light,  that  difficulty  would  be  to  a 
gieat  extent,  if  not  wholly,  obviated,  and  less  tcouble  yad 
cere  would  be  required  to.  keep  them  in  good  condition. 

The  expenses  of  this  department  for  the  past  year,  have 
been  somewhat  greater  than  for  some  years  previous,  or  than 
will  be  required  for  some  years  to  come ;  yet  it  is  hoped  there 
has  been  a  corresponding  advantage  to  the  military  service  of 
the  State.

At  the  last  session  of  the  legislatnre  an  act  was  passed  re- 
quiring the  several  County  Sealers  to  present  the  standard 
weights  and  measures  of  the  several  counties  at  the  Treasu- 
ry office  of  the  State,  and  try  and  prove  the  same  by  the 
standard  weights  and  measures  received  from  the  United 
States  government.  It  is  proper  that  the  legislature  should 
be  apprised  that  the  only  standard  weights  and  measures  re- 
ceived from  the  United  States  government  are  the  following : 

One  box  containing  avoirdupois  weights  of  the  following 
dimensions :  1  weight  of  50  lbs.,  1  weight  of  26  lbs*,  1 
weight  of  20  lbs.,  1  weight  of  10  lbs.,  1  weight  of  6  lbs., 
1  weight  of  4  lbs.,  1  weighs  of  3  lbs.,  1  weight  of  2  lbs.,  1 
weight  of  1  lb.,  and  down  to  1  oz. 

One  box  containing  troy  weights  of  different  dimensions, 
from  1  lb.  down  to  1  pwt. 

One  box  containing  the  United  States  standard  Yard. 

No  scale-beam  has  been  received,  nor  Balance  of  any  kind; 
DO  dry  memsmre  nor  liquid  measure;  nor  is  tbere  any  such 
article  deposited  in  this  office. 

I  have  lately  received  information  that  there  are  ai  Warii- 
iogtoa  a  half  bushel  measure,  and  a  set  of  liquid  measures, 
ready  for  delivery,  upon  the  order  ot  the  Executive  of  Ais 
State.

AND  PAPERS   IN  THE   EXAMINATION   OP   THE 
AFFAIRS  OF  THE  MANCHESTER  AND  LAW- 
RENCE RAILROAD,  JUNE  SESSION,  1849. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre&etUaihes 
*of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire : 

Respectfully  represent  the  undersigned  petitioners,  stock- 
holders in  the  Manchester  and  Lawrence  Railroad,  a  corpo^ 
ation  duly  established  by  said  State,  that  they  have,  as  they 
think,  reason  to  fear  that  the  affairs  of  said  corporation  hare 
been  so  managed,  from  its  organization,  as  to  place  its  busi- 
ness and  its  funds  in  an  embarrassed  state,  to  delay  the  com- 
pletion of  the  road,  and  to  produce  great  distrust  as  to  the 
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safety  of  the  property  whieh  we,  among  others,  have  nnfor- 
tanately  invested  in  it,  and  to  occasion  great  want  of  confi- 
dence in  the  statements  which  are  made  as  to  its  situation, 
and  which,  we  fear,  may  be  colored  by  the  disagreements 
unfortunately  existing  in  its  board  of  directors ;  that  the  in- 
terests of  the  stockholders  in  said  corporation  appear  to  de- 
mand a  thorough  investigation  into  its  affairs  and  its  man- 
agement; that  party  divisions  have  apparently  grown  to 
such  a  height  that  any  investigations  which  can  be  made 
by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  corporation,  may  not  com- 
mand the  confidence  of  the  stockholders  or  of  the  commu- 
nity, because  such  committee  may  be  suspected  to  be  parti- 
san in  its  character,  and  more  anxious  for  the  exoneration  of 
its  friends  from  blame,  than  for  the  disclosure  of  the  truth 
to  those  interested,  and  because  such  committee  must  be 
without  legal  authority  to  examine  either  persons  or  papers, 
ftirther  than  they  may  be  voluntarily  submitted  to  them ; 
and  that  in  our  opinion  the  public  good  would  be  promoted 
by  a  more  thorough  investigation  than  is  to  be  hoped  from 
such  a  committee.  They  therefore  request  that  your  honor- 
able body  would  appoint  a  committee  to  investigate  the  af- 
fairs of  said  corporation,  from  its  organization  to  the  present 
time,  with  power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  and  to 
make  report  thereof,  or  to  instruct  the  Railroad  Commission- 
ers to  make  such  investigation  and  report,  so  that  such 
measures  may  be  adopted,  as  to  your  wisdom  may  seem 
meet,  for  the  security  of  the  stockholders  and  of  the  com- 
munity.

The  petition  of  Luther  V.  Bell,  now  of  Somerville,  in  the 
Ooinm<mweatth  of  Massaehnseits,  tately  a  citizen  of  New 
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Hampshire,  and  aa  ex-member  of  the  lover  bovae  of  Urn 
Geoerai  Court,  humbly  shows — 

That  yoar  petitiouer,  having  the  deepest  conidesce  ia 
the  public  faith  as  well  as  the  sagacious  and  wise  legiakuioa 
which  has  marked  this  State  in  the  matter  of  incorporated 
bodies,  was  induced  to  invest  a  portion  of  the  savings  of  aa 
anxious  and  laborious  professional  life,  in  the  Manchester 
and  Lawrence  Railroad,  a  company  chartered  by  the  Gene- 
ral  Court  in  1847 ;  that  he  has  paid  in  full  for  forty  sbues 
of  the  same,  in  accordance  with  the  charter,  rules  and  votes 
thereof,  and  on  his  part  has  complied  in  good  faith  .with 
every  requisition  needful  to  complete  a  valnable  public  ea- 
terprise,  and  secure  for  himself  a  fair  return  for  his  invesi- 
ment. 

He  would  further  represent,  that  owing  to  difficulties  and 
disagreements,  (having  no  ground  or  apology  in  the  simple 
nature  of  the  undertaking  or  its  ample  facilities, )  among  the 
President  and  Directors  of  said  company,  of  the  exact  char^ 
acter  and  merits  of  which  your  petitioner  is  not  fully  advie* 
ed,  but  of  such  a  nature,  as  he  is  informed,  that  the  pros- 
pects and  interests  of  said  enterprise  are  materially  affected 
thereby ;  that  its  affairs  are  in  a  state  of  the  greatest  confu- 
sion and  embarrassment ;  that  a  double  set  of  engineers  are 
on  its  track,  the  one  absolutely  filling  up  with  gravel  the 
deep  rock  cuttings  made  by  the  other ;  that  its  shares  could 
not  now  be  disposed  of  in  open  market  without  a  ruinous 
loss;  that  charges  of  neglect,  fraud  and  malfeasance  ace 
loudly  and  publicly  uttered  against  the  various  parties  m  con- 
test, a  part  or  the  whole  of  which  allegations  may,  in  the 
best  judgment  of  your  petitioner,  not  be  without  basis. 

Tour  petitioner  would  further  represent  that  at  a  meeting 
of  the  stockholders,  recently  holden  at  a  call  of  a  requisite 
proportion  of  owners,  a  committee  of  examination  was  pr^ 
tendedly  chosen,  which,  even  if  fairly  and  honestly  elected, 
could,  in  his  opinion,  subserve  no  useful  purpose,  inasmuch 
as  any  investigation  of  the  difficulties,  charges  and  acts  of 
the  contending  parties,  made  without  any  power  of  sending 
for  persons  or  papers,  or  subjecting  the  conflicting  state- 
ments of  interested  parties  to  the  test  of  an  oath,  would 
only  further  complicate  and  involve  matters  already  embar- 
rassed and  intricate. 

But  your  petitioner  further  asserts^  of  his  own  pensoaal 
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Mowl6dg«,  having  been  present  and  proteeting  against  the 
same,  that  an7  snch  committee  of  examination  was  not  cho- 
aen  by  any  dniy  ascertained  and  actual  major  vote  of  bona 
ide  shareholders  present  in  person  or  by  proxy,  and  there* 
fore  has  no  right  to  assnme  any  power  to  interfere  in  mat- 
ters not  legally  entrusted  to  any  such  irregular  and  self-con* 
atituted  body. 

Your  petitioner  avers  that  at  said  meeting  "  the  receiving, 
counting  and  examining  the  votes  "  cast  for  a  committee  of 
examination  was  entrusted  to  a  committee  of  three  p>er8on8, 
nominated  by  the  President ;  that  said  President  called  for 
the  proxies^  averring  that  such  proxies  must  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  to  authorize  votes  being  cast  upon  them  ;  that  the 
committee  received  such  ballots  as  were  offered  them  in 
*^  carrying  round  the  hat,"  in  a  large  meeting  of  several  hun- 
dred citizens  and  stockholders,  and  after  having  retired  for 
the  purpose  of  completing  their  duties,  utterly  refused  to 
compare  the  ballots  so  collected  with  either  the  books  of  the 
company  or  the  proxies,  or  any  other  list  by  which  accuracy 
could  be  tested  or  mistakes,  misunderstandings  or  frauds  be 
prevented  or  corrected  ;  that  such  mistakes  and  frauds  are 
believed  to  have  occurred  to  a  great  and  deciding  extent, 
■one  person  even  declaring  then  and  there  openly,  that  ho  had 
voted  on  shares  he  was  expecting  hereafter  to  purchase  ! 
'  Your  petitioner  further  represents  that  the  clerk  of  said 
meeting  declared,  and  the  committee  were  publicly  chal- 
lenged to  discharge  themselves  by  a  denial  of  so  gross  an 
allegation,  but  declined  so  to  do,  that  the  votes  received  and 
counted,  (but  not  "examined,"  as  was  the  vote  and  order  of 
said  meeting,)  were  not  in  accordance  with  the  ownership 
of  shares,  as  represented  by  the  books  of  said  corporation, 
but  on  the  contrary  persons  owning  a  few  shares  voted  on 
many,  without  any  real  right  to  do  so,  and  without  even  any 
pretence,  so  far  as  said  committee  could  have  known. 

Yoor  petitioner  would  still  further  represent  that  he  is  in- 
formed, and  verily  believes,  that  persons  interested  in  the  of- 
fices and  emoluments  of  this  road  have  by  various  irregular 
and  improper  means  sought  to  control  and  manage  the  same, 
irrespeotive  of  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  actual  majori- 
ty, such  as  soliciting  for  theoMelves  and  their  agents  the 
proxies  of  stockholders  not  specially  informed  of  their  true 
ol^jects  and  selfish  endS|  and  that  to  a  controlling  extent,  and 
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abo  bjr  osiog  the  pretended  proxiee  at  penom  who  never 
had  any  actual  or  responsible  ownership  in  said  company ; 
that  your  petitioner  is  informed  that  on  the  original  aUnt^- 
ment  of  shares  in  said  road,  actual  sabscribers  were  rejeoft- 
ed,  and  shares  were  asrigned  to  persons  who  have  never  so 
sanctioned  such  volunteer  awards  as  to  make  it  possible  to 
hold  them  to  payments ;  that  such  parties  have  never  paid 
or  intended  to  pay  any  thing  on  such  shares,  since  the  fact 
became  obvious  that  no  premiwn  on  their  rights  was  to  be 
expected ;  that  such  sham  holdings  have  been  voted  upon 
by  evil  minded  persons,  as  if  proxies  or  assignees  under 
them,  who  have  not  placed  such  transfers  on  the  treasurer's 
books  as  was  just,  proper  and  usual,  and  who  intend  in  no 
wise  to  answer  to  the  assessments  laid  and  due  upon  them,  or 
lo  assume  any  personal  responsibility  in  regard  thereto ;  and 
that  the  actual  majority  in  this  corporation  is  not  represented 
by  the  pretended  and  controlling  one. 

Your  petitioner  lastly  represents,  that  from  the  fact  that 
such  gross  and  outrageous  violations  of  the  rights  of  himself 
and  other  innocent  stockholders,  having  been  perpetrated  at 
said  meeting,  without  any  power  or  disposition  to  redreas 
or  rebuke  the  same,  he  has  every  reason  to  believe  and  fear 
that  the  same  unjustifiable  means  will  be  again,  resorted  to 
in  the  choice  of  Directors  at  the  annual  meeting,  soon  to  be 
holden,  and  that  the  interests-  of  the  enterprise  will  be  sac* 
rificed,  the  rights  of  the  stockholders  overridden,  and  the 
authority  of  the  State  contemned,  unless  your  honorable 
court  will  interpose  its  natural  as  well  as  reserved  powers  to 
protect  him  and  others  similarly  situated. 

He  therefore  prays  your  honorable  body  to  make  such  m- 
quisition  into  the  premises  as  justice  and  the  protection  of 
persons  who  have  invested  their  means  in  full  confdence  in 
your  power  and  ability  to  guard  them,  if  the  emergooey 
should  require  it,  may  seem  to  render  expedient.  And  after 
Wch  investigation  by  a  disinterested  committee  of  yoar  body, 
empowered  to  elicit  truth  by  the  sending  for  persons  and  pa* 
pers,  and  the  administration  of  oaths,  he  prays  yon  wooU 
prevent  the  repetition  of  such  irregular  and  pemioious  prie- 
lices  as  prevailed  at  the  late  meeting  of  said  corpoiatioo,  if 
the  statutes  already  provided  be  found  inaufficient.

The  select  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  petition 
of  R.  H.  Ayer  and  others,  praying  for  an  investigation  into 
the  affairs  of  the  Manchester  and  Lawrence  Railroad,  and 
the  petition  of  Luther  Y.  Bell,  praying  for  the  same,  with 
power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  beg  leave  to  report,  as 
follows : 

That  they  duly  notified  the  petitioners  and  the  officers  of 
said  Railroad,  who  appeared  before  them  with  their  counsel, 
and  the  petitioners,  upon  the  requirement  of  the  committee, 
filed  before  them,  in  writing,  specifications  of  the  grounds  of 
their  complaints  in  the  form  of  interrogatories,  which  are 
hereunto  annexed,  marked  (A.)  And  the  officers  of  said  Rail- 
road, upon  the  like  requirements  by  the  committee,  filed  be- 
fore them  their  answers  in  writing.  The  separate  answer  of 
James  U.  Parker,  Esquire,  the  President  of  said  Railroad,  is 
hereunto  annexed,  marked  (B.;)  the  separate  answer  of  John 
A.  Richardson,  Esquire,  one  of  the  Directors,  is  hereunto  an- 
nexed, marked  (C.)  The  joint  answer  of  Herman  Poster, 
Robert  Mack,  James  Thom,  and  Greenleaf  Clarke,  Esquires, 
four  of  the  Directors  of  said  Railroad,  accompanied  with 
the  statement  of  J.  T.  P.  Hunt,  Esquire,  formerly  a  Direc- 
tor, and  now  Superintendent  of  said  Railroad,  with  numer- 
ous accompanying  papers,  is  hereunto  annexed,  marked  (D.) 

The  committee  have  bestowed  careful  attention  upon  the

299  04.  That  the  whole  amount  of  receipts  to  the  present 
time  is  $362,584  77.  That  the  whole  amount  paid  out  is 
^360,286  73.  The  whole  number  of  shares  created  is  five 
thousand.  No  officer  of  this  corporation  or  other  person,  so 
ftr  as  I  know,  holds  any  share  or  shares  of  the  stock,  except 
in  good  faith,  and  as  absqlnte  owner  thereof.  As  appears  by 
the  Treaaarer'd  books  the  whole  number  of  shares  paid  up- 
43 
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oa  is  4610,  and  those  not  paid  upon  are  held  by  the 
whose  names  are  hereto  annexed. 

2d  inqairy — At  the  time  when  I  ceased  to  have  any  direct 
active  agency  in  this  corporation,  my  belief  was  that  the 
road  might  be  put  in  good  running  order  by  the  first  of  Oc- 
tober next,  and  for  the  sum  of  $500,000  to  $530,000,  ex- 
clusive of  depots  and  furniture.  I  have  now  no  better  meana 
of  judging  than  I  then  had.  T  ceased  to  have  any  direct  ac* 
tive  agency  in  the  road  on  the  appointment  of  a  Superintend 
dent,  which  I  believe  was  on  the  7th  or  8th  day  of  Februa- 
ry last. 

4ih  inquiry — The  road  has  always  proceeded  as  fast  as 
our  funds  would  warrant,  and  in  some  instances,  in  my  judg- 
ment, faster,  as  we  have  been  obliged  to  borrow  money,  and 
I  do  not  believe  the  work  has  been  delayed  by  the  negli- 
gence of  its  officers  or  agents. 

5th  inquiry — There  is  a  difference  of  opinion  in  the  Board 
of  Directors,  as  to  the  management  of  the  road,  and  Xbm 
main  causes  of  that  difference  is  more  fully  expressed  in  the 
records  of  the  Directors,  where  they  have  voted  by  yeas  and 
nays.  In  those  cases  where  it  was  important  that  the  acta 
of  the  Directors  should  be  unanimous,  then  their  difference 
may  have  caused  delay  and  embarrasstnent ;  bat  when  a  ma^ 
jority  vote  was  all  that  was  necessary,  I  do  not  see  how  em* 
barrassment  or  delay  has  necessarily  resulted,  or  how  the  in- 
terests of  the  stockholders  have  suffered  thereby. 

6th  inquiry — If  Samuel  Nott,  our  former  active  engineer, 
has  been  legally  dismissed,  we  have  but  one  set  of  engi- 
neers: but  if  he  has  not  been  legtilly  dismissed,  then  we 
have  two  sets  of  engineers ;  and  this  must  necessarily  in- 
crease our  expenses.  Whether  Samuel  Nott  has  been  legal- 
ly dismissed  or  not.  is  a  matter  of  law,  of  which  I  give  no 
opinion.  I  am  not  aware  that  the  conduct  of  the  officers  of 
the  road  in  relation  to  this  matter  has  been  such  as  to  em- 
barrass or  delay  the  work,  except  as  the  dismission  of  one 
set  of  engineers  and  the  substitution  of  another,  must  ne- 
cessarily increase  the  expense,  embarrass,  and  occasion  de- 
lay. 

7th  inquiry— Two  thousand  bars  of  iron  were  loaned  to 
the  Wilton  Railroad  last  summer,  under  an  agreement  to  re- 
turn the  same  when  called  for ;  to  pay  the  duties  at  the  en** 
torn  house,  and  to  pay  intarest  on  ibm  cos!  of  tbaiaaoM  uolfl 
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retamed — the  balance  was  left  in  bond  for  payment  of  da- 
ties.  A  portion  of  the  same  has  since  been  taken  from  bond, 
and  is  now  in  use  for  grading  and  other  purposes  on  the 
road.  Since  the  above  inquiries  were  made,  I  have  received 
a  letter  from  Messrs.  Wainwright  ft  Tappan,  the  agents  for 
the  sellers,  stating  that  about  $600  is  now  due.  My  im* 
pcession  is  that  there  is  not  so  much  due,  but  I  cannot  tell, 
without  going  into  a  careful  recast  of  the  account. 

8th  inquiry — No  officer  of  this  corporation  has  improperly 
procured,  held  or  transferred  any  stock  in  this  corporation,  so 
far  as  I  know,  for  the  purpose  of  controlling  the  bona  fide 
stockholders  ;  as  I  do  not  know  or  believe  that  a  single  share 
is  held  by  any  officer,  not  in  good  faith. 

9th  inquiry — I  do  not  know  of  any  proxies  being  impro- 
perly obtained  by  any  officer  for  the  last  special  meeting  of 
the  stockholders,  for  any  purpose. 

10th  inquiry — At  no  meeting  of  this  corporation  have  any 
of  its  officers  voted  improperly  or  irregularly,  so  far  as  I  un- 
derstand the  law  with  regfurd  to  the  proper  and  regular  right 
to  vote,  nor  were  any  shares  procured  for  any  improper  or  ir- 
regular purpose ;  and  no  shares  of  any  officer,  so  far  as  I 
know,  are  now  withheld  from  the  corporation,  to  the  embar- 
rassment of  its  affiiirs,  except  so  far  as  the  want  of  payment 
in  full  may  occasion  embarrassment. 

11th  inquiry — This  corporation,  so  far  as  I  know,  has 
formed  no  connection  of  any  kind  with  any  other  corpora- 
tion, nor  has  any  other  corporation,  or  the  members  thereof, 
improperly  interfered  with  the  affairs  of  this  corporation.

Answers,  by  J.  A,  Richardson,  to  interrogatories  proposed  by 
the  petitioners  for  an  investigation  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Manchester  and  Lawrence  Railroad : 

Ist — As  to  the  state  of  the  funds — what  the  receipts 
and  expeiidttores,  I  am  nnable  to  answer  definitely  without 
roeout^e  to  the  Treasurer's  books.  The  number  of  shares 
CMated  is  50^0.    I  know  of  no  shsfes  that  are  not  held  in 
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good  iaith.     As  to  the  number  paid  upAi,  and  by  whom 
those  not  paid  upon  are  now  held,  I  cannot  state  without  re- 
ference to  the  Treasurer's  books,  which  I  ha^e  bad  no  op-        ^ 
portunity  of  doing. 

2d-'^Prom  information  derived  from  the  Superintendent 
and  Engineer,  the  road  is  making  good  progress  towards 
coo>pletion — that  it  will  probably  be  put  in  mnning  order  ss 
early  as  October  next — and  that  exclusive  of  furniture  and 
depots,  the  cost  will  be  about  a  half  million  of  dollars. 

4th — I  have  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the  road  has  not 
progressed  as  fast  as  the  interest  of  the  stockholders  demand^ 
ed;  neither  have  I  any  reason  to  believe  that  it  has  been  de* 
layed  by  the  negligence  of  its  officers  and  agents.  Tb* 
funds  of  the  corporation,  from  the  information  I  have  from 
time  to  time  obtained,  have  been  expended  on  the  road  as  J 

fast  as  received,  in  addition  to  a  loan  obtained  for  $10,000.  J 

5th — There  is  a  division  in  the  Board  of  Directors  as  to        ' 
some  matters  connected  with  the  management  of  the  road. 
The  causes  are  various.     The  purchase  of  depot  lands  at 
Manchester,  the  creation  of  new  stock,  the  appointment  of  i 

a  Superintendent,  the  manner  of  it,  and  the  powers  confer*  I 
red  upon  him,  the  dismissal  of  the  Engineer  and  the  ap- 
pointment of  another,  occur  to  me  now  ns  the  causes  of  a 
division  in  the  board.  Whether  the  interests  of  the  stock* 
holders  have  or-are  suffering  thereby,  I  cannot  undertake  to 
decide,  as  it  is  a  matter  of  opinion. 

6tb — I  have  heard  and  believe  that  Mr.  Samuel  Nott 
claims  to  be  the  Engineer  of  the  road,  and  also  that  Mr.  Ba- 
con is  the  acting  Engineer.  That  Mr.  Nott  holds  himself  in 
readiness  to  perform  what  he  regards  the  contract  made  with 
the  Board  of  Directors.  As  to  the  conduct  of  the  different 
Directors  in  regard  to  said  Engineers,  I  know  nothing ;  nei- 
ther do  1  know  anything  of  the  conduct  of  the  officers  of 
the  corporation  calculated  to  delay,  embarrass,  or  increase 
the  expense  of  the  road. 

7th — In  regard  to  the  iron  account,  I  can  only  state  gen- 
erally that  I  have  understood  that  Messrs.  Wainwright  &t 
Tappan,  through  whom  the  iron  was  purchased,  claim  at 
this  time  a  balance  of  several  hundred  dollars  on  account  of 
it — that  the  iron  is  in  bond  for  the  duties,  except  a  small  por- 
tion lent  to  the  Wilton  Road,  and  what  has  been  laid  and  ib 
use  on  the  Manchester  and  liiwrence  Road. 
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8th — If  any  portion  of  the  stock  of  said  road  has  been  im- 
properly procured,  held,  or  transferred  by  or  to  any  officer  of 
said  corporation,  for  the  purpose  of  controlling  the  bona  fide 
shareholders  of  said  corporation,  or  for  any  purpose,  I  do  not 
know  it. 

9th — If  any  proxies  were  improperly  obtained  to  be  used 
at  the  late  stockholders'  meeting,  for  any  purpose,  I  am  ig- 
norant of  it. 

10th — How  any  of  the  officers,  at  any  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  voted,  I  am  not  informed.  I  was  present  at  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  when  some  discussion 
took  place  as  to  the  right  of  voting  on  stock  which  had  not 
been  transferred  on  Treasurer's  books,  and  on  which  nothing 
had  been  paid.  How  such  stock  was  obtained,  for  what 
purpose,  or  how  disposed  of,  I  have  no  information. 

lith — I  do  not  know,  neither  do  I  believe  that  said  cor- 
poration has  formed  any  improper  connexion  with  any  other 
corporation,  nor  that  any  other  corporation,  or  members 
thereof,  have  improperly  interfered  with  the  affairs  of  said 
M.  and  L.  corporation.

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  board  of  Directors  of 
the  Mniichester  and  Lawrence  Railroad,  make  the  fdlowmg 
statemi^tit  it)  respect  to  the  points  of  inquiry  proposed  by  the 
petitioners  for  investigation : 

1st.  There  is  now  in  the  treasury  of  the  road  $225  61, 
cash,  $874  92  notes.  $359,071  77  have  been  received,  in 
the  whole,  and  $357,971  24  paid  out.  5000  shares  have 
been  created.  It  is  impossible  for  us  to  say  what  portion  of 
them  are  now  in  the  hands  of  bona  fide  holders  and  what 
not,  otherwise  than  to  say  that  4442  shares  have  been  paid 
upon  and  558  shares  not  paid  upon.  The  Treasurer's  books 
will  show  who  are  the  holders  of  such  shares,  as  we  sup- 
pose. 

2d.  The  accompanying  report  of  the  Superintendent  to 
the  Directors  will  show  what  progress  the  road  had  made  up 
to  the  Isi  of  June  last,  and  when  it  will  probably  be  finish^ 
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ed,  and  its  cost.  Since  that  report  was  made  the  road  has 
been  rapidly  progressing,  and  from  the  Superintendent  and 
Engineer  we  learn  it  will  be  finished  early  in  September,  if 
the  requisite  funds  can  be  supplied. 

4th.  The  road  in  our  opinion  has  not  progressed  as  fast  as 
the  interest  of  the  stockholders  demanded.  From  the  fol- 
lowing vote  passed  April  12th,  1848,  it  will  appear  that  the 
Directors  contemplated  finishing  it  at  an  early  day^  to  wit: 

<'  Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  and  safe  in  prosecuting 
the  work  on  the  Manchester  and  Lawrence  Railroad  to  aot 
with  a  view  of  putting  the  road  in  running  order  by  the  1st 
day  of  January  next." 

Five  of  the  Directors  were  strongly  in  favor  of  this  reso- 
lution— ^Messrs.  Greenleaf  Clarke  and  H.  Foster  opposed  it. 
The  road  not  being  finished  in  January  last,  as  contemplated 
by  the  above  vote,  on  the  4th  day  of  that  month  the  Direct- 
ors passed  the  following  vote  : 

"  Votedj  That  sufficient  force  be  applied  to  cause  the  road 
to  be  in  running  order  by  the  1st  day  of  July  next.'- 

From  the  above  report  of  the  Superintendent  it  will  ap- 
pear that  the  road  cannot  be  finished  until  some  lime  in  the 
month  of  September  next. 

Early  in  the  progress  of  ihe  road,  a  majority  of  the  board 
of  Directors  were  in  favor  of  the  appointment  of  a  con- 
structing Agent  r  for  the  road  ;  but  the  President  and  Engi- 
neer were  strenuously  opposed  to  it. 

On  the  3d  day  of  May,   1848,  the  following  vote  was 


"  Voted,  That  to  insure  the  prompt  and  early  completion 
of  the  road,  the  President  be  empowered  to  take  such  im- 
mediate measures  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  effect  the 
object  in  all  respects." 

Under  this  vote  the  President  exercised  a  general  agency 
in  the  afiairs  of  the  road,  and  the  other  Directors  left  the 
construction  of  it  mainly  to  him.  This  vote  was  passed  itt 
his  own  request.  Under  this  vote  he  went  on  until  Febm- 
ary  7th,  1849,  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  the 
good  of  the  road  and  interests  of  the  corporation  demanded 
a  change  in  the  constructing  Agent,  and  a  Superintendent 
was  appointed,  to  take  charge  of  it  instead  of  the  President- 
While  the  President  had  charge  of  the  road  as  above  stated, 
it  was  a  subject  of  frequent  conversation  in  the  board  of 
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Directors  that  he  did  not  give  sufficient  time  and  attention 
to  it.  He  has  never  been  known  by  the  undersigned  to  go 
over  or  on  the  road  except  in  a  very  few  instances,  and  we 
are  informed  by  some  of  the  contractors  on  the  work  that 
they  never  saw  him  upon  the  road.  During  this  time  the 
light  work  on  the  road  progressed  tolerably  well,  but  the 
heavy  work  was  neglected. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  Engineer's  statement,  which 
makes  a  part  of  the  Superintendent's  report,  that  much  of 
the  heaviest  portion  of  the  grading  and  masonry  on  the  road 
16  embraced  in  the  section  extending  five  miles  north  of  the 
south  crossing  of  the  Derry  turnpike.  It  will  be  found  from 
the  estimate  of  the  engineer  now  upon  the  road,  that  the 
grading  and  masonry  on  this  section  of  five  miles  will  cost 
more  than  the  grading,  masonry  and  bridging  of  all  the 
other  sections  of  the  road  put  together.  This  whole  seo- 
tion,  at  the  time  the  Superintendent  entered  upon  his  duties, 
in  February;  1849,  had  been  much  neglected,  and  was  in  a 
very  backward  state  ;  and  up  to  the  1st  of  May,  some  three 
months  after  his  appointment,  and  after  good  progress  had 
been  made  by  him,  only  56  per  cent,  of  the  whole  section 
was  estimated  to  be  done. 

For  instance,  the  Kelly  cut,  (so  called,)  contains  from 
11,000  to  12,000  yards  of  rock,  and  is  the  hardest  point  on 
the  whole  road ;  yet  the  work  upon  it  ,was  not  touched 
until  December  last,  having  laid  through  all  the  summer  and 
fail  of  1848,  and  at  the  time  the  Superintendent  went  upon 
Che  road  less  than  1,000  yards  had  been  got  out.  Two  large 
and  expensive  embankments  north  of  the  Kelly  cut,  con- 
taining some  40,000  and  70,000  yards,  costing  on  an  ave- 
rage about  30  cents  per  yard,  had  advanced  but  very  little 
ap  to  the  1st  of  March.  On  the  Gordon  ledge,  containing 
10,000  yards  ledge,  about  one-half  had  been  got  out  by  the 
1st  of  April ;  and  on  the  Tenny  cut,  containing  about  8,000 
yards  ledge  and  16,000  yards  of  earth,  less  than  half  the 
ledge  and  very  little  of  the  earth  had  been  excavated  at  that 
time. 

The  undersigned  frequently  called  the  attention  of  the 
President  to  this  neglect  of  the  work,  and  wished  him  to 
4Bpend  more  time  upon  it.  He  said  he  would ;  and  particu- 
larly upon  the  day  of  the  last  annual  meeting.  When  the 
board  of  directors  then  chosen  organized,  he  said  he  would 
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spend  the  whole  of  his  time  about  the  road  aod  npoti  it. 
But  be  did  not.  Thus  matters  went  on.  On  the  6th  ef 
December,  1848,  at  the  request  of  the  President,  the  salaries 
of  the  President  and  other  officers  of  the  road  were  fixed, 
and  the  President's  duties  defined  : 

"  Votedj  That  the  President  hereafter  devote  all  his  time 
to  the  concerns  of  the  road,  and  report  to  the  board  io 
writing  at  the  stated  meetings  at  least  once  in  each  month 
the  progress  of  the  work — to  manage  in  connection  with 
the  Treasurer  the  financial  concerns  of  the  corporation,  and 
generally  to  superintend  all  incidental  matters  that  arise  is 
the  prosecution  of  the  enterprise.'' 

His  salary  was  then  fixed  at  $1,000.  At  the  same  meet- 
ing the  salary  was  raised,  at  the  President's  request,  from 
$1,000  to  $1,500,  under  the  expectation  that  the  Presideol 
would  then  perform  the  duties  prescribed  for  him.  On  tlw 
4th  of  January,  1849,  finding  the  President  of  the  road  did 
not  attend  to  the  duties  assigned  him  in  the  manner  he  ought 
to  have  done,  his  salary  was  reduced  to  $1,000.  Thongk 
frequently  requested  by  votes  and  otherwise,  the  President 
Bever  made  any  written  reports  or  statements  to  the  board* 

On  the  7th  of  February  a  Superintendent  was  appointed, 
since  which  time  the  road  has  progressed  very  much  faster, 
and  is  now  making  good  progress  towards  completion. 

The  undersigned  give  it  as  their  opinion  that  if  Mr. 
Hunt  had  been  appointed  Superintendent  in  August  last, 
and  no  embarrassments  had  been  thrown  in  their  way,  the 
road  would  have  been  in  running  order  tlie  1st  day  of  July. 

Further  answering,  the  undersigned  say  that  in  their  opior 
ion  the  road  has  been  delayed,  and  the  interests  of  the  stock- 
holders suffered,  by  the  conduct  of  the  former  engineer,  in 
locating  and  constructing  the  road.  In  the  location  of  the 
road,  many  thousand  dollars  might  have  been  saved  to  the 
stockholders  of  the  corporation,  as  the  undersigned  believe, 
and  as  good  or  a  better  line  furnished,  had  it  been  placed 
where,^  in  their  opinion,  it  should  have  been  at  many  points* 
Thus,  at  the  Hopkins  road,  in  our  opinion,  a  different  locft* 
tion  would  have  straightened  the  road,  and  saved  an  ex- 
pense, as  we  have  beeu  informed,  of  between  $11,000  and 
^12,000,  by  saving  a  great  portion  of  the  '^fil  "  in  Hop- 
kins' meadow.  So  at  the  Ledge  hill,  by  taking  a  radius  o( 
2000  feet,  instead  of  a  compound  curve  of  1900  and  230» 
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feet  radius,  the  expense  of  taking  out  7000  yards  of  ledge,  al 
$1  12,  might  ha^e  been  saved,  say  $7875.  At  this  point  the 
Superintendent  contemplated  a  change  of  the  track,  and 
had  surveys,  plans  and  estimates  made  for  that  purpose ;  and 
had  it  been  contemplated  to  grade  the  road  for  a  double 
track,  $2000  would  have  been  saved  by  the  change.  But 
a»  three  or  four  thousand  dollars  had  already  been  expended 
in  taking  out  the  ledge,  he  could  not  make  a  saving  by  aban- 
doning what  had  already  been  done,  and  grading  a  new 
road  for  a  single  track,  though  it  might  have  been  done 
about  as  cheap  as  to  proceed  on  the  old  track. 

The  location  is  also,  as  we  think,  bad  at  Gordon's  ledge, 
where,  by  keeping  to  the  east,  a  large  saving  might  have 
been  made,  and  also  back  of  the  Railroad  house  in  Salem, 
and  thence  south  to  Mr.  Gallagher's.  So  at  a  point  near 
the  State  line,  a  large  quantity  of  ledge  cutting  might  have 
been  avoided  and  considerable  expense  saved  to  the  Boston 
and  Maine  Railroad. 

At  Austin's  mill,  in  Salem,  an  alteration  was  made  in  the 
location,  by  a  committee  of  the  Directors,  against  the  wishes 
of  the  President  and  Engineer,  and  a  large  saving  made  to 
the  corporation,  and  a  straight  and  better  line  obtained. 
The  road,  as  originally  located  at  this  point,  passed  very 
near  a  steam  saw  mill,  within  a  foot  or  two  of  the  mill,  at  a 
grade,  as  reported  to  the  board,  three  feet  above  the  ground. 
It  turned  out  that  the  grade  was  actually  thirteen  feet  above 
the  ground  ;  and  to  carry  the  road  over  this  place  and  by  the 
mill,  the  Engineer  recommended  a  wooden  structure  or 
bridge  about  1200  feet  long.  This  would  have  been  liable 
to  fire  from  tlie  mill,  and  again  the  mill  to  fire  from  the  en- 
gines on  the  road.  Besides,  that  it  was  very  well  ascertain- 
ed, as  the  committee  have  stated,  that  the  corporation  would 
have  to  pay  about  $2700  for  damage  done  to  the  mill  and 
privilege  by  the  passage  of  the  road  in  this  way.  To  es- 
cape this  difficulty  and  expenses,  though  against  the  wish 
of  the  President  and  Engineer,  the  location  was  changed, 
and  a  great  saving,  as  the  undersigned  believe,  made  to  the 
corporation. 

In  other  places,  wrong  calculations  were  made  by  the  En- 
gineer as  to  cuttings  for  the  road.  In  the  town  of  Salem,  as 
Mr.  Nott,  the  Engineer,  has  stated  to  the  board,  a  cutting 
which  was  estimated  at  first  at  about  three  feet  in  earth, 
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turned  oat  to  be  thirteen  feet — three  in  earth  and  ten  in 
eolid  ledge. 

Such  miscalcalations  delayed,  nnavoidably,  the  road ;  and 
the  President  often  complained  of  the  negligence  of  the  en<- 
gineer  department,  particularly  at  the  meeting  of  the  Direc- 
tors on  the  14th  day  of  Sept.,  1848.  He  complained  that 
the  Engineer  spent  only  part  of  a  day  in  the  week  at  Maa- 
ohester,  and  the  rest  of  the  time  in  Boston ;  and  that  the 
8ub««ngineers  were  entirely  unfit  for  the  work,  and  called 
the  attention  of  the  board  to  the  blunders  and  mistakes  of 
the  Engineer,  as  he  represented  them,  and  invited  the  Di- 
rectors to  go  and  examine  for  themselves.  They  did  so,  and 
the  location  of  the  road  was  in  one  place  changed,  as  above 
specified. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  construction  of  the  road  has 
been  embarrassed  by  the  conduct  of  the  President  in  regard 
to  the  iron,  he  having  bonded  it  to  the  Custom  House  in  his 
own  name,  and  neglected  to  deliver  it  to  the  Superintendent 
when  required. 

6th.  There  is  a  division  in  the  board  of  Directors  in  re- 
gard to  the  management  of  said  road,  five  of  the  Directors 
asually  agreeing,  and  sometimes  six,  and  the  President,  and 
sometimes  one  other  Director,  disagreeing. 

The  causes  and  occasions  of  the  difference  have  been 
several,  viz : 

1st.  The  subject  of  the  appointment  of  a  confitnicting 
agent.  From  the  commencement  of  the  work,  a  majority 
of  the  Directors  were  in  favor  of  appointing  some  active, 
capable  business  man  Constructing  Agent  or  Superintendenti 
who  should  devote  his  time  to  the  business  of  the  road. 
The  President  was  opposed  to  this.  He  wished  no  agent 
employed,  but  seemed  to  desire  to  have  every  thing  done 
under  his  own  direction,  and  by  persons  employed  by  him 
instead  of  the  Directors.  The  majority  of  the  Directors 
yielded  their  opinions  in  this  matter  to  the  President,  in 
this,  the  result  proves  they  acted  unwisely. 

2d.  Another  canse  of  a  division  of  the  board,  more  mark- 
ed than  at  any  time  previous,  was  the  purchase  of  some  land 
of  the  Amoskeag  Company  at  Manchester,  for  the  depot 
buildings  there,  with  the  right  of  way  through  other  lands 
of  said  company.  Commencing  on  the  2d  day  of  August, 
1848,  a  hearing  of  three  days  continuance  was  had  before 
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the  Railroad  Commissioners,  at  Manchester,  upon  the  right 
of  way  through  the  Arooskeag  Company's  land^  and  a  coin 
section  of  the  Manchester  and  Lawrence  Railroad  with  the 
Concord  Railroad.  The  Manchester  and  Lawrence  Rail- 
road asked  for  a  connection  with  the  Concord  road  in  a  par* 
tkular  place.  The  Concord  road  desired  it  in  another  place. 
The  Railroad  Commissioners  decided  not  to  lay  out  a  con- 
nection as  desired  by  either  of  the  parties,  but  recommended 
a  different  method ;  and  to  give  an  opportunity  to  all  parties 
to  examine  and  consult  upon  the  connection  recommended 
by  them,  adjourned  to  the  23d  of  the  same  month  of  August. 
On  the  23d  day  of  August,  the  Commissioners  met  the  par^ 
ties  again,  and  the  Amoskeag  Company  then  made  a  propo- 
sition to  sell  to  the  Manchester  and  Lawrence  Railroad  the 
right  of  way  and  land  desired,  upon  certain  terms  named. 
This  proposition,  they  said,  was  their  ultimatum.  The 
Railroad  Commissioners  were  consulted  upon  this  proposi- 
tion ;  so  was  the  Engineer,  Samuel  Nott,  and  Ira  Perley, 
Esq.,  who  was  not  then  a  Director  in  the  road,  but  their 
counsel,  and  several  other  influential  stockholders.  All 
the  persons  consulted,  including  the  Railroad  Commissioners 
and  Engineer,  strongly  advised  the  acceptance  of  the  propo- 
sition, excepting  the  President  of  the  road  and  Peter  Clark, 
Esq.,  who  was  then  a  stockholder,  but  not  a  Director.  The 
President  stated  in  the  board  of  Directors,  both  before  and 
after  they  voted  upon  the  proposition,  that  he  would  throw 
every  obstacle  in  the  way  of  the  arrangement.  On  the  Ist 
day  of  September  then  next,  the  board  of  Directors  passed 
upon  this  proposition  of  the  Amoskeag  Company,  votitig  by 
yeas  and  nays,  at  the  President's  request.  The  vote  stood, 
five  in  favor  of  the  acceptance  of  the  proposition,  and  the 
President  alone  against  it.  One  of  the  Directors  was  absent 
at  the  time,  who  afterwards  concurred  with  the  majority. 

Immediately  upon  the  passage  of  this  vote  the  President 
made  a  violent,  discourteous  and  abusive  speech  to  the 
board,  in  which  he  threatened  that  he  and  other  stockhold- 
ers whom  he  could  control  would  pay  no  more  mon<?y  to 
build  the  road,  and  that  he  would  in  every  way  endeavor  to 
defeat  the  arrangement.  But  the  majority  of  the  Directors, 
being  6  to  1,  having  acted  with  much  care  and  deliberation 
in  the  matter,  being  sustained  by  the  advice  of  the  Railroad 
GommiflsioDers  and  the  written  opinion  of  the  Engineer,  did 
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not  incline  to  give  up  their  deliberately  fornied  opinions,  and 
what  they  considered  the  interest  of  the  road  under  their 
care,  and  submit  to  the  dictation  of  the  President.  And  then 
commenced,  as  the  undersigned  believe,  a  settled  determina- 
tion on- the  part  of  the  President,  disregarding  the  interests 
of  the  corporation,  to  embarrass  the  action  of  the  board  of 
Directors.  Certain  it  is  that  after  that  time  he  manifested 
BO  cordial  feeling  to  them  in  carrying  forward  the  enie^ 
prise. 

3d.  Another  cause  of  difference  in  the  board  of  Directors 
was  found  in  the  conduct  of  the  President  of  the  road  is 
regard  to  the  Engineer.  At  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  Di* 
rectoi*s  on  the  14th  of  September,  1848,  the  President  made 
a  long  verbal  statement  of  the  negligence  of  the  engineer 
department.  He  complained  of  the  neglect  of  the  chief 
Engineer — that  he  spent  but  part  of  a  day  in  a  week  at 
Manchester,  and  the  rest  of  the  time  in  Boston — that  the 
division  Engineers  were  utterly  incompetent,  and  that  great 
errors,  mistakes  and  blunders  had  been  made,  particularly 
in  the  town  of  Salem — and  he  went  on  to  specify  particular 
mistakes  and  errors.  He  then  requested  the  Directors  to  go 
to  Salem  and  examine  the  road  for  themselves.  They  did 
go  on  the  15th  and  16th  of  the  same  September,  and  after 
examining  for  themselves,  recommended  that  the  Engineer 
should  report  at  the  next  meeting  such  changes  as  could  be 
advantageously  made  in  the  location  of  the  road,  with  esti- 
mates. 

The  next  meeting  was  held  on  the  2d  of  October ;  but 
the  Engineer  made  no  report,  and  furnished  no  estimates. 
The  President  made  none  ;  but  after  a  private  and  separate 
consultation  with  the  Engineer  he  informed  the  hoard  that 
he  was  perfectly  satisfied.  What  was  said  or  done  at  that 
private  interview  of  the  President  and  Engineer,  the  ^^de^ 
signed  never  have  known  ;  but  after  that  time  the  President 
aaid  no  more  about  any  blunder,  negligence  or  mistakes  in 
the  doings  of  the  Engineer,  except  as  to  the  contract  for 
grading  the  depot  grounds,  which  for  a  short  time  he  con- 
fessed was  not  quite  right.  Such  conduct  seemed  unaccoun- 
table, and  did  not  increase  the  confidence  of  the  majority  of 
the  Directors  in  the  sincerity  of  the  President. 

4th.  The  inattention  of  the  President  of  the  road  was 
another  cause  of  division  in  the  board  of  Directors*     This 
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matter  has  been  specified  in  our  statement  under  the  5tb 
inquiry,  and  need  not  be  repeated  here.  It  could  not  be 
otherwise  than  that,  when  the  President  had  promised  to 
devote  all  his  time  to  the  road,  and  his  duties  had  been 
particularly  specified,  his  failure  to  do  as  he  had  promised 
should  produce  dissatisfaction  in  the  board,  and  discontent. 

5th.  Closely  connected  with  the  last  cause  of  diff<?rence 
in  the  board  of  Directors  was  another — the  appointment  of 
a  Superintendent. 

The  President  from  the  beginning  had  been  averse  to  the 
appointment  of  a  Superintendent  or  constructing  Agent* 
He  desired  to  manage  the  road  himself.  It  was  entrusted 
to  him  for  more  than  a  year  and  a  half;  but  at  the  close  of 
that  time  it  was  found  that  the  heaviest  portion  of  the  work 
was  not  done,  and  if  the  enterprise  was  to  be  finished  ill 
any  reaeouable  time  it  must  be  committed  to  new  hands. 
This  was  done,  though  against  the  wishes  of  the  President 
The  President  opposed  the  vote  that  a  Superintendent  should 
be  appointed,  but  after  that  vote  had  passed  he  voted  in  * 
favor  of  Mr.  Hunt,  who  was  unanimously  elected,  (except 
his  own  vote.) 

6tb.  Soon  after  the  Superintendent  was  appointed  it  be* 
came  evident  that  the  Engineer  would  yield  no  aid  to  him 
in  the  construction  of  the  road.  Indeed,  he  would  not  ac- 
knowledge him  as  an  Agent  of  the  road,  and  asserted  that 
the  Directors  had  no  right  to  appoint  a  Superintendent. 
When  called  upon  for  information  or  estimates  he  would 
furnish  none,  and  set  up  the  singular  right  on  his  part  to 
construct  the  road  without  the  interference  of  any  one. 
Seeing  that  two  distinct  authorities  could  not  exist  together 
without  confusion  and  mischief,  the  Superintendent,  after 
several  ineffectual  efforts  to  induce  the  Engineer  to  pro<- 
ceed  with  the  work  under  him,  discharged  the  Engineer, 
aod  the  Directors  approved  the  act. 

This  course  of  the  Superintendent  and  Directors  was 
evidently  not  approved  by  the  President,  as  hei  has  since 
Mr.  Nott's  discharge  done  several  things  through  him  as  if 
he  were  still  the  Engineer  of  tbe  road,  thocigh  he  must  well 
have  known  that  a  majority  of  the  Directors  did  not  so  con- 
aider  him.  And  when  the  Superintendent  called  upon  the 
PresidsDt  for  certain  papers,  in  pursuance  of  a  vote  of  the 
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Directors,  his  reply  was — '^  They  were  ia  the  hands  of  Mr. 
Nott,  where  they  ought  to  be." 

7tii.  After  matters  had  proceeded  thus  far«  and  a  Siiperin* 
tendetit  had  been  appointed  and  the  construction  of  the  road 
placed  in  his  bands,  the  President  and  his  immediate  friends, 
particularly  two  of  the  Directors  of  the  Bank  of  which  he 
is  President,  set  themselves  to  work  to  get  up  a  meeting  of 
the  stockholders,  to  take  the  management  of  the  road  from 
the  Directors  and  place  it  in  the  hands  of  a  committee  of 
finance.  To  effect  this  object  they  used  the  most  diligent 
endeavors — got  into  their  hands  stock  on  which  nothing  had 
been  paid,  and  on  which  they  paid  to  the  corporation  noth- 
ing, and  scoured  the  country  for  proxies  and  votes. 

Such  conduct,  the  unavoidable  result  of  which  was  to 
effiburrass  the  road,  and  prevent  the  stockholders  from  pay«» 
iog  iu  their  assessments,  and  depress  the  stock,  naturally 
widened  the  difference  existing  between  the  majority  of  the 
Directors  and  the  minority. 

6th.  There  are  not  two  sets  of  Engineers  retained  in  the 
employ  of  the  Railroad,  as  a  majority  of  the  Directors  un- 
derstand. Samuel  Nott,  Esq.,  was  formerly  Engineer  on 
the  road  ;  but  not  having  given  satisfaction  to  the  Directors, 
and  having  after  a  Superintendent  was  appointed  refused  to 
acknowledge  him  as  such,  or  to  furnish  him  any  plans  or 
information  or  aid  whatever ;  and  having  denied  the  right 
of  the  Directors  to  appoint  a  Superintendent,  and  set  op 
claims  for  himself,  inconsistent  with  the  power  conferred  on 
the  Directors  by  the  charter,  and  having  refused  to  do  as 
the  Directors  ordered,  he  was  discharged,  and  a  new  Eogi^ 
neer  employed. 

Tiie  Directors  understand  that  Mr.  Nott  still  claims  to  be 
the  Engineer  of  the  road ;  and  in  this  claim  he  aeeais  to 
reeeive  the  aid  of  the  President.  But  the  Directors  never 
at  any  time  engaged  him  for  any  definite  period,  nor  author- 
ised any  one  to  do  so*  He  was  engaged  for  no  definite 
tame,  and  was  liable  to  be  discharged  at  any  time  when  the 
interests  of  the  road  required  it.  Aside  from  this,  the  un^ 
dersigned  suppose  that  even  if  Mr.  Nott  had  been  engaged 
for  a  definite  time,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Directors  the 
interests  of  the  road  we/e  suffering  by  his  continuance  on 
the  work,  it  would  have  been  not  only  their  right  bot  timr 
duty  to  discharge  him.     His  only  right  would  then  be  a 
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dsixn  for  damages,  if  his  discharge  was  improper.  A  refer- 
ence to  the  correspondeDce  between  Mr.  Nott  and  the  Sa- 
perintendent,  and  the  several  votes  of  the  Directors  in  rela* 
tion  to  the  Engineer  department,  will  exhibit  the  conduct 
of  the  parties  more  fully. 

On  the  6th  day  of  February  last  the  Superintendent  was 
appointed,  "  whose  duty  it  was  to  make  contracts,"  and  on 
the  7th  of  February  all  powers  before  confirmed  on  any  one 
inconsistent  with  the  vote  of  the  previous  day  were  repealed 
and  rescinded.  On  the  16th  of  February,  Gordon  H.  Nott, 
a  division  Engineer,  and  brother  of  the  Engineer,  undertook 
to  make  a  contract  with  Greorge  W.  Pinkerton  and  Isaac 
White,  for  certain  lumber.  Soon  after  this,  Mr.  Clarke,  one 
of  the  Directors,  and  Mr.  Hunt,  Superintendent  and  Director, 
applied  to  Gordon  H.  Nott  for  information  about  this  and 
oiher  contracts,  and  for  other  information  on  the  subject  of 
the  road.  Mr.  Nott  said  he  had  nothing  to  do  with  Mr. 
Hunt  as  Superintendent,  and  would  not  recognize  him  as* 
eoeh. 

Mr.  Clarke  requested  the  same  information  as  a  Director. 
Mr.  Nott  utterly  refused  to  give  any  information  to  Mr.  Hunt 
or  Mr.  Clarke.  On  the  7th  of  March  the  Directors  passed  a 
vote  disapproving  and  refusing  to  recognize  the  pretended 
contract  with  Pinkerton  &  White,  and  also  a  note  directing 
tbe  Engineer  to  discharge  Gordon  H.  Nott.  The  Engineer 
came  in  before  the  Board  previous  to  the  passage  of  the  last 
mentioned  vote,  on  a  request  of  the  President  that  he  might 
be  heard  on  the  subject,  and  stated  before  the  Board  that  he 
approved  entirely  of  the  course  of  his  brother,  G.  H.  Nott, 
and  that  the  Directors  had  no  right  to  appoint  a  Superinten-< 
dent.  He  did  not,  as  directed,  discharge  Gordon  H.  Nott 
On  the  24th  day  of  March,  the  Engineer  was  discharged. 

Since  the  discharge  of  Mr.  Nott,  the  majority  of  the  Di« 
rectors  have  not  employed  him  in  any  way  ;  but  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  road  has  done  various  matters  through  him,  as 
the  undersigned  are  informed,  as  Engineer  of  tbe  road.  Tbe 
eonduct  of  the  President  of  the  road  has  been  embarrassing 
in  this  matter,  and  given  currency,  perhaps,  to  the  report  thai 
two  sets  of  Engineers  have  been  retained  upon  the  road. 

7th — From  the  Treasurer's  books  it  will  appear  that  tbe 
President  of  the  road  has  drawn  from  the  treasury  $78,796 
74,  to  pay  for  iron,  &c.|  which  he  was  by  special  vote  au«* 
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thorized  to  parchase  for  the  road  and  for  other  purposes, 
against  which  is  credited  $3,100  89.  The  President  par- 
chased  the  iron  and  bonded  it  at  the  Custom  House  in  bis 
own  individual  name,  so  that  no  one  could  or  can  draw  it 
but  himself.  After  the  Superintendent  was  appointed,  he 
needed  some  of  the  iron  from  the  Custom  House  for  the 
road.  He  so  wrote  to  the  President,  as  he  states,  but  ie» 
ceived  no  answer  to  his  letter.  He  then  saw  the  President 
personally.  The  President  then  said  if  the  corporation 
would  release  him  from  his  liabilities,  they  might  have  the 
iron.  The  Superintendent  told  him  he  would  give  him  an 
order  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  duties.  He  said  he  would 
uot  take  an  order  on  the  Treasurer,  but  if  the  Superintend* 
ent  would  get  him  the  money  he  would  pay  the  duties  and 
let  him  have  the  iron.  The  Superintendent  then  offered,  if 
he  would  give  him  an  order  for  the  iron,  to  pay  the  duties  as 
as  fast  he  drew  it.  He  could  not  get  it  unless  he  did  so  pay 
the  duties.  But  the  President  would  not  give  him  such  an 
order.  Sometime  after  this  the  Superintendent  procured  for 
the  President  money  to  pay  part  of  the  duties,  and  then  got 
some  of  the  iron.  He  has  received  1823  bars  of  the  iron* 
The  payment  of  duties  at  the  Custom  House  on  this  iron 
was  made  by  Mr.  Nott,  by  the  President's  direction  to  him, 
as  Mr.  Nott  states.  It  is  impossible  for  the  undersigned  to 
say  what  is  the  present  situation  of  said  iron.  A  large 
amount  of  it  was  lent  by  the  President,  without  any  express 
authority  from  the  Board  of  Directors,  to  the  Wilton  Rail- 
road ;  how  much  we  cannot  state  more  precisely.  The 
Wilton  Railroad  now  have  it,  as  they  suppose.  The  under- 
signed have  no  knowledge  that  it  has  ever  been  returneSL 
What  of  the  iron  has  not  been  used  on  the  road  and  loaned 
by  the  President,  now  remains,  as  the  undersigned  suppose, 
at  the  Custom  House. 

8th — The  undersigned  have  not  improperly  procured,  held, 
or  transferred  any  portion  of  the  stock  of  said  corporation 
for  any  purpose. 

9th — The  undersigned  did  not  improperly  obtain,  in  any 
way,  proxies  for  a  late  stockholders'  meeting  of  said  corpo- 
ration for  the  purpose  of  controlling  the  action  of  said  corpo- 
ration. 

10th — The  undersigned  have  not  voted  improperly  of  ir- 
regularly upon  any  shares  of  said  corporation  at  any  stock* 
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holders'  meeting.  They  have  procured  no  shares  for  the 
purpose  of  voting  upon  them.  The  undersigned  withhold 
no  shares  from  the  corporation  without  payment,  or  with 
embarrassment  to  its  affairs. 

11th — The  undersigned  have  formed  no  improper  connex- 
ion with  any  other  corporation.  They  cannot  say  whether 
other  corporations,  or  members  thereof,  have  interfered  im- 
properly in  this  corporation  or  not.

The  Qodersigned  was  a  Director  in  the  Manchester  and 
Lawrence  Railroad  from  its  organization  to  the  twenty-se- 
cond of  March  laat,  and  since  the  7th  of  February  last  has 
tae^n  Superinlendent.  The  foregoing  statement  I  have  care- 
faUy  examined  and  can  now  see  no  matter  therein  in  which 
I  do  not  fully  concur.  J.  T.  P.  HUNT. 


The  Superintendent  of  the  Manchester  and  Lawrence  Rail- 
road submits  to  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  road 
the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Superintendent  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the 
Road  on  the  7th  day  of  February,  1849,  and  immediately 
entered  upon  his  duties.  He  first  proceeded  to  make  an  ex- 
amination of  the  condition  of  the  road  at  that  time,  and  the 
pmgress  which  had  been  made  towards  its  completion.  He 
fbtuid  the  light  work  of  grading  and  masonry  in  a  good  state 
of  progress ;  bttt  of  the  heavier  work,  the  largest  portion  re- 
naained  to  be  done.  Much  of  the  heaviest  portion  of  the 
work  of  grading  and  masonry  on  the  road  is  embraced  in  the 
soetion  extending  five  miles  north  of  the  south  crossing  of 
the  Derry  tanipike.  It  will  be  found  from  the  accompanying 
statement  of  Mr.  Bacon,  ttie  excellent  Engineer  now  upon 
4A 
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the  road,  that  the  gradiog  and  masoorf  on  this  sectioo  of 
five  miles  will  cost  more  than  the  grading  and  masonry  and 
bridging  of  all  the  other  sections  of  the  road  pnt  together 
To  this  portion  of  the  work  the  Superintendent  immediate* 
ly  turned  his  attention.  He  brought  upon  it  more  force ; 
and  it  is  now,  as  all  the  other  work  on  the  road,  making  good 
progress.  No  pains  will  be  spared  to  advance  the  uodertak* 
ing  as  fast  as  prudence  and  economy  will  permit. 

The  accompanying  statement  of  the  Engineer,  to  which 
reference  has  already  been  made,  will  show  what  work  had 
been  done  up  to  the  first  of  May  last  on  the  different  aee* 
tions,  and  what  remained  to  be  done  at  that  time,  with  the 
whole  cost  of  each  section  and  the  cost  per  mile.  Prom 
this  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  from  fifteen  to  sixteen 
miles  of  road  is  nearly  graded  and  ready  for  the  rails, 
and  the  iron  having  been  purchased  and  ready  for  use,  the  So- 
perintendent  has  caused  portions  of  it  to  be  delivered  where 
required,  and  has  contracted  for  the  laying  of  the  whole 
track  with  an  old  and  experienced  workman,  at  a  trery  rea- 
sonable rate,  and  by  the  time  the  heary  work  above  referred 
to  can  be  completed,  the  rails  on  the  other  ponioo  will  be 
laid,  so  that  in  a  short  time  thereafter  the  whole  line  may  be 
pot  in  operation. 

The  Superintendent  judges  it  for  the  interest  of  the  c<^ 
poration  to  complete  the  work  at  as  early  a  day  as  it  can  w^ 
be  done.  To  say  nothing  of  the  additional  income  to  the 
corporation  by  starting  the  road  at  an  early  day,  the  interest 
on  the  amount  already  expended  amounts  to  between  $1500 
and  $2000  per  month.  And  it  is  not  desimble  the  work 
should  be  finished  up  as  the  cold  weather  comes  on,  for  it  is 
bad,  both  for  the  road  and  the  furniture,  to  commence  nm- 
ninff  at  that  time. 

Upon  an  examination  of  the  work  the  SapeiinteDdeitt 
found  that  the  south  abutment  for  the  bridge  at  Cohaa  Aroek 
had  been  so  poorly  constructed  that  it  wonld  faacdly  steadiy 
and  was  entirely  unfit  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  de- 
signed. He  hais  since  caused  it  all  to  be  taken  down,  ani 
five  feet  of  its  foundation.  It  was  Tery  badly  laid,  vni  en* 
tirely  destitute  of  headers  binding  thaceiaeni  logeaher,  w^ 
nothing  to  prevent  it  from  crippling.  Without  determinhiB 
by  whose  fault  this  occurred,  the  Superintendent  has  i 
it  to  be  relaid,  and  it  is  now  nearly  completed. 
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The  Sttperintendent  has  fonod  the  Engineer  employed  by 
him  since  the  change  in  the  Engineer  Department,  faithful| 
competent,  and  efficient.  He  came  highly  recommended, 
and  has  been  engaged  at  the  rate  of  $2000  per  year. 

In  several  instances  since  the  Engineers  have  been  dis- 
charged, the  stakes  put  down  upon  the  road  by  the  new  En- 
gineers have  been  pulled  up  and  thrown  away  or  driven  down 
into  the  ground.  Such  conduct  being  extremely  embarrass- 
tog,  and  productive  of  mistakes  in  the  construction  of  the 
road,  and  satisfactory  evidence  having  been  obtained  that  the 
mischief  was  done  by  two  of  the  division  Engineers  em- 
ployed formerly  by  Mr.  Nott,  the  Superintendent  promptly 
caused  them  to  be  arrested  for  the  trespass.  Since  that  time 
no  further  mischief  has  been  attempted  within  the  knowl^ 
edge  of  the  Superintendent,  and  there  has  been  no  interfere 
cnce  with  the  work  under  his  charge.  It  has  been  quietly, 
rapidty,  and  peaceably  progressing. 

That  the  directors  may  fully  understand  the  present  con- 
dition of  the  road,  and  may  see  that  the  Superintendent  is 
acting  in  the  work,  boih  in  reference  to  the  past  and  its  fu- 
ture means  and  necessities,  the  Superintendent  herewith 
tubnits  as  part  of  bis  report,  a  statement  furnished  him  by 
the  Treasurer,  of  all  the  moneys  received  into  the  treasury 
and  all  paid  out,  with  the  different  heads  of  expenditure,  al- 
so of  the  condition  of  the  stock,  and  a  statement  of  all  the 
money  drawn  by  the  Superintendent  from  the  treasury,  and 
an  estimate  by  the  Engineer,  of  the  cost  of  finishing  and 
furnishing  the  road. 

In  conclusion,  the  Superintendent  expresses  the  confident 
belief  that  if  funds  sufficient  are  supplied  to  the  treasury,  be 
can,  by  urging  the  work  upon  the  various  ledges  and  cuts,' 
without  any  disadvantage,  have  the  road  in  operation  in  the  , 
month  of  September  next.  And  thus  will  be  opened  a  road 
between  tn^o  of  the  most  important  manufacturing  places  in 
N^w  England,  and  a  much  more  convenient  way  for  all  the 
travel  eastward  from  this  quarter.

Memorandum  relating  to  the  proposed  settlement  pnth  th 
Amoskeag  Manufacturing  Company  and  the  Concord 
Railroad. 

At  the  hearing  before  the  Railroad  Oommiseioners,  Aag. 
Sd,  1848,  the  Manchester  and  Lawrence  Railroad  proposed 
to  unite  with  the  Concord  Railroad  Company's  tracks  bjr  a 
line  crossing  Granite  Street  easterly  from  Oanal  Street,  and 
joining  the  road  last  named  at  a  point  about  800  feet  north- 
erly from  Granite  Street.  The  Commiasioners  were  asked 
to  lay  out  the  road  accordingly.  The  Amoskeag  Manuiac* 
tvring  Company,  the  Concord  Railroad,  and  some  of  the 


estizeBs  of  Maiiche$ter,  objected  vefy  atrenoovdy^^tfae  ftf8l» 
on  the  ground  that  tbe  proposed  location  would  occupy  lande 
otherwise  appropriated  ;  the  second,  that  it  would  very  seri- 
ously incommode  the  working  of  the  Concord  Road ;  the 
.third,  on  the  ground  that  the  location  of  another  set  of 
tracks  across  Granite  Street,  and  in  part  through  Canal 
Street,  would  be  a  great  public  evil.  The  Concord  Railroad 
Company  proposed  to  make  the  junction  of  the  Manchester 
and  Lawrence  Railroad  at  a  point  on  the  fonneri  about  1000 
feet  south  of  Granite  Street. 

The  hearing  of  these  matters  occupied  nearly  three  days. 
The  Commissioners  afterwards  stated  that  in  their  opinion 
there  were  strong  objections  to  the  plan  proposed  by  the 
Manchester  and  Lawrence  Railroad.  They  subsequently 
intimated  that  they  considered  that  plan  and  the  one  pr^ 
posed  by  the  Concord  Road  inadmissible,  and  suggested  that 
on  consideration  they  might  propose  a  mode  of  junction  be- 
tween the  two  railroads  which  would  give  to  the  former  the 
essential  advantages  of  the  connection  which  was  asked  for, 
and  at  the  same  time  obviate  the  most  serious  objections  to 
the  other  plans  before  named.  It  was  then  proposed  by  the 
Commissioners,  and  agreed  to  by  the  parties,  that  they  should 
consult  with  the  Engineers  who  had  appeared  in  the  heap* 
ing,  E.  A.  Straw,  J.  Weston  and-  Samuel  Nott,  and  if  possi- 
ble present  such  a  plan.  With  this  view  several  sessions  of 
the  Commissioners  and  Engineers  were  held,  occupying  two 
days,  when  several  plans  were  freely  discussed,  and  one  was 
finally  proposed  to  the  parties  and  agreed  to  by  them,  if  they 
could  carry  out  between  themselves  certain  arrangements 
about  land.  This  plan  was,  for  the  track  or  tracks  of  the 
Manchester  and  Lawrence  Railroad  to  pass  west  of  Canal 
Street,  crossing  Granite  Street  just  east  of  the  Concord 
Railroad  tracks,  and  connecting  with  that  road  several  hun* 
dred  feet  north  of  that  street.  To  effect  this  conveniently, 
it  was  proposed  that  the  Manchester  and  Lawrence  Railroad 
ahould  purchase  a  strip  of  land  of  the  Concord  Railroad,-  on 
the  easterly  part  of  their  premises,  containing  about  30,000 
feet,  and  that  another  strip  east  of  the  first  should  be  pur- 
chased of  the  Amoskeag  Manufacturing  Company,  contain- 
ing about  36,000  teet,  making  about  65,000  feet  south  of 
Granite  Street  to  be  occupied  by  the  Manchester  and  Law- 
rence Railroad,  and  that  the  Amoskeag  Manufacturing  Gobi- 
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pany  should  sell  to  the  Concord  Railroad  about  30,000  feet 
of  land  north  of  Granite  Street,  the  price  of  which  was  to 
determine  the  price  to  be  paid  by  the  Manchester  and  Law- 
rence Railroad  for  the  strip  first  named. 

Pending  the  negotiations  for  carrying  out  the  arrange- 
ments, the  Commissioners  adjourned  to  meet  again  m  three 
weeks.  In  that  interval  the  parties  consulted  together,  and 
en  the  23d  of  August  the  Amoskeag  Manufacturing  Compa-

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The  quantity  of  land  comprised  in  this  offer  is  not  snffir 
cient  for  the  amount  of  business  which  this  road  will  prob- 
ably enjoy,  but  that  it  is  sufficient  for  an  amount  of  business 
which  will  yield  a  6  per  cent,  annual  profit  on  the  probable 
cost,  there  is  no  doubt ;  and  the  price  of  the  additions  whieh 
a  more  extensive  business  would  require  would  not  be  likely 
to  increase  so  fast  as  the  means  of  payment.  These  two 
offers  being  reduced  to  a  fair  standard  of  comparison,  the 
latter  was  found  to  be  $16,300  less  than  the  former. 

Taking  these  last  named  prices  as  indicating  the  cost  of 
the  lands  which  would  have  been  required  according  to  the 
plan  of  junction  proposed  by  the  Manchester  and  Lawrence 
Railroad,  and  limiting  the  quantity  to  the  same  which  is 
comprised  in  the  second  offer  before  named,  the  cost  of  that 
plan  would  have  been  $58,000,  against  $30,000. 

After  having  carefully  reviewed  the  whole  matter,  I  ad- 
vised the  Directors  of  the  Manchester  and  Lawrence  Rail- 
road to  accept  the  second  offer  of  the  Amoske£ig  Manufac- 
turing Company.  The  considerations  which  had  weight 
with  me  in  doing  this  were  briefly  as  follows : 

Ist.  The  terms  seemed  to  be  as  favorable  as  we  could 
expect,  even  if  the  matter  were  to  be  submitted  to  the  usual 
legal  course  of  settlement. 

2d.  The  Commissioners  stated  that  they  considered  the 
plan  proposed  by  us  inadmissible. 

3dL  The  plan  proposed  by  us,  other  things  being  the  same, 
was  more  expensive  than  the  one  suggested  by  the  Commis- 
sioners, and  our  buildings,  ^c,  when  located  in  accordance 
with  the  former  plan,  could  not  be  conveniently  used  by  the 
Concord  Railroad.  This  consideration  may  become  an  im- 
portant one,  under  some  changes  which  may  hereafter  be 
for  the  interest  of  both  railroads. 

4th.  The  Commissionei:^  stated  in  the  course  of  the  hear* 
ing,  and  before  the  negotiations  were  entered  into,  that  they 
could  give  no  lands  for  depot  purposes,  but  simply  such  a 
width  of  right  of  way  as  was  necessary.  A  bargain  could 
be  made  to  better  advantage  for  the  right  of  way  and  other 
lands  together,  than  for  the  latter  separately. 

6th.  The  Commissioners  strongly  advised  the  acceptance 
of  the  proposal  referred  to. 

6th.  This  adjustment  would  harmonize  all  of  the  impor- 
tant conflicting  interests,  and  the  eonslnietioa  of  the  road 
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can  go  forward  without  any  farther  delay.  The  latter  eon- 
aideration  ia  a  very  important  one,  if  the  road  is  to  be  opened 
in  all  of  the  next  season.

You  say 
you  '^oan  Dever  acknowledge  any  authority  above  your  own 
in  the  general  executive  management  of  the  construction  of 
the  road."  No  one  can  mistake  what  you  intend  by  this. 
In  further  reply,  you  will  permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to 
a  vote  of  the  Directors  of  the  corporation,  at  their  last  meet* 
ing  on  the  8th  instant.  It  is  as  follows :  '<  Yoted  that  the 
Engineer  Department  be  under  the  control  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, and  that  no  contract  be  made  without  his  order  or 
the  order  of  the  Board.'' 

You  will  observe  from  this  vote  and  a  comparison  of  its 
language  and  spirit  with  the  language  and  spirit  of  your  letr 
ter,  that  the  powers  which  you  claim  are  subversive  of  the 
powers  conferred  on  the  Superintendent.  The  office  of  En- 
gineer and  Superintendent  are  thus  brought  in  conflict,  and 
difficulties  are  created  in  the  management  of  the  corpora* 
tion  and  the  construction  of  the  road,  which  it  is  always  de-^ 
sirable  to  avoid.  Indeed,  if  I  apprehend  you  aright,  the  po- 
sition you  here  assume  is  not  only  above  the  Superintendent 
but  above  the  authority  of  the  Directors.  You  say  you  can 
never  acknowledge  any  authority  above  your  own.  This 
language^  upon  any  fair  construction,  certainly  must  meaa 
that  you  cannot  acknowledge  the  authority  of  the  Directors 
to  control  you,  and  to  this  construction  of  your  letter  yoa 
give  great  strength  by  claiming  to  act  independently  of  the 
Superintendent,  when  the  Directors  have  voted  that  your 
department  shall  be  under  his  control.  The  Directors  say 
the  Engineer  Department  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the 
Superintendent.  You  say  it  shall  not,  and  thus  you  bring 
your  authority  in  direct  collision  with  that  of  the  Directors, 
or  rather  you  place  your  authority  above  them.  Such  a  state 
of  things  cannot  and  must  not  exist.  And  here  the  question 
arisesi  which  must  yield  ?  and  which  ought  to  yield?  But 
this  you  have  already  answered  in  your  letter,  in  which  you 
say  you  cannot  yield  your  position  ''under  any  circum- 
stances." To  obviate,  then,  dear  sir,  those  complicated  em- 
barrassments and  difficulties  which  must  flow  from  two  in- 
dependent sources  of  authority  and  direction  in  a  matter  of 
so  much  importance  as  the  construction  of  a  line  of  rail- 
road, I  cannot  perceive  that  any  other  coarse  remains  for  me- 
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bat  to  terminate  your  relation  as  Engineer  of  the  Manches* 
ter  and  Lawrence  Railroad.  You  will  therefore  eonsider 
that  relation  ended  on  and  after  the  twenty-fourth  day  <tf 
March,  1849,  and  are  requested  to  furnish  to  me  all  the 
plans,  estimates  and  papers  of  e^ery  kind  in  your  possession 
belonging  to  the  corpomtion.

I  now  beg  leave  to 
state  most  respectfully  that  I  am  not  prepared  to  admit  the 
right  of  the  Directors  of  the  Manchester  and  Lawrence 
Railroad  corporation  to  bring  my  relation  as  Engineer  to  a 
close,  on  and  after  Saturday  the  24th  instant.  I  shall  con- 
sider myself  bound  to  serve  the  corporation  to  the  best  of 
my  ability,  under  all  circumstances,  according  to  the  terms 
of  my  contract,  until  the  construction  of  the  road  is  com- 
pleted, and  shall  hold  the  corporation  to  the  fulfilment  of  its 
part  of  the  contract.  I  must,  therefore,  decline,  at  present, 
making  any  transfer  of  plans,  estimates  and  papers  now  in 
my  possession,  relating  to  the  unfinished  business  under  my 
charge.

Dear  Sir :  In  answer  to  your  letter  of  the  23d  instant, 
handed  to  me  by  yourself  at  Manchester,  I  beg  leave  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  following  copy  of  a  vote  passed  by  the 
Directors  of  the  Manchester  and  Lawrence  Railroadi  on  the 
2Sid,  instant : 
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"  March  22d,  1849.  Voted  unanimously,  that  the  board 
approve  and  confirm  the  communication  in  writhig  of  Jon- 
athan T.  P.  Hunt,  the  Superintendent,  to  Samuel  Nott, 
dated  JUarch  17th,  1849,  a  copy  whereof  is  read  to  the  board 
and  filed  with  the  clerk,  by  which  the  relation  of  said  Nott 
as  Engineer  of  the  Manchester  and  Lawrence  Railroad,  is  to 
be  ended  on  and  after  the  24th  day  of  March,  1849." 

You  will  see  from  the  above  that  the  Directors  have  fully 
and  firmly  approved  of  my  action  in  discharging  you  as  En- 
gineer,  and  neither  they  nor  I  entertain  any  doubt  of  our 
right  80  to'do.  We  know  of  no  obligation  of  the  corpora- 
tion to  retain  you  a  day  longer  in  its  employ,  and  we  can* 
not,  with  justice  and  respect  to  ourselves,  consent  that  you 
should  remain  longer  Engineer,  as  you  claim  powers  which 
the  stockholders  of  the  corporation  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  Directors;  and  which  they  have  never  delegated  to  you. 
And  while  I  but  reiterate  the  purport  of  my  former  letter, 
that  your  relation  as  Engineer  must  be  considered  as  termi- 
nated from  and  after  the  24th  instant,  you  will  permit  me  to 
express  my  regret  that  you  should  have  seen  fit  to  remove 
from  the  railroad  office  the  plans,  estimates  and  papers  be- 
longing to  the  corporation,  and  refuse  to  deliver  them  to  me 
upon  my  request.  Such  an  act,  if  no  other,  would  demand 
ydur  instantaneous  removal.  And  if,  in  the  further  prosecu* 
tion  of  the  construction  of  the  road,  the  coloration  should 
suffer  by  it,  they  will  undoubtedly  hold  you  to  a  right  ac- 
countability.

annual  report  of  the  Eastern  Railroad,  the  annual  report  of 
the  Peterborough  and  Shirley  Railroad,  and  the  first  annual 
report  of  the  Great  Falls  and  Conway  Railroad,  haying  ex- 
amined  the  same,  have  instructed  me  to  report  the  following 
resolution :

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CONCORD  RAIL- 
ROAD. 

To  the  Honorable  LegieUUure  of  the  State  of  New  Hamf 

shire  : 

The  Directors  of  the  Concord  Railroad  Corporation  sub* 
mit  the  eighth  annual  report  of  their  acts  and  doings,  le- 
ceipts  and  expenditures,  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1849. 

In  the  reports  heretofore  made  to  the  Legislature  we  hare 
confined  ourselves  mainly  to  the  financial  concerns  of  the 
road,  while  the  report  to  the  stockholders  has  embraced  a 
more  extended  report  of  the  acts  and  doings  of  the  board. 
We  have  supposed,  however,  that  such  matters  as  seemed 
important  to  communicate  to  the  stockholders  might  be 
equally  so  to  the  legislature,  and  therefore  furnish  a  report 
embodying  the  same  facts  in  full. 

By  the  last  annual  report  it  appeared  that  the  second  track 
of  the  road  was  laid  and  then  in  use  to  Robinson's  Ferryy 
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within  torn  miles  of  Concord.  A  short  distance  north  of 
Robinson's  Ferry,  at  Bow  Locks,  the  original  track  was  laid 
close  npoQ  the  borders  of  the  canal,  making  the  sharpest  and 
most  dangerous  curve  upon  the  road.  This  was  done  to 
avoid  a  considerable  amount  of  excavation,  and  the  expense 
of  a  long  and  heavy  bank  wall.  In  making  our  second 
track  we  were  obliged  to  encounter  this  expense.  The 
track  was  opened  early  in  the  summer  to  Concord,  but  the 
wall  was  not  completed  until  the  fall.  The  road  is  now 
fully  protected  at  this  point,  and  its  location  has  been  al- 
tered so  as  to  change  the  curve  fVom  one  of  6  degrees,  or 
955  feet  radius,  to  3^  degrees,  or  a  curve  of  1637  14-100 
feet  radius ;  and  a  reverse  curve  in  the  immediate  vicinity 
has  been  removed  entirely. 

At  other  points  of  the  road,  on  account  of  nearness  to  the 
river,  or  high  banks  or  slides,  extra  expense  has  been  incur- 
red in  the  construction  of  the  second  track,  either  by  exca* 
ration  of  the  bank  or  by  placing  the  track  nearer  the  river, 
and  protecting  it  by  rubbling. 

The  second  track  has  been  constructed  throughout  with 
a  strict  regard  to  permanence,  and  the  road  bed  has  been 
made  of  selected  material  instead  of  the  alluvial  soil  of  tbe^ 
river  valley,  of  which  much  of  the  original  track  was  com- 
posed. It  is  for  this  reason  less  liable  to  the  action  of  frosts, 
and  requires  much  less  expense  in  repairs. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting,  notice  was  given  of  an  in- 
tended reduction  of  passenger  fare  trom  Concord  to  Boston 
from  $1  75  to  $1  50,  -and  a  proportional  reduction  between 
other  stations,  to  take  place  on  the  1st  of  June.  It  was  sup- 
posed the  circumstances  of  the  road  would  admit  of  such 
rates,  and  that  it  would  be  compensated  for  in  part  by  in- 
creased travel.  This  reduction  took  place  as  proposed.  The 
charges  for  through  freight  also  to  Connecticut  River,  and 
other  points,  has  been  during  the  year  considerably  reduced* 
The  income  from  passengers  is  $3500  less  than  the  past 
year,  but  the  increased  income  from  freight  has  more  than 
made  up  this  difference.  The  number  of  passengers  has 
largely  increased,  but  not  sufficiently  to  compensate  for  the 
loss  by  reduced  fare  and  the  payment  now  made  to  the 
tipper  roads  for  the  use  of  cars  and  risk  to  passengers. 

The  regular  trains  of  the  road  through  the  year  have 
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been  run  without  injury  to  passengers  or  damage  to  j^p- 
erty.

The  account  for  passenger  expenses  includes  one  new 
eight-wheeled  locomotive  engine  and  tender,  and  a  new. 
platform  baggage  car  and  crates. 

The  doors  of  the  freight  cars  were  originally  niade  to 
swing  on  hinges,  instead  of  the  sliding  doors  now  in  use...  ^ 
It  was  found  there  was  such  liability  to  injury  from  these- 
doors  to  the  trains  passing  on  the  second  track  as  to  require  * 
a  change.    This  has  been  done  at  considerable  expense^and  ^ ! 
at  the  same  time  a  systematic  and  thorough  repair  has  beeo.  ; 
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made  of  each  okt  t^lcen  op  for  this  purpose.  It  is  believed 
that  our  passenger  and  freight  cars  have  never  been  in  a 
b^ter  condition  than  they  now  are. 

The  account  for  road  repairs  and  fencing  includes  the  ex- 
pense of  constructing  twenty^siz  miles  of  new  post  and 
board  fence,  to  supply  the  place  of  former  fence,  found  in* 
sufficient  for  the  protection  of  the  road.

Th^  new  machine  shop  at  Concord,  which  was  commence 
ed  prior  to  the  last  annual  meeting,  has  been  since  completed. 
It  is  of  brick,  and  slated  ;  300  feet  in  length  by  65  in  width, 
and  will  furnish  sufficient  accommodation  for  the  future  re-* 
pairs  of  all  cars  and  machinery  necessary  for  the  road.  The 
former  machine  shops  have  been  removed  and  fitted  up  as 
car  houses,  a  paint  shop,  and  wood  house,  which  buildings 
were  greatly  needed,  and  the  freight  houses  have  been  re- 
moved farther  south  and  west.  l*hese  changes  in  the  loca- 
tion of  the  buildings  were  required  to  allow  sufficient  space 
for  the  passing  of  the  freight  and  passenger  trains  of  the 
connecting  roads  and  to  accommodate  our  present  length  of 
passenger  trains  in  receiving  and  delivering  passengers  and 
baggage  between  the  passenger  and  freight  house.

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Capital  Btoek  has  been  recently  crtated  (o  an  ainociiit  of 
ODe  share  of  new  to  each  ten  shares  of  old  stock,  making 
the  whole  capital  stock  of  the  road  $1,485,000. 

The  purposes  requiring  the  creation  of  this  stock  has  beien 
briefly  specified  in  a  circular  forwarded  to  the  several  stock* 
holders,  but  we  propose  to  assign  the 'reasons  more  in  detail. 

On  the  23d  of  June,  1848,  a  charter  was  granted  to  the 
Portsmouth  Road  for  a  branch  from  their  main  line  to  Man- 
chester. On  the  application  for  this  charter,  a  survey  of  a 
route  was  shown  to  a  committee  of  the  legislature,  on  which 
a  branch  was  laid  from  Hooksett  to  Manchester,  in  immedi* 
ate  proximity  to  the  Concord  road.  The  reason  assigned 
for  this  by  the  Portsmouth  road  was  that  no  other  route  could 
be  found  in  the  direct  line  between  Portsmouth  and  Man- 
chester. It  was  agreed  if  such  route  could  be  found,  it 
would  be  preferable  to  the  one  presented.  The  charter  for 
a  branch  passed  with  an  amendment,  enlarging  the  limits 
within  which  such  branch  might  be  laid,  so  as  to  include 
iany  such  new  discovered  route. 

After  the  passage  of  the  act,  farther  surveys  were  made 
by  the  Portsmouth  and  Concord  roads,  and  a  new  route  was 
found  for  a  branch  road  from  Candia  to  Manchester,  in  the 
direci  line  between  Portsmouth  and  Manchester,  about  five 
miles  nearer  than  the  previous  route,  and  equally  feasible. 
It  required,  however,  three  miles  more  of  new  road.  Evi- 
dence was  offered  that  its  construction,  owing  to  the  mors 
feasible  character  of  the  route  would  be  equally  cheap  with 
the  first  line.  This,  however,  was  contested  by  the  Ports^ 
mouth  road,  and  a  delay  was  granted  for  further  considera- 
tion by  the  Road  Commissioners. 

In  the  mean  time  the  legislature  was  applied  to  by  the 
Portsmouth  road,  to  authorize  other  roads  to  subscribe  for 
their  stock,  or  to  loan  money  to  their  road.  This  request 
was  granted,  and  application  was  made  to  the  Concord  road 
to  aid  them  by  subscription  or  a  loan.  It  was  urged  strong- 
ly upon  the  Concord  road  that  this  ought  to  be  done  on  the 
ipound  that  the  Candia  Branch,  if  laid,  woukl  cause  them 
an  increased  expense  perhaps  equal  to  the  amount  asked,  and 
it  was  further  stated  that  a  permission  granted  by  the  legis- 
latnre  to  other  roads  to  subscribe  for  their  stock  or  loan  them 
money,  should  be  regarded  as  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  le- 
gislature thai  stock  should  be  subscribed  for  or  a  loan  oaade 
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by  olhar  roadi,  wfeM^  it  co<iM  te  doB»  ^willioili  pceiiidke  to 
toeh  road. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  slockholdera  of  the  Cosoord  rood 
called  to  coDsider  this  application,  a  loan  was  authorised  to 
be  nuule  to  the  extent  allowed  by  the  act,  and  has  since  been 
made  for  a  term  of  fourteen  years,  payaMe  with  such  rate  of 
iBlerest  as  shall  be  divided  annnatly  by  the  stockholders  of 
the  Portsmouth  road. 

This  arrangement  as  to  the  loan  received  the  nnaoimoos 
aasent  of  the  Directors  of  the  Portsmouth  road,  and  at  their 
annual  meeting  recently  hoiden,  met  with  the  approbation 
of  their  stockholders.  It  has  been  said  thb  loan  wHI  enable 
IIS  to  inteifere  in  the  concerns  of  the  Portsmouth  road,  hot 
we  own  no  stock  in  that  road,  and  have  no  vote  in  its  afiain. 
It  has  been  further  said  that  the  interests  of  the  upper  reeds 
required  the  laying  of  the  Hooksett  branch,  but  we  believene  i 
director  in  either  of  said  roads  has  so  regarded  it  The  Gai^  i 
dia  branch  has  been  laid  out  by  the  Commissioners,  as  con- 
stituting in  their  belief  the  route  which  would  most  pio«M» 
Ihe  public  good,  and  their  report  lias  been  accepted  by  Ae 
Governor  and  Council.  ^ 

To  meet  the  loan  thus  ordered  by  the  stockholder^  new 
stock  has  been  created  to  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dol^ 
lars. 

A  further  increase  of  capital  stock  has  been  made  on  ae> 
count  of  the  necessity  of  a  new  arrangement  of  buildings  at 
Manchester,  to  form  a  connection  with  the  Manchester  and  w 
Lawrence  Railroad.  Having  been  unable  to  agree  as  to  the 
point  of  connection  with  that  road,  the  matter  was  submitted 
to  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  after  an  elaborate  hear* 
isg  before  them,  they  were  of  opinion  that  the  only  mode 
%o  form  a  convenient  connection  between  the  roads  was  to 
remove  the  present  freight  depot  of  the  Concord  road  at 
Manchester,  and  rebuild  it  farther  east,  so  as  to  open  saffi* 
oient  space  for  a  connection  with  our  present  passenger  de» 
pot,  or  which  would  be  still  more  convenient  to  aiTord  space 
for  a  new  passenger  depot  on  the  proposed  new  site  of  the 
freight  house,  and  that  the  present  passenger  depot  should 
be  occupied  for  freight.  Agreeably  to  this  decision  of  the 
Commissioners,  the  Directors  of  the  Manchester  and  Law<* 
renoe  road  have  agreed  to  pav  us  as  a  compensation  for  the 
damage  incursedi  a  aum  equal  to  the  expense  we  might  iiia:r 
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in  taking  do«ra  the  present  ffeigfat  Imiiding  aiMt  eieoting 
another  equally  good. 

Ab  a  new  building  miiet  be  ereeted  there  are  reaeoM 
which  seem  imperative  in  the  mindtof  the  Direetora  that  i| 
efanuld  be  a  panenger  depot.  One  reason  is  that  the  present 
passenger  building  could  be  eon? eniently  occupied  for  freight, 
while  a  building  for  passengers,  located  as  is  proposed,  would 
be  more.eaeily  accessible  than  it  now  is,  and  would  be  reach- 
ed without  crossing  any  track.  The  latter  consideration  baa 
become  quite  essential,  as  the  city  authorities  have  required 
gates  at  the  road  orossings  while  the  trains  are  paseing^ 
which  will  eflbctoally  fence  up  the  depot  as  it  is  now  aitaa* 
ted,  at  the  time  passengers  are  usually  arriving  and  depart* 
iBg.  The  point  of  location  propped  also  fonns,  in  all  re- 
spects, as  was  decided  by  the  Ratkoad  Commissioners,  tha 
best  i^e  for  passenger  connections  with  the  various  roads 
which  must  ahortly  centre  at  this  spot,  via :  the  Manchester 
and  Lawrence,  the  Portsmouth  Branohj  and  the  road  extend^ 
mg  westerly  through  Ooffstown,  Weare,  ice.  The  change 
in  grading,  laying  of  tracks,  and  constructing  a  passenger 
depot  such  as  will  best  accommodate  the  increa^  travel 
nd  connections  at  this  point,  will  involve  a  very  considerable 
expense  beyond  any  amount  we  can  receive  for  the  removal 
and  rebuilding  of  a  freight  depot,  and  we  believed  it  ezpe* 
dient  that  stock  should  be  created  to  meet  this  expenditure. 

A  similar  occasion  of  expenditure  has  arisen  at  Nashua,  on 
account  of  the  junction  with  the  Worcester  and  Nasboa 
Railroad,  which  is  becoming  an  important  connection  to  the 
Concord  road.  It  now  furnishes  the  most  direct  route  from 
the  Concord  road  to  New  York,  for  freight  and  passengers^ 
and  the  most  convenient  mode  of  connection  by  railroad  con* 
▼eyanse  with  most  portions  of  Cheshire  county  and  the  south 
western  section  of  New  Hampshire.  This  connection  can^ 
not  be  had  so  as  to  accommodate  this  travel  without  a  remo«- 
val  of  the  paasenger  depot  farther  north,  to  the  present  point 
of  junction  of  the  two  roads,  and  removing  also  the  freight 
depot  and  refitting  both  to  a  considerable  extent. 

These  causes  of  expenditure  have  occurred  unexpectedly 
to  the  Directors,  when  they  supposed  they  had  already  fully 
mer  the  demands  of.  the  public  upon  them.  They  believe 
that  the  changes  are  essential,  and  they  are  of  opinion  that 
if  they  are  made,  no  further  construction  of  roads  ever  can 
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be  amieipated,  eilker  at  Ooncord,  Maneheeter,  or  Nidma, 
that  would  be  at  all  likely  to  call  for  oev  or  differeot  ar- 
nmgeineDts  from  those  proposed,  and  perhaps  at  no  other 
point  unless  a  new  expenditure  to  some  small  amount  should 
hereafter  be  required  to  accommodate  the  connection  with  a 
road  which  may  come  in  at  Uooksett  from  the  SuncoQk  Yal- 
ley. 

A  further  item  of  expenditure  for  which  the  Directors 
deemed  it  important  that  capital  stock  should  be  created  was 
to  provide  materials  to  be  kept  on  hand  for  the  immediate 
reconstruction  of  a  bridge  over  the  Merrimack  and  other  rir* 
ers  on  the  line  of  the  road,  should  either  of  the  bridges  be 
lost  by  fire  or  other  accident. 

Some  of  the  board  have  heretofore  been  of  opinion  that 
independent  bridges  should  be  constructed  over  the  river  ao 
fiur  apart  from  the  present  bridges  as  not  to  be  endangered  by 
their  destruction  from  fire,  but  this  would  involve  a  new  h>» 
cation  of  track  for  considerable  distance,  and  a  new  outlay 
for  land  damages  with  a  very  heavy  expenditure  in  the  cei»- 
struction  and  annual  maintainance  of  bridges,  which  would 
be  of  but  little  essential  use  except  on  the  contingency  ao 
desirable  to  guard  against*  It  is  believed  the  public  would 
not  sanction  such  an 'expenditure,  and  that  the  interest  of  the 
road  does  not  require  it.  It  has  been  thought,  however,  a 
safe  and  wise  precaution  that  lumber  sufficient  for  the  reeoti* 
etruction  of  a  bridge  should  be  purchased  and  securely  pre- 
served for  use  in  case  of  accident.  The  architect  who  con* 
stracted  the  former  bridges  has  furnished  a  written  opinioa 
that  with  the  materials  perfectly  prepared  at  hand,  by  prompt 
effort  and  working  double  gangs  of  men  by  night  and  by 
day,  a  bridge  might  be  made  passable  for  freight  and  passen- 
gers in  ten  days,  and  that  the  necessary  stagings  of  a  bridge 
might  be  erected  in  three  days  so  as  to  admit  of  the  crossing 
of  passengers  on  foot.  The  loss  of  a  bridge  would  be  a  ae* 
rious  calamity,  but  if  we  were  prepared  for  it,  prompt  i|nd 
efficient  measures  would  undoubtedly  in  a  short  time  replace 
it,  and  a  supply  of  materials  as  contemplated,  would  tend 
greatly  to  relieve  anxiety  on  this  account 

On  the  opening  of  the  Manchester  and  Lawrence  Raii* 
road,  in  case  of  such  a  loss,  passage  for  our  freight  and  paa- 
sengers  to  Boston  would  undoubtedly  be  granted  us  for  a 
time,    A  similar  calamity  on  their  part  might  call  for  similar 


aid  cm  ovm*  The  pfovMon  for  the  materials  of  a  bridge  is 
aeheap  substitute  for  a  second  track,  and  it  seems  properly 
lo  come  under  the  head  of  construction. 

These  expenditures,  with  such  outlays  for  machinery  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  working  of  the  road  when  the  long 
lines  with  which  we  are  connected  are  further  perfected, 
have  required,  as  the  directors  believed^  a  creation  of  stock 
to.  the  extent  provided  by  them.  It  was  thought  if  stock 
must  be  made  for  any  purpose  it  was  better  to  provide  at 
this  time  for  all  present  foreseen  contingencies,  that  a  farther 
inerease  of  capital  might  not  again  be  required. 

While  on  this  subject  the  directors  deem  it  proper  to  reply 
to  a  remark  sometimes  made  tha^the  road  has  been  contii^' 
ually  spending  money,  coupled  with  the  assertion  by  some 
individuals  that  it  was  spent  for  the  sake  of  spending  it. 

It  is  true  that  the  road  has  been  constantly  spending 
money,  but  it  has  arisen  from  necessity,  from  its  constantly 
increasing  business.  When  its  passenger  trains  first  com*- 
meBced  running,  the  road  had  three  small  engines,  and  ran 
with  one  passenger  car  and  a  half  (often  not  well  filled)  to  a 
train,  and  the  fixtures,  depots  and  every  thing  connected  with 
the  road  were  upon  a  corresponding  scale.  Since  that  time, 
within  the  space  of  seven  years,  the  business  of  the  road  has 
greatly  increased,  and  for  the  last  four  or  five  years  it  has 
required  the  constant  effort  of  the  Directors  to  provide  such 
accommodations  at  the  prominent  stations  of  the  road  as 
■  would  meet,  not  so  much  the  comforts,  as  the  absolute  ne- 

cessities of  the  public ;  and  in  no  one  instance  are  they  yet 
aware  that  they  have  made  too  liberal  an  outlay,  or  done 
more  than  the  best  interests  of  the  public  and  the  permanent 
good  of  the  road  required. 

It  would  have  been  very  easy  to  have  kept  quiet  and  have 
lemained  with  our  origirtal  depots  and  with  one  track.  The 
consequence  would  have  been,  that  the  proper  business 
of  this  line  of  road  would  have  been  diverted  from  the 
, route  by  roads  through  other  States,  or  by  other  routes  less 
^  convenient,  or  much  confusion  and  hazard  to  life  must  have 
^  arisen  in  the  transaction  of  business.     It  is  a  fact,  however, 

lending  to  show  the  nature  of  this  complaint,  that  those  in- 
^  dividuals  who  have  been  most  clamorous  on  account  of  the 

^  construction  of  a  second  track  and  suitable  depots,  have 

^         been  constantly  laboring  to  get  up  a  third  track  and  rival 
'  routes  to  the  Concord  road. 


Tlie  etpfCttI  stoek  of  the  road,  witetAf  ezpeadad,  is 
$1,300,000.  That  it  has  been  expended  with  a  due  iqgaid 
to  economy,  is  apparent  from  the  resalta  effsefed.  The 
aaaomit  and  present  oondttion  of  its  ftimitorB  has  been  stated, 
and  the  character  and  condition  of  the  boildings  is  weH 
known  to  the  stockholdeis.  The  extent  of  labor  devoted  le 
the  eonstrnotion  of  the  second  track,  with  its  numeroos  side 
liacks  and  conneetions,  may  not  be  so  welt  known.  On  a^ 
count  of  the  long  and  numerons  trains  that  have  occasion  te 
fass  each  other  at  the  prominent  stations  of  Concord,  lfa»- 
chester  and  Nashua,  a  great  length  of  side  track  and  numer* 
ous  and  expensive  connections  of  tracks  have  become  neces- 
sary. ,  - 

We  have  now  hud  ani^  in  opemtion  §0  miles  of  tmda 
track,  and  8  miles  2391  feet  of  side  tracks,  with  161  frogs 
and  98  switches,  wl)ich  increase  greatly  the  ordinary  expense 
of  construction,  making  77  il-6  miles  in  all.  It  is  apparent, 
with  this  amount  of  tracks,  furniture  and  fixtures,  that  the 
capital  stock  has  not  been  expended  without  adequate  re- 
turn, and  that  as  large  an  amount  of  property,  in  as  good  k 
condition,  and  for  as  small  an  outlay,  is  shown  by  the  Oon* 
cord  road  as  by  any  other  road. 

It  has  farther  been  sometimes  said,  though  not  by  the 
toads  themselves,  that  exorbitant  sums  are  paid  by  the  up- 
per to  the  lower  roads ;  that  the  lower  roads  are  obliged  te 
do  their  own  local  business,  and  that  all  the  eitra  expense 
they  incur  in  transacting  business  for  the  upper  roads  ii 
merely  to  draw  for  them  a  few  additional  cars  over  their 
roads.  But  this  is  a  mistaken  view  of  the  subject.  Me 
lower  road  on  this  line  of  route  has  ever  been  construct- 
ed or  greatly  improved  to  accommodate  merely  its  local  ba- 
siness. 

The  amount  of  through  busintes  has  always  been  the 
f  reat  leading  argument  for  its  construction,  or  for  any  co*> 
sidereble  new  outlay.  Neither  the  Lowell,  Nashua  or  Con- 
cord roads  would  either  of  them  have  been  originally  built, 
had  they  looked  merely  to  their  local  buwness.  They  sev- 
erally looked  to  the  business  beyond  Lowell,  Nashua  and 
Concord,  and  the  heavy  outlays  incurred  from  time  to  mns 
upon  these  roads  have  been  made  almost  solely  for  this  bu- 
siness. The  rebuilding  of  depots,  the  building  of  a  seeood 
track,  with  its  numeroos  side  tracks  and  connections,  largely 


iocreaae^  furoiiuEie^  iTOchine  $hap99  andcfapit^  flloek,  hfive. 
all  been  caused  mainly  on  this  account,  and  its  has  been  ta 
ly^amoiodate  this  thcough  business  promptly  and  satisfaoto- 
uljr,  that  great  care  and  anxiety  has  bean  expended  for  yeam 
by  the  Directors  of  these  road«.  They  have  labored,  noir 
for  the  local  benefit  of  their  own  roads,  or  for  the  sake  of 
Qjpenditure,  but  that  they  might  best  discbarge  the  trust  re« 
poeed  in  them,  for  the  benefit  of  the  stockholders  of  their 
awn  and  cpnnecting  roads  and  the  public. 

Large  sums  have  been  sometimes  set  forth  as  paid  by 
the  upper  to  the  lower  roads,  for  the  connecting  busi- 
ness, but  it  is  in  no  proper  sense  a  payment.  For  the  con- 
Wnience  of  passengers,  the  upper  roads  have  been  accus- 
tfuued  to  receive  the  down  through  passenger  fares,  and  th» 
lower  xoada  the  upward  through  passenger  fare.  If  these 
8W9s.are  alike,. and  are  received  in  their  proper  proportions^ 
no  payment  is  called  for  either  way  ;  but  ordinarily  the  ao* 
count  must  be  settled  by  some  road,  and  the  balanee  has 
been  usually  struck  by  the  npp^t  roads,  and  paid  where  it 
belongs,  but  the  proportion  of  receipts  belonging  to  the  low- 
er roads,  in  some  instances  has  been  charged  as  paid  by  the 
upper  roads  to  the  lower,  when  in  fact  nothing  may  have 
been  paid,  or  a  trivial  balanee  meveiy  which  may  belong  to 
either  road. 

It  is  different  in  reference  to  the  receipts  for  fr&i|^t, 
where  the  loading  and  unloading  is  done  in  Boston  by  the 
upper  roadS|  ae  they  are  in  such  case  nsually  reeetved  both 
wnys  by  the  upper  roads,  but  the  principle  is  the  same.  In 
either  case  the  lower  roads  may,  with  the  same  propriety, 
cliarge  the  upper  with  the  proportion  of  receipts  belonging 
to  those  roads,  as  the  upper  roads  the  lower,  or  each  might 
dbarge  the  other.  The  proportions  due  each  road  are  not  prop- 
erly a  charge  against  either..  The  money  thus  charged  as 
paid  to  the  lower  roads  has  sometimes  been  spoken  of  as 
tribute  money,  but  it  is  no  more  tribute  money  than  always 
happens  when  an  individual  who  has  another's  money  in 
his  hands,  pays  it  over  to  him. 

It  is  important  that  the  true  relations  of  the  roads  to  each 
other  should  be  understood.  The  several  roads  are  part  and 
parcel  of  one  line,  and  are  each  respectively  entitled  to  their 
proper  earnings,  and  compensation  for  services  rendered,  and 
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nothiog  fitfther,  and  shoald  be  regarded  alike  with  eqna!  jus- 
tioe,  withoat  prejudice  or  partiality. 

The  Cracord  road  oecapies  an  iDtermediate  space  betwixt 
the  opper  and  lower  claaaes  of  roada ;  and  in  any  general  ar- 
langement  extending  throngh  to  the  seaboard,  the  diaadvan- 
tagea  of  eootracta  with  one  class  of  these  roads  on  the  one 
hand  would  be  counterbalanced  on  the  other  by  the  adran* 
tages  leceiTed  from  the  other  class.  We  have  no  other  in* 
terest  in  the  question  as  to  the  general  arrangements  of  the 
roads  throughout,  than  that  the  respective  relations  of  Ae 
several  roads  should  be  settled  on  snch  equal  and  just  prin- 
ciples  as  should  insure  permanence  and  harmony. 

In  conclusion,  we  are  happy  to  say  that  our  connectioas 
with  all  other  roads  are  harmonious,  and  that  we  have  en- 
deavored to  render  the  mutual  operations  of  this  line  of 
route,  and  the  local  business  of  the  road,  satisfactory  to  the 
public.

On  March  9th,  Elizabeth  Freenaaa,  aged  eight  years, 'vas 
run  over  by  an  engine  in  the  Boston  wood-yard,  and  her 
leg  was  cut  off  near  the  aacle. 

On  April  7th,  Franklin  Chamberlain  was  run  over  bp 
freight  car  at  the  Dover  depot,  aod  his  leg  was  badly  Id- 
jured. 

On  April  28th,  James  Gregg,  having  laid  down  between 
the  rails  on  a  curve  near  Med  ford,  was  run  over  by  an  eu- 
gine  and  killed  instantly.  ^ 

On  May  5th,  Samuel  Baldwin,  in  getting  out  of  thecals 
in  Medford,  after  they  had  started,  was  struck  by  the  bag" 
gage  car,  and  his  mm  was  broken. 

On  July  4th,  a  man  named  Tuttle,  in  attempting  to  ^ 
out  of  the  cars  at  the  Melrose  depot,  after  ihey  had  sUtrted, 
was  thrown  down  and  so  injured  that  he  died  on  the  ncx^ 
morning.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  NORTHERN 
RAILROAD. 


To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  convened,  at  their  June  Session^  A.  D.,  1849 : 

The  Directors  of  the  Northern  Railroad  first  exhibit  their 
annual  report  of  the  Franklin  and  Bristol  Railroad. 
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Agreeably  to  an  intimation  made  by  the  Directotv  of  tfie 
corporation,  in  their  second  annual  report,  and  prior  to  May 
1848,  the  Directors  leased  for  the  term  of  one  hundred  years- 
their  road  to  the  Northern  Railroad,  subject  to  the  decision 
and  ratification  of  the  stockholders  of  each  corporation,  upon 
such  terms  as  to  make  their  road  to  all  effects,  except  the  pre- 
servation of  a  distinet  organization,  a  branch  of  our  own. 
This  lease  was  ratified  and  conArmed  at  the  last  annual 
meeting. 

The  Directors  realizing  no  good,  but  many  disadvantages 
and  considerable  expense  in  keeping  up  a  separate  oi^aniza* 
tion  of  this  company,  and  confirmed  too  by  the  opinion  of 
Hon.  Titus  Brown,  State  Railroad  Commissioner,  as  express- 
ed in  his  report  made  on  this  subject  to  the  legislature,  at  its 
June  session,  A.  D.^  1848,  accordingly  obtaincnd  an  act  of  the 
legislature,  at  the  last  November  session,  to  unite  and  merge 
that  company  in  ours,  upon  a  vote  of  the  two  companies  to 
that  effect.  Such  a  vote  was  passed  at  a  special  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  of  the  two  companies  called  fori  that  pur- 
pose on  the  31st  of  January  last,  and  thus  that  road  is  now 
treated  as  a  branch  or  part  of  our  owm

The  Directors  of  the  Eastern  Railroad  in  New  Hamp- 
shire respectfally  ask  leave  to  make  their  eleventh  anninl 
report  of  their  acts  and  doings,  receipts  and  expenditures. 

This  road  being  under  the  management  of  the  Eastern 
Railroad  Company,  they  can  only  report  what  they  have 
heretofore  communicated  to  the  Legislature,  that  this  road 
is  leased  to  the  Eastern  Railroad  Company  of  Massachusetts, 
under  the  authority  of  this  State,  for  the  term  of  ninety-nine 
years  from  February  16,  1840,  giving  the  Eastern  Railroad 
Company  the  entire  right  to  use  the  road  with  locomotive 
engines,  carriages,  d&c.  &c. 

By  this  arrangeqaent,  the  two  roads  forming  a  continuous 
line  from  Boston  to  the  line  of  the  State  of  Maine  at  Ports- 
mouth, the  receipts  and  expenditures  applying  to  income 
account  are  kept  by  the  Eastern  Railroad  Company  of  Mass- 
achiisetts. 

By  the  terms  of  the  lease  the  dividends  of  profits  earned 
are  to  be  equally  divided  upon  the  stock  of  the  two  roads, 
in  proportion  to  their  respective  capitals  paid  in. 

Since  our  last  annual  report  we  have  received  from  the 
lessees  thirty-nine  thousand  dollars,  from  which  a  dividend 
of  four  dollars  per  share  on  4825  shares  was  made  and  pay- 
aUe  on  the  3d  day  of  July,  1848,  and  a  second  dividend  of 
foar  dollars  per  share  was  made  oti  4925  shares,  (one  hun- 
dred new  shares  having  been  created  to  liquidate  the  debts 
of  the  company,  which  was  taken  by  the  stockholders  at 
par  in  proportion  to  their  respective  rights,)  and  payable  Jan. 
15,  1849,  making  eight  dollars  per  share  on  its  capital,  that 
being  about  the  net  rajte  per  share  earned  on  the  Eastern 
Railroad  and  the  Eastern  Railroad  in  New  Hampshire  for 
the  past  year. 

The  repairs  of  the  road  and  expenses  of  running  are  paid 
by  the  lessees  from  the  income  of  the  roads. 
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The  cost  of  the  road,  buildings  and  land,  as 
per  the  books  of  the  company  on  the  30th

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At  a  meeting  of  the  grantees,  duly  holden  on  the  8th  day 
of  January,  1847,  the  charter  was  accepted.  On  the  5th 
day  of  August.  1847,  the  corporation  was  fully  organized 
by  the  choice  of  a  board  of  seven  Directors,  agreeably  to 
the  provisions  of  the  charter.  On  the  29th  day  of  Decem- 
ber, A.  D.  1847,  at  a  meeting  duly  called  for  that  purpose, 
the  corporation  voted  to  accept  the  "Act  to  render  railroad 
corporations  public  in  certain  cases  and  constituting  a  board 
of  railroad  commissioners." 

An  application  was  afterwards  made  to  the  railroad  com- 
missioners to  locate  said  road,  and  having  given  due  notice, 
they  examined  the  route  proposed  by  the  corporation,  and 
reported  to  the  Governor  and  Council,  which  report  has  been 
accepted  by  them. 

Tne  report  locates  the  road  from  the  line  of  the  State  of 
Massachusetts,  at  Mason,  through  Mason,  Wilton,  New  Ips- 
wich, to  Peterborough. 

The  corporation  have  put  under  contract  that  part  of  the 
road  from  the  line  of  the  State  to  New  Ipswich,  and  the 
grading  of  the  same  is  now  rapidly  progressing.  By  the 
terms  of  the  contract,  the  road  is  to  be  graded  to  Mason 
Village  by  the  1st  of  May,  1850.

FIRST  ANNUAL  BEPORT  OF  THE  GREAT 
FALLS  AND  CONWAY  RAILROAD. 


To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  : 

The  Directors  of  the  Great  Palls  and  Conway  Railroad 
submit  the  first  annual  report  of  the  acts  and  doings,  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  corporation  to  May  31,  1849. 

This  corporation  was  chartered  June  19,  1844,  with  a  cap^ 
ital  of  $1,000,000.  The  first  meeting  of  the  corporators, 
for  the  purpose  of  organizing  the  corporation,  was  holden 
Oct.  30,  1844,  and  thence  continued  by  adjournments  to 
March  2,  1846,  when  by-laws  were  adopted  and  a  board  of 
Directors  chosen.  The  meeting  was  thence  continued  to 
May  26  following,  when  a  location  of  the  route  was  agreed 
upon  and  adopted,  and  prior  to  the  first  Wednesday  of  June 
following  this  location  thus  made  was  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  Secretary  of  State. 

During  the  fall  of  1846,  a  preliminary  survey  was  made 
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of  that  part  of  the  route  between  the  depot  of  the  Bo«toD 
and  Maine  Railroad,  at  Great  Falls,  and  the  village  at  Ro* 
Chester,  but  nothing  further  was  done  till  March  29,  1848, 
when  another  meeting  of  the  corporation  was  holden,  a  new 
board  of  Directors  chosen  and  instructed  forthwith  to  com- 
mence and  complete  that  part  of  the  road  between  Great 
Falls  and  Rochester.  Prior  to  this  time  a  large  portion  of 
the  stock  necessary  to  construct  this  part  of  the  road  had 
been  subscribed,  under  an  express  agreement  that  the  first 
hundred  thousand  dollars  subscribed  should  be  expended  in 
constructing  this  division  of  the  road,  and  that  all  subscribed 
beyond  that  amount  should  be  expended  in  constructing  the 
road  above  Rochester. 

In  pursuance  of  this  vote  and  subscription,  the  Directors 
forthwith  caused  a  final  location  of  this  part  of  the  route  to 
be  made,  and  on  the  16th  of  May  following  the  grading  and 
masonry  were  put  under  contract.  Such  progress  was  made 
in  the  work  that  early  in  November  following  the  greater 
part  of  the  road  bed  was  prepared  for  the  reception  of  the 
superstructure.  The  road  bed  was  not  completed  at  (his 
time,  and  could  not  be  till  after  the  rails  were  laid,  for  want 
of  material  to  dress  it  properly,  and  this  material  was  to  be 
procured  at  considerable  distance  from  the  places  where  it 
was  to  be  used.  During  the  fall  and  winter  the  superstruc- 
ture was  laid  and  put  in  a  condition  to  run  till  such  time  as 
it  could  be  dressed  up  and  completed.  The  rails  used  are 
the  T  pattern,  of  sixty  poutids  to  the  yard,  and  the  chairs 
twenty-four  pounds  each ;  the  ties  mostly  cedar. 

On  the  28th  day  of  February,  1849,  the  corporatioa,  hav- 
ing no  engines  and  cars  of  their  own,  entered  into  an  ar- 
rangement with  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  by  which 
ttie  last  named  corporation  agreed  to  run  and  operate  the 
road  thus  constructed  until  the  first  day  of  January,  1850, 
at  the  same  rate  per  mile  which  it  shall  cost  them  to  run 
their  own  road  during  the  same  period,  and  to  receive  all  the 
income  and  profits  and  pay  all  the  expenses  of  the  road  in 
the  same  way  and  manner  they  do  their  own  road,  and  ac- 
count to  this  corporation  annually  for  the  same.  In  pursu- 
ance of  this  arrangement,  on  the  5th  day  of  March  follow- 
ing the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  commenced  runniDg  the 
road,  and  have  ever  since  continued  to  run  two  passenger 
trains  and  one  merchandise  train  daily  over  it.     This  ar- 
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rangement  is  very  convenient  for  this  eorpciHtion,  u  the  dis- 
tance between  Great  Falls  and  Rochester  is  only  about  six 
and  a  quarter  miles,  and  the  track  at  Great  Falls  joins  the 
track  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad.  But  it  is  believed 
that  we  can  operate  it  much  cheaper  than  the  Boston  and 
Maine  Railroad  operate  theirs,  and  therefore  the  arrangement 
is  only  temporary. 

.  Temporary  depots  for  the  accommodation  of  passengers 
and  merchandise  have  been  erected  at  Rochester,  and  also  an 
engine  house,  but  no  buildings  have  been  erected  at  Great 
Falls,  the  depots  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  road  being  used 
for  this  road.  In  consequence  of  an  arrangement  with  the 
Cochecho  Railroad  company,  and  to  avoid  crossing  the  track 
of  the  last  named  road,  the  use  of  our  depots  and  about  a  hun- 
dred rods  of  oar  road  at  Rochester  will  shortly  be  discontinu- 
ed, and  we  have  made  arrangements  to  build  a  new  brick  mer- 
chandise depot  a  few  rods  easterly  of  the  present  one,  and 
to  remove  the  present  passenger  depot,  and  construct  about 
one  hundred  rods  of  new  track  to  these  new  depots. 

At  the  present  time  a  grade  train  and  about  fifty  hands  are 
employed  in  dressing  up  the  road,  completing  the  farm  cross- 
ings, ditches  and  fences,  and  will  probably  finish  their  work 
during  all  the  month  of  June.  It  is  believed  that  the  road 
when  thus  finished  will  be  substantial,  permanent  and  safe, 
And  less  liable  to  be  affected  by  snow,  rain  and  frost  than 
most  other  New  England  roads.  A  subscription  has  been 
taken  up  for  ponstructing  the  second  division  of  the  road, 
between  Rochester  and  Milton.  The  route  has  been  sur* 
veyed  and  mainly  located,  and  the  grading  and  masonry  will 
be  put  under  coniract  as  soon  as  the  board  of  Railroad  Com- 
missioners shall  have  had  such  action  in  the  matter  as  will 
enable  them  so  to  do.  The  part  of  the  road  now  construot- 
ed  was  built  without  the  intervention  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
missioners. We  were  able  to  agree  with  the  owners  for  the 
land  on  the  route,  but  ^.cannot  proceed  farther  with  the  road 
without  the  aid  of  the  Commissioners.

It  wilt  be  seen  that  all  the  directors  except  David  Burn- 
side  are  indebted  to  the  bank  beyond  the  amount  allowed  by 
law.  This  indebtedness  originated  to  a  great  extent  in  the 
erroneous  principles  upon  which  the  bank  went  into  opera*

It  is  proper  to  remark  that  the  loans  of  this  character  in- 
crease in  their  proportion  as  we  approach  the  seaboard,  and 
that  they  are  of  such  a  character  that  no  exceptions  can  be 
taken  to  them  on  the  ground  of  security.  Presuming  that 
these  banks  are  not  wholly  unmindful  of  their  obligations  to 
the  community  around  them,  and  that  therefore  they  have 
not,  while  making  these  large  loans  abroad,  withheld  rea- 
sonable accommodations  from  our  own  people,  we  have  rea- 
son to  be  gratified  with  this  exhibit  of  their  condition,  if 
on  the  one  hand  their  loans  and  their  circulation  are  hagB, 
on  the  other  they  possets  in  their  foreign  loan  and  their  loesi 
to  corporations,  of  which  the  stock  is  mostly  owned  abroad, 
as  a  whole,  the  means  of  redeeming  their  entire  circulation 
without  diminishing  at  all  their  accommodations  to  the  farm- 
ers, merchants,  and  persons  engaged  in  the  ordinary  busi- 
ness transactions  of  New  Hampshire.  If  within  the  sphere 
of  their  operations,  therefore,  there  is  any  rery  immediate 
pressure  for  the  want  of  banking  accommodations,  it  will 
not  be  on  account  of  any  incapacity  of  theirs  to  afford  re« 
lief.  And  if  any  severe  commercial  revulsion  should  occnr, 
it  will  be  manifestly  in  their  power,  by  increasing  their 
loans  at  home  and  diminishing  their  loans  abroad,  to  avert 
its  evil  consequences  from  at  least  that  portion  of  our  people 
who  may,  from  their  location,  properly  look  to  them  for  ai^.

The  committee  on  Banks,  to  whom  were  referred  the  report! 
of  sundry  Bank  Commiaeioners,  ask  leave  to  report  in 
part: 

That  the  report  of  Commissioner  Riz,  nnder  date  of  Jaoe 
%  1849,  discloses  the  fact  that  sundry  persons  in  the  city  ef 
New  York,  who  claim  to  own  the  stock  of  the  Woljbcrmigk 
Bmnky  are  making  attempts  to  cs-organize  that  institntioii 
and  to  make  a  new  issue  of  its  paper.  The  committee  aie 
ot  opinion  that  the  character  of  the  State,  and  of  its  bank« 
Ing  institutions,  has  suffered  enough  from  the  abuse  of  the 
fianchisea  of  the  Wolf  borough  Bank,  and  that  legal  pro- 
ceedings ought  to  be  forthwith  commenced  by  the  Attorney 
General,  to  cause  the  charter  of  the  said  Wolf  borough  Bank 
to  be  vacated. 

For  this  purpose,  and  in  order  to  put  tho  public  on  its 
guard  against  any  attempt  of  the  parties  to  get  the  bills  of 
said  bank  into  circulation,  the  committee  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution  and  joint  resolution :

Persons  living  in  or  about 
New  York,  subscribed  for  the  remainder,  and  borrowed  most 
of  its  circulation,  leaving  as  security  bonds  and  notes,  which, 
to  the  amount  of  $141,066  03^  remained  unpaid  in  June, 
1$40»  and  have  proved  almost  entirely  worthless.  On  the 
other  hand)  these  persms  are  supposed  to  have  retained  ia 
fheir  bands,  until  after  the  failure  of  the  bank,  the  greater 
part  of  its  unredeemed  circulation.  Yery  little  loss  upon  its

That  Tarioas  at- 
tempts have  been  made  by  persons  from  abroad  to  re^oi^an-.

liam Ingalls  and  Asa  Hinckley  of  New  York,,  are  now  en- 
gaged in  such  an  attempt,  having  visited,  and  proposing

From  another  reliable  source,  I 
had  evidence  that  the  said  Wiggins  had  signed  certain  off 
these  bills  s^s  President,  biit  had  declared  his  intentton  tv 
keep  possession  of  them  until  they  might  properly  be  issued, 
tt  appeared  that  Mr.  Rust  retained  the  key  of  the  outer  doer 
of  the  bank,  but  that  he  had  delivered  th^  key  of  the  vault 
to  Mr.  Wiggins.  For  this  reason  he  was  unable  to  aobmit 
the  books  and  papers  of  the  bank  for  e:ramination.  An  am 
tempt  having  thus  been  improperly  made  to  re^organtse  ft 
bank  entirely  insolvent,  liable  for  large  debts,  as  weft  aa 
wholly  without  means  of  payment ;  directoris  having  bees 
chosen,  and  a  majority  of  them  acted  in  the  choice  of  oA^ 
cers,  without  even  the  color  of  authority  derivable  from  an 
ownership  of  its  worthless  stock;  said  directors  Jiavi&g 
through  their  President  received  the  custody  of  the  vactft 
and  the  large  amount  of  old  redeemed  bills  lodged  therein; 
new  bills  having  been  procured  for  cireutation,  and  partially 
prepared  for  circulation,  under  color  of  the  charter  of  tlia^ 
bank,  by  persons  who  had  no  legal  aothoriey  whatever  ti& 
act  under  it,  I  thought  proper  to  make,  and  did  wake  »  eota^ 
^unication  to  the  New  York  Tribune^  and  another  daily 
paper  in  New  York  city,  cautidning  the  public  agavnsr  i«^ 
ceivingthe  bilts  of  the  Wolf  borough  Bkitk^  etatieg  ^ImH 
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was  reason  to  apprehend  that  a  movement  was  in  progress 
for  a  new  emission  of  them,  and  explaining  briefly  the  to- 
tally insolvent  condition  of  the  bank.  I  also  took  measures 
to  procure  more  accurate  information  in  reference  to  the 
amount  of  bills  engraved,  and  made  an  arrangement  with 
Henry  P.  French,  Esq.,  one  of  the  Bank  Commissioners,  to 
call  upon  Mr.  Wiggins  and  propound  to  him  certain  inter- 
rogatories. 

In  answer  to  these  interrogatories,  he  states  on  oath  that 
on  the  6th  day  of  March  last  he  was  elected  President  of  the 
Wolf  borough  Bank  ;  that  he  has  twice  since  met  the  direc- 
tors at  informal  meetings,  the  last  of  which  was  on  the  26th 
of  April  last ;  that  he  has  also  signed  new  bills  of  the  bank 
to  the  amount  of  $7,000,  of  the  denominations  of  one,  two 
and  three  dollars,  but  that  said  bills  are  now  in  the  Dover 
Bank  for  safe  keeping,  subject  to  his  order.  Since  the  first 
meeting  of  the  directors  he  has  bad  the  key  of  the  vault, 
in  which  were  sundry  bills  of  former  issues,  amounting,  as 
he  was  informed  by  Mr.  Avery,  former  cashier,  and  Mr.  Asa 
Hinckley,  who  had  counted  them,  to  $71,680.  When  he 
first  arrived  at  Wolf  borough  after  his  election  as  President, 
Asa  Hinckley,  who  had  been  elected  but  not  qualified,  as 
cashier,  had  the  keys  of  the  bank.  He  knows  merely  that 
since  ho  has  taken  the  keys,  none  of  those  bills  have  been 
'  taken  away.     In  addition  to  the  above  there  were  in  the 

^*  bank  vault  at  the  time  he  took  the  custody  of  it,  $11,000  of 

I  bills  never  issued,  but  signed  by  Avery  as  Cashier  and  Pick- 

'  «ring  as  President.     They  still  remain  there.     He  saw  in 

'  the  vault,  at  the  time  of  the  last  meeting,  various  bundles 

'  of  old  bills,  which  he  believes  contain  the  sum  of  $71,680, 

'  though  he  did  not  count  them.     He  knows  of  no  means 

'  whatever  which  the  bank  has  to  redeem  any  bills  it  has  is- 

'  sued  or  may  issue.     He  holds  no  certificate  of  stock,  and 

i  does  not  claim  to  be  the  owner  of  any.     Ingalls  resides  in 

f  the  city  of  New  York,  be  says,  and  claims  to  represent  oth- 

^  er  persons  there  who  owned  stock  in  the  old  bank,  or  are 

t  the  holders  of  its  old  and  worthless  bills.     When  he  con- 

I  seated  to  act  as  President,  Ingalls  assured  him  that  the  stock 

I  was  to  be  paid  in  and  every  thing  be  done  in  a  fair  manner, 

I     '      and  that  he  should  have  $^60  per  annum  and  expenses,  for 
I  his  services,  and  not  be  required  to  go  to  Wolf  borough  more 

^  Chan  once  or  twice  a  month*    In  conclusion;  he  says,  (hat 

I  61 
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he  ^'desires  to  be  relieired  from  the  ca8tod7  of  the  pioperty 
and  bills  of  the  bank  in  such  a  way  as  will  be  safe  to  the 
community,"  and  that  <<  there  is  but  one  mind  among  the 
directors,  and  that  is  that  nothing  wrong  shall  be  done." 

The  following  bills,  I  learn  from  another  perfectly  relia- 
ble source,  hare  been  executed  by  an  engraver,  npon  the  <m^ 
der  of  Asa  Hinckley,  subscribing  himself  as  ^'Cashier  of  the 
Wolf  borough  Bank:"

Of  these  only  $1,000  having  come  to  the  hands  of  the 
President,  the  remainder,  doubtless,  are  in  the  keeping  of 
Asa  Hinckley  and  his  associate.  As  to  the  motives  of  these 
operators,  their  acts  leave,  as  they  appear  to  me,  little  ehanoe 
for  uncertainty.  They  are  the  avowed  representatifee  of 
men  holding  large  amounts  of  worthless  notes  and  stock  of 
the  broken  Wolf  borough  Bank.  They  have  made  repeated 
visits  here  upon  this  business,  at  a  large  expense.  They 
have  sought  to  evade  the  spirit  of  the  law,  which  reqniies 
our  banks  to  be  under  the  direction  of  citizens  of  this  State, 
by  procuring  a  board  of  directors,  nominally  of  the  Wolf- 
borough  Bank,  to  be  chosen,  who  owned  no  stock  wbatef- 
er,  and  proposing  at  the  same  time  to  qualify  them  by  a 
gratuitous  transfer  of  a  share  of  stock  to  each.  They  in- 
duced that  board  to  elect  a  president,  and  to  choose  a  cash- 
ier resident  out  of  the  State,  and  unknown  here— 4)efoie 
even  thai  form  had  been  complied  with.  The  cashier,  to 
constituted,  having  given  no  bonds,  assumed  to  contract  for 
the  printing  of  bank  notes  for  a  new  emission,  in  the  name 
of  the  bank,  and  appears  to  have  retained  a  large  portiooof 
them  under  his  own  irresponsible  control,  the  pablic  haviB; 
no  guaranty  whatever  against  an  improper  use  of  tbem.'- 
The  whole  movement,  as  it  has  been  carried  on,  is  wiAoet 
any  pretence  of  authority,  even  from  the  broken  charter  nO' 
der  cover  of  which  it  has  been  conducted,  beeause  it  h» 
been  placed  under  the  direction  of  men  who  have  not,  sod 
never  had,  any  interest  er  property  in  thai  charter.  Noreoald 
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any  such  transfer  of  stock  as  was  proposed-— of  a  stock 
wholly  valueless,  in  an  institution  which  for  years  has  vio- 
lated all  the  requirements  of  the  act  which  gave  it  being — 
have  improved  their  position.  The  declaration  of  fair  inten- 
tions on  the  part  of  those  foreign  operators  has  been  follow- 
ed with  no  corresponding  acts.  They  have  at  no  time  shown 
any  readiness  to  pay  in  the  stock,  or  any  part  of  it,  or  to  do 
more  than  to  make  some  temporary  deposites  at  certain 
points,  for  the  redemption  of  such  bills  as  they  might  be  en- 
trusted with,  but  under  the  entire  control  of  one  of  their 
number,  acting  as  cashier,  and  liable  to  be  withdrawn  at 
their  pleasure,  leaving  the  circulation  thus  thrown  out  with- 
out any  foundation  to  rest  upon.  To  dispose  of  the  worth- 
less bills  and  stock  they  now  hold,  with  the  pretence  of  a  re- 
organization of  the  bank,  to  impart  to  them  some  degree  of 
ealeability,  and  to  make  some  use  of  a  new  circulation,  more 
profitable  to  themselves  than  the  public,  appear  to  me,  with 
these  facts  before  me,  to  be  their  only  conceivable  objects. 

The  directors  are  understood  to  have  rejected  all  overtures 
made  to  them  for  a  final  consummation  of  this  negotiation. 
The  president  retains  the  bills  he  has  signed  in  his  posses- 
sion. They  declare,  and  I  doubt  not  their  perfect  sincerity, 
that  they  will  in  no  way  assent  to  any  improper  proceedings 
in  the  premises.  They  desire  the  appointment  of  some  per- 
son by  the  State,  to  receive  the  books,  bills,  &c.j  of  the 
bank  out  of  their  hands.  They  placed  themselves  very  im- 
prudently, but  as  I  trust  without  corrupt  intentions,  in  their 
present  position.  Having  done  so,  they  have  done  well  in 
my  judgment,  (and  I  have  thought  it  right  so  to  suggest  to 
the  president,)  to  remain  in  it  till  the  close  of  the  approach- 
ing session  of  the  legislature,  to  prevent  the  arrangement 
^  which  has  been  attempted  with  them  from  being  perfected 

i  with  less  scrupulous  persons,  who  may  be  chosen  in  their 

i  places. 

i  In  my  judgment  a  legislative  resolution,  authorizing  the 

f  appointment  by  the  Governor,  of  some  person  to  receive  for 

i  safe  keeping,  the  books,  papers,  and  bills  of  the  bank,  and  an 

i  act  repealing  the  charter  of  the  Wolf  borough  Bank,  will 

(  lurnish  a  sufficient  guaranty  for  the  public  safety,  and  do  no 

f  injustice  to  any  person  whatever,  interested  in  the  premises.

REPORTS  OF  JOHN  FLANDERS  AND  DAVID 
BLANCHABD. 


To  His  Excelleney  the    Governor  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire: 

Sir  :  The  undersigned,  in  compliance  with  your  Elxcel- 
lency's  commission  of  April  2d,  1849,  authorizing  us  "to 
cause  a  survey  and  plans  to  be  made  of  the  public  lands,  and 
requiring  us  to  act  jointly  with  Edmund  Brown  in  complet- 
ing the  surrey  of  the  public  lands  in  the  town  of  Pittsburg, 
agreeably  to  a  resolution  of  the  legislature,  approved  June 
23,  1848,  and  with  him  jointly  to  report  our  doings  during 
the  Juno  session,  annually,"  report — that  we  have  performed 
the  duties  thus  assigned  to  us,  so  far  as  has  been  practicable 
in  the  time  since  transpiring.  Mr.  Brown  being  notified  of 
the  time  proposed  for  commencing  operations,  resigned  bis 
commission. 

We  commenced  surveying  on  the  seventeenth  day  of 
April,  employing  at  first  but  three  bands  besides  ourselves. 

By  reference  to  the  map  accompanying  this  report,  it  wiU 
be  seen  that  the  present  town  of  Pittsburg  contains  164,586 
acres.  The  whole  amount  of  the  public  lands  is  88,585 
acres.  In  this  estimate  we  do  not  include  that  part  of  the 
former  town  of  Hereford  lying  east  of  Hall's  Stream,  con- 
taining about  4000  acres.  The  remainder  of  the  town  is 
divided  into  Garlisle's  Grant,  estimated  to  contain  50,000 
acres;  Golebrook  Academy  Grant,  containing  10,000  acres; 
and  the  claims  of  the  settlers,  amounting  in  all  to  about  12|- 
000  acres. 

Your  Excellency  is  doubtless  aware  that  by  a  resolution  of 
the  legislature,  approved  Dec.  4,  1824,  the  State  granted 
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and  released  to  each  actual  settler  on  the  public  lands,  north 
of  the  45th  deg.  of  north  latitude,  the  amount  of  land  in 
his  actual  possession,  not  exceeding  200  acres  each,  except- 
ing Jeremiah  Tabor  and  Nathaniel  Perkins,  who  were  quiet^ 
ed  m  their  possession  of  a  larger  quantity. 

The  whole  number  of  settlers  claiming  under  this  resol4i- 
tion  is  fifty-eight.  In  addition  to  these  there  are  about 
twenty  settlers  who  have  settled  on  the  public  lands  in  this 
town  since  the  passage  of  the  resolution  before  referred  to, 
claiming  from  one  to  two  hundred  acres  each,  by  virtue  of 
the  4th  article  of  the  Webster  and  Ashburton  treaty.  These 
individuals,  with  few  exceptions,  have  been  in  possession  of 
their  lauds  for  fifteen  or  twenty  years,  and  have  made  exten- 
sive improvements. 

Whether  having  been  in  possession  of  a  portion  of  the 
public  domain  six  years  prior  to  the  ratification  of  the  treaty* 
before  re-ferred  to,  constitutes  a  valid  title  to  land  lying 
north  of  the  45th  deg.  of  north  latitude,  or  not,  is  a  question 
which  we  dp  not  feel  ourselves  qualified  to  decide,  but  leave 
for  the  wisdom  of  the  legislature  to  determitic. 

Our  first  work  was  running  the  lines  between  the  settlers 
and  the  public  lands.     This  part  of  our  labor  naturally  in- 
volved the  investigation  of  the  claims  before  referred  to,  and 
Id  many  instances  causing  much  delay  in  hunting  up  old 
^  bounds,  procuring  evidence  in  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  va- 

^  rious  titles,  &c.     We  next  commenced  lotting  the  land  ly- 

I  ing  between  Indian  and  Perry  Streams,  using  two  compasses, 

'  and  employing  four  additional  hands,   with  a  view  of  expe- 

diting the  work  as  much  as  possible.     The  land  in  the  val- 
^  ley  of  Indian  Stream,  in   point  of  fertility  and  strength  of 

*  soil  WG  believe  to  be  fully  equal  to  any  other  in  this  State. 

^  FroiU  the  forks  of  the  stream  to  its  mouth,  a  distance  of  12 

^  miles,  is  nearly  a  continuous  intervale,  affording  some  of  the 

^  most  beautiful  locations  for  farms  that  can  be  found.     Fur- 

^  Cher  back,  on  either  side  of  the  stream,  the  land  rises  in  gen- 

V  tie  undulations,  covered  with  a  heavy  growth  of  spruce,  in- 

t  terspersed  with  the  various  kinds  of  hard  wood  usually  found 

)  in  northern  latitudes.     Many  very  fine  groves  of  rock  maple 

\i  are  also  found  in  this  and  in  the  valley  of  Perry  Stream,  fur- 

i  uishing  the  most  favorable  opportunities  for  making  maple 

sugar. 
(  East  of  Perry  Stream,  and  on  the  waters  of  Third  Lake 
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the  land  is  less  favorable  for  cultivation,  and  is  cbiefiy  valua- 
ble for  the  fine  growth  of  spruce  timber  with  which  it  is 
mostly  covered  ;  and  we  would  here  remark  that  there  can  be 
no  doubts  entertained  by  those  acquainted  with  the  quantity 
and  quality  of  the  spruce  timber  in  this  section,  that  it  will 
eventually  contribute  much  towards  effecting  a  satisfactory 
sale  of  the  public  lands.  This  timber,  lying  mostly  on 
streams  and  on  the  shores  of  lakes  connected  by  streams  of 
sufficient  size,  during  high  water,  to  float  logs  of  the  largest 
size  into  the  Connecticut  river,  taken  in  connection  with 
some  very  good  scattering  white  pines,  will  tend  greatly  to 
enhance  the  value  of  this  tract.  And  from  very  careful  ob- 
servations made  during  the  survey,  we  are  satisfied  that  no 
where  can  be  found  better  or  a  larger  quantity  of  spruce  tim- 
ber on  the  same  extent  of  territory,  than  on  the  greater  por- 
tion of  the  land  in  the  town  of  Pittsburg. 

The  foregoing  remarks  more  particularly  apply  to  that 
portion  of  the  town  lying  west  of  Second  and  Third  Lakes. 
That  portion  lying  east  of  the  lakes,  and  on  the  eastern 
branches  of  Indian  Stream  and  the  head  waters  of  Perry 
Stream,  is  not  so  well  timbered,  and  less  adapted  to  agricul- 
tural purposes. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  land  recently  granted  by  the 
legislature  to  Colebrook  Academy,  has  recently  been  sold 
for  about  75  cents  per  acre  ;  and  from  our  knowledge  of  this 
tract,  we  are  of  the  opmion  that  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  land  surveyed  by  us  will  compare  favorably  with  this 
Grant.  For  a  more  particular  description  of  the  geographi- 
cal features  of  this  tract,  reference  may  be  had  to  the  map 
accompanying  this  report ;  also  lo  the  report  of  J.  W.  Weeks, 
showing  the  sources  from  which  the  map  has  been  compiled.

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REPORT  OF  EDMUND  BROWN. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  : 

Sir  :  Agreeably  to  a  commission  from  your  Excelleocy,  of 
August  3d,  1848,  appointing  me  ''agent  for  the  survey  of  the 
public  lands  in  the  town  of  Pittsbnrg,"  I  immediately  pro- 
ceeded to  make  the  necessary  preparations  and  commence- 
ment of  the  work  in  the  field.  In  consequence  of  a  grant  of 
land  from  the  State  to  Oolebrook  Academy,  (so  called,)  based 
on  the  most  northerly  east  and  west  line  of  the  lotting  of 
1844,  between  Hall  and  Indian  Streams,  and  extending  north 
sufficient  to  include  ten  thousand  acres,  it  was  thought  ne- 
cessary to  survey  said  streams,  that  the  boundary  and  quan- 
tity of  the  public  lands  might  be  properly  ascertained,  as 
well  as  their  correct  delineation  upon  the  map.  For  the  lo- 
cation and  quantity  of  land  surveyed,  reference  is  had  to  the 
map  of  the  same,  accompanying  this  report.  The  land  is 
generally  hilly ;  northeast,  near  the  boundary,  is  more  bro- 
ken. The  whole  territory,  as  far  as  my  observation  extend- 
ed, is  principally  covered  with  hard  wood  and  black  growth, 
great  quantities  of  which  are  suited  for  manufacture.  Lying 
upon  Hall,  Indian  and  Perry's  Streams,  there  is  considera- 
ble rich  intervale,  bordering  on  which  are  great  quantities  of 
excellent  rock  maple,  yellow  birch,  spruce,  and  some  pine. 
It  is  thought  that  these  streams,  for  a  considerable  distance 
north  of  settlements,  ac«  sufficient  for  floating  timber. 

The  nnmber  of  acres  surveyed  is  thirty  thousand.  The 
length  of  lot  lines  run  is  one  hundred  sixty-one  miles; 
length  of  Hall  Stream,  from  its  source  to  the  lotting  of  '44 
is  about  twelve  miles;  length  of  Indian  Stream,  from  its 
source  to  the  lotting  of '44,  is  about  fifteen  miles;  whole 
length  of  line  run  is  about  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight 
miles. 

I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  annulling  that  portion  of 
the  survey  of  1844  which  covers  that  portion  of  Pittsburg 
formerly  called  Hereford,  which  was  acquired  by  the  Wash- 
ington treaty  of  1842,  and  for  the  reason  that  it  was  sur- 
veyed and  lotted  prior  to  said  treaty.  A  portion  of  said  lots 
are  what  is  termed  '*  Kings  and  Clergy  "  lots,  which  are  now. 
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as  I  understand  it,  property  of  the  State,  being  property  of 
governmeut  before  acquired,  the  other  lots  being  private  pro* 
perty,  owned,  and  many  of  them  occupied,  according  to  said 
survey.  The  survey  of  '44,  which  covers  the  above  men- 
tioned plot,  is  disregarded  by  the  inhabitsints  of  the  same 
and  vicinity,  and  it  is  feared,  if  it  is  not  removed  before  any 
sales  take  place  under  the  same,  that  il  will  enventually  be  a 
fruitful  source  of  much  trouble  and  litigaiioD,  and  perhaps 
deprive  the  settler  of  his  rishts.

REPORT  OF  JAMES  V.  WEEKS. 


To  John  FlanderSf  Esq.  and  David  Btanchard,  Agents  to 
complete  the  survey  of  the  Staters  land  in  the  town  of 
Pittsburg : 

Agreeably  to  yotu  instnictions,  I  herewith  transmit  to  you 
a  map  of  the  town  of  Pittsburg,  showing  the  quantity  of 
land  belonging  to  the  State,  the  settlements,  and  the  amount 
of  land  originally  included  in  the  town  of  Hereford,  now 
lying  within  this  State. 

The  notes  and  papers  from  wbieh  the  map  is  compiled 
were  either  taken  by  myself  or  those  acting  in  immediate 
connection  with  me  on  the  various  surveys  as  follows:  Id 
the  season  of  1844  I  was  employed  by  CoL  Ephraio^  Cross, 
then  agent  to  procure  a  survey  of  the  puUic  iaods,  to  ac- 
company him  and  make  said  survey.  We  commenced  iu 
the  latter  part  of  August,  of  tliat  year,  at  the  mouth  of 
Hall's  Stream,  and  run  easterly  and  northerly,  making  a 
careful  survey  of  the  northerly  and  westerly  banks  of  Con- 
necticut river,  and  the  takes  to  the  north-west  corner  ef  Carl- 
isle's Grant;  thence  easterly  along  tlie  north  line  of  said 
Grant  to  the  line  of  the  State  of  BJaine ;  tbence  northerly 
on  said  Maine  land  to  the  highlands ;  thence  westerly  along 
said  highlands  to  near  Third  Lake.    Here  our  provisions 
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having  become  exhausted,  we  made  the  best  of  our  way  to 
the  settlements,  making  sueh  reoonnoisances  as  we  were 
able  on  the  route. 

We  then  returned  to  the  mouth  of  Hall's  Stream  and  sur- 
veyed up,  following  its  middle  branch  to  the  highlands; 
thence  easterly  along  the  highlands  till  we  connected  with 
our  former  survey  near  Third  Lake,  thus  having  made  a  full 
circuit  of  the  territory.  Previous  to  tracing  up  Hall's  Stream 
we  obtained  all  the  information  we  were  able  respecting  its 
location,  and  it  appearing  to  Col.  Cross  that  the  middle  branch 
headed  farthest  north-west,  he  directed  that  we  follow  said 
branch ;  but  subsequent  investigations  by  the  engineers  for 
settling  the  line  between  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
prove  that  the  east  branch  is  the  true  boundary. 

After  completing  our  survey  of  the  outlines  of  the  tract, 
I,  by  direction,  of  the  agent,  laid  off  a  piece  to  be  lotted. 
We  began  on  the  middle  branch  of  Hall's  Stream,  two  hun- 
dred rods  north  of  the  forks,  atid  run  east  by  compass  eight 
miles ;  thence  south  two  miles  two  hundred  and  sixty-two 
rods,  and  struck  the  Connecticut  river  about  twenty  rods  east 
of  the  mouth  of  Perry  Stream.  After  arriving  at  this  point 
I  left  the  woods,  leaving  the  running  of  the  lot  and  range 
lines  to  William  D.  and  John  Weeks. 

In  the  fall  of  1848  I  was  again  employed  by  Mr.  Edmund 
Brown,  agent,  on  the  further  survey  of  the  State  lands. 
.According  to  his  special  direction,  we  commenced  at  the 
north-east  corner  of  the  lotting  of  1844,  and  run  east  to  the 
east  line  of  range  16,  as  marked  on  the  map ;  thence  north 
Oil  said  east  line  of  range  16  to  strike  the  extreme  head  wa- 
ters of  Indian  Stream.  After  touching  the  boundary,  we 
commenced  at  the  monument  and  surveyed  down  said  Indian 
Stream,  (much  of  the  way  following  its  channel,)  making  a 
careful  survey  of  its  course  to  the  north  line  of  the  lotting 
of  1844.  From  this  point  we  passed  to  the  east  line  of 
range  15,  and  run  north  to  near  the  boundary ;  thence  went 
westerly  to  the  monuments  at  the  head  of  Hall's  Stream, 
and  surveyed  down  said  stream  to  my  most  northerly  line, 
run  five  years  ago  by  direction  of  Col.  Cross.  Mr.  Brown 
coming  in  at  this  point,  I  left  the  party  some  twelve  days, 
the  compass  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Blancbard.  On  my  re- 
turn I  found  Mr.  Brown  camped  at  the  north-east  corner  of 
lot  No.  9,  range  14,  they  having  run  the  east  lines  of  ranges 
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13  and  14  to  some  distance  north  of  this  point.  Here  we 
proceeded  by  Mr.  Brown-s  direction  to  lot  that  part  of  the 
territory  lying  north  of  lot  No.  9,  as  laid  down  on  the  map. 
I  remained  on  this  tract  something  like  two  weeks,  doriog 
which  time  I  run  some  forty  miles  of  line  in  various  direc- 
tions, and  obtained  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  general 
features  of  the  country  ;  after  which  I  left,  and  Mr.  John  H. 
Spaulding,  an  experienced  and  careful  surveyor,  proceeded 
with  the  work.  His  notes  were  taken  with  great  care,  and 
returned  to  me.  These,  together  with  my  own  notes  and 
those  of  others  taken  on  both  the  former  surveys,  with  the 
maps  made  therefrom,  have  been  returned  to  the  respective 
agents  under  whom  such  surveys  were  made,  I  having  re- 
tained duplicates  of  all  that  were  of  any  importance;  from 
which,  and  the  notes  taken  this  season  by  myself,  Mr. 
Spaulding  and  yourselves,  the  accompanying  map  is  made 
up.  For  the  extent  of  line  run  by  each  individual,  quality 
of  land,  face  of  country,  &c.,  reference  being  had  to  the 
field  notes,  supposed  to  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

The  figures  placed  on  the  irregular  lots  and  tracts  indicate 
the  quantity  of  land  in  acres  contained  in  each.  The  square 
lots  not  marked  contain  206  acres  each.  The  whole  quan- 
tity of  land  belonging  to  the  State,  according  to  the  map,  is 
88,586  acres.  In  this  I  reckon  no  part  of  some  4,000  acres 
included  in  the  original  bounds  of  the  town  of  Hereford,  a- 
part  of  which  probably  the  State  owns.  The  settlers'  claims 
cover  something  more  than  12,000  acres. 

The  land  along  the  Connecticut  river  and  the  lower  lake 
is  mostly  owned  by  the  inhabitants,  as  appears  from  your 
investigations.  It  is,  however,  generally  of  an  excellent 
quality,  producing,  where  it  is  cultivated,  grass,  grain  and 
vegetables  peculiar  to  northern  latitudes,  in  abundance.  The 
elevation  of  Indian  Stream  at  the  forks,  and  of  Hall's  Stream 
at  the  highlands,  is  slight  above  Canaan,  Yermont.  The 
intervales  are  extensive  and  remarkably  fertile,  and  the  up- 
lands well  adapted  to  grazing  purposes.  North  of  lot  No.  9, 
and  east  of  range  15,  there  is  little  or  no  land  that  will  ever 
be  of  any  value  for  cultivation.  Of  that  part  lying  on  the 
head  waters  of  Indian  Stream,  and  east  of  Third  Lake,  the 
elevation  is  great ;  and  except  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
the  streams,  the  surface  is  generally  broken  into  a  succession 
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of  precipitons  cliffs,  highland,  swamps,  and  larabou  logs, 
with  moss  to  the  ankles.  Along  the  larger  streams  there  is 
much  rery  fine  sprnce  timber,  even  to  the  highlands.  In 
the  southern  part  of  the  territory  the  timber  extends  back  in 
many  places  even  to  the  summit  of  the  ridges.  There  is  no 
pine  on  the  tract,  save  scattering  on  Indian  Stream.  Thcf 
spruce,  I  think,  is  of  better  quality  than  I  have  ever  seen 
elsewhere,  the  supply  seeming  to  be  inexhaustible  ;  and  by 
laying  it  into  the  streams  it  can  generally  be  got  off  for  little 
expense. 

You  will  perceive  by  examining  the  map  that  all  or  nearly 
all  the  lands  that  1  considerof  any  value  for  cultivation  have 
been  lotted,  and  the  whole  tract  put  in  such  shape  that  it 
may  be  accurately  described  for  purposes  of  districting,  sale 
or  taxation.

REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  LIBRARIAN. 


To  the  Honorable  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp-^ 
shire  : 

In  compliance  with  the  act  of  June  30,  1846,  the  under- 
signed respectfully  submits  the  following 

REPORT : 

During  the  past  year  the  whole  number  of  bound  books 
added  to  the  State  Library  has  been  two  hundred  and  seven- 
ty-three, and  of  pamphlets  two  hundred  and  nineteen. 

The  annexed  schedule,  marked  A,  contains  a  list  of  books 
received  from  the  United  States  and  from  the  several  State 
governments,  under  the  friendly  system  of  interchange  ex- 
isting between  most  of  the  States  of  the  Union.  These 
works  consist  mainly  of  statute  laws,  legislative  journals 
and  judicial  reports.

The  amount  expended  for  the  purchase  of  books  the  past 
year  by  the  committee  on  the  Library,  is  $232  99,  a  list  of 
which  may  be  found  in  the  annexed  paper,  marked  B. 

I  have  received  froni  Capt.  John  H.  Jackson,  late  of  the 
9th  regiment,  United  States  Army,  an  escopette,  with  the 
strap  attached  to  it,  taken  from  a  guerilla  at  the  storming  of 
ChapuUepec — also  a  carbine  and  sword,  taken  at  the  battle 
of  Cherubusco.  These  articles  were  all  taken  by  the  9th 
regiment,  and  at  the  request  of  the  gallant  douoi  have  been 
placed  in  the  State  Library.  Capt.  Jackson,  in  his  letter 
accompanying  this  present  to  the  State,  says :  '^  I  think  them 
worthy  of  a  place  in  the  capitol  as  curiosities,  and  also  as  a 
record  of  the  prowess  of  our  New  Hampshire  boys  in  the 
late  war  with  Mexico."  These  trophies  may  well  be  placed 
with  those  taken  at  the  battle  of  Bennington,  during  the 
war  of  the  revolution,  and  now  in  the  Library.  Together, 
they  serve  to  remind  us  of  American  valor  and  patriotism, 
and  of  victories  obtained  in  a  just  and  righteous  cause — ^to 
secure  independence^  and  to  punish  tiggression  emd  inv<ision. 
Maps  of  the  battles  of  Contreras  and  Cherubusco  have  also 
been  received  from  Capt.  Jackson,  and  deposited  in  the  Li- 
brary. 

Under  a  resolution  of  the  Legislature,  approved  Dec.  7, 
1848,  the  State  Treasurer  purchased  one  hundred  copies  of 
Dr.  Jackson's  Geological  Report;  and  deposited  them  in  the 
Library.  Forty-four  copies  of  this  work  have  been  distrib- 
uted, agreeably  to  the  resolution  providing  for  the  same,  ap- 
proved Dec.  29,  1848.  The  names  of  the  societies,  literary 
institutions,  high  schools  and  academies  which  have  receiv- 
ed the  report  will  be  found  in  the  annexed  paper,  marked  C. 
Twenty-five  copies  of  the  Geological  Report  have  been  set 
aside  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  exchanges  with  foreign 
countries,  and  the  balance,  thirty-one  copies,  now  remain  in 
the  Library,  to  be  distributed  to  such  academies  and  high 
schools  in  the  State  as  have  not  received  a  copy  of  the  work. 

A  resolution  of  the  IjCgislature,  approved  Jan.  4,  1849, 
authorized  the  Secretary  of  State  ^'  to  cause  a  number;  not 
exceeding  fifty  copies,  of  the  laws  and  legislative  documents 
of  the  State,  over  atul  above  the  number  now  required,  of 
each  of  said  documents,  to  be  printed  and  bound,  and  set 
aside  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  exchanges  with  foreign 
countries."     This  number  of  copies  has,  accordingly,  beea 
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printed  and  bound,  and  now  await  the  order  of  the  Governor 
and-Council,  under  whose  direction  the  Secretary  of  State 
is  authorized  to  make  the  exchanges. 

The  sum  of  $250  was  appropriated  at  the  last  June  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature  for  the  removal  of  the  Library  to  the 
room  under  the  Representatives'  Hall ;  but  it  was  found  that 
that  sum  was  not  sufficient  to  fit  up  the  room  in  a  style  cor- 
responding to  its  present  finish.  A  further  sum  of  $260 
wotild  be  required  to  complete  this  object.  The  room  at 
present  occupied  as  a  Library,  unless  the  whole  of  it  could 
be  devoted  to  that  cise  exclusively,  is  not  sufficiently  large  to 
arrange  the  books  properly.  Besides,  this  room  is  almost 
daily  occupied  during  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature  as  a 
committee  room  ;  and  when  so  occupied,  it  is  impossible  for 
the  person  having  charge  of  the  Library  to  see  if  books  are 
taken  without  his  permission.  Certain  it  is,  that  at  the 
close  of  every  session  valuable  books  are  found  to  be  miss- 
ing ;  and  this  evil,  it  is  believed,  can  only  be  remedied  by 
appropriating  a  room  for  the  use  of  the  Library,  exclu- 
sively.
